30  and  7  of  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws;  provided  further,  that  the 

31  amounts  to  be  distributed  from  item  0611-5500  of  said  section  2 

32  are  hereby  deemed  to  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  amounts  due 

33  under  section  37  of  chapter  21  of  the  General  Laws.  No  payments 

34  to  cities,  towns,  or  counties  maintaining  an  agricultural  school 

35  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  made  after  November  30  of  the 

36  fiscal  year  by  the  state  treasurer  until  she  receives  certification 

37  from  the  commissioner  of  revenue  of  said  commissioner's  accep- 

38  tance  of  the  prior  fiscal  year's  annual  financial  reports  submitted 

39  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  43  of  chapter  44  of  the 

40  General  Laws. 
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41  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to 

42  the  contrary,  the  amount  appropriated  in  item  7061-0008  of 

43  section  2  and  distributed  in  this  section  to  each  city,  town,  and 

44  regional  school  district  that  exceeds  the  amount  reported  by  the 

45  department  of  education  on  February  25,  2000  in  conformance 

46  with  the  Governor's  House  1A  proposal  shall  be  deposited  in  an 

47  account  for  expenditure  by  the  school  committee  without  further 

48  appropriation  for  any  educational  purpose  consistent  with  the  defi- 

49  nition  of  net  school  spending  in  section  2  of  chapter  70. 

50  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to 

51  the  contrary,  the  sum  appropriated  in  item  7061-0022  of  section  2 

52  shall  be  for  disbursement  to  certain  cities  and  towns  as  provided  in

1  SECTION  5.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 

2  contrary,  the  commissioner  of  revenue  or  other  official  responsible 

3  for  a  local  reimbursement  or  assistance  programs  reported  by  said 

4  commissioner  pursuant  to  section  25A  of  chapter  58  of  the 

5  General  Laws  shall  use  the  1998  city  and  town  population  esti- 

6  mates  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  calculating 

7  distributions  or  assessments  under  such  local  reimbursement  or 

8  assistance  programs.    Such  distribution  programs  shall  include, 

9  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  school  aid  program  established  under  the 

10  provisions  of  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws  and  regional  public 

1 1  libraries.  Such  assessments  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  air 

12  pollution  control  districts,  the  metropolitan  area  planning  council, 

13  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
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14  Transportation  Authority  and  any  other  entity  for  which  said  com- 

1 5  missioner  is  required  to  give  notice  pursuant  to  said  section  25 A. 

1  SECTION  6.  The  state  treasurer  shall  make  advance  payments 

2  for  some  or  all  of  periodic  local  reimbursement  or  assistance  pro- 

3  grams  to  any  city,  town,  regional  school  district  or  independent 

4  agricultural  and  technical  school  that  demonstrates  an  emergency

1  SECTION  8.  All  sums  appropriated  under  this  act,  including 

2  supplemental  and  deficiency  budgets,  shall  be  expended  in  a 

3  manner  reflecting  and  encouraging  a  policy  of  nondiscrimination 

4  and  equal  opportunity  for  members  of  minority  groups,  women 

5  and  handicapped  persons.  All  officials  and  employees  of  an 

6  agency,  board,  department,  commission  or  division  receiving 

7  monies  under  this  act  shall  take  affirmative  steps  to  ensure 

8  equality  of  opportunity  in  the  internal  affairs  of  state  government, 

9  as  well  as  in  their  relations  with  the  public,  including  those  per- 
10  sons  and  organizations  doing  business  with  the  commonwealth. 
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1 1  Each  agency,  board,  department,  commission  or  division,  in 

12  spending  appropriated  sums  and  discharging  its  statutory  responsi- 

13  bilities,  shall  adopt  measures  to  ensure  equal  opportunity  in  the 

14  areas  of  hiring,  promotion,  demotion  or  transfer,  recruitment, 

1 5  layoff  or  termination,  rates  of  compensation,  in-service  or  appren- 

16  ticeship  training  programs  and  all  terms  and  conditions  of 

17  employment.  The  secretary  of  administration  and  finance  shall 

18  conduct  an  ongoing  review  of  affirmative  action  steps  taken  by 

19  the  various  agencies,  boards,  departments,  commissions  or  divi- 

20  sions  to  determine  whether  such  agencies,  boards,  departments, 

21  commissions  or  divisions  are  complying  with  this  section. 

22  Whenever  noncompliance  is  determined  by  the  secretary,  said  sec- 

23  retary  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  and  report  his 

24  resulting  recommendations  to  the  head  of  the  particular  agency, 

25  board,  department,  commission  or  division,  to  the  governor  and  to 

26  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination.   Said  sec- 

27  retary  shall  report  on  the  status  of  each  agency,  board,  department, 

28  commission  or  division  receiving  monies  under  this  act,  including 

29  supplemental  and  deficiency  budgets,  as  to  compliance  or  non- 
30  compliance  with  affirmative  action  policies  to  the  joint  committee 

31  on  public  service  and  the  joint  committee  on  commerce  and  labor 

32  on  or  before  December  1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  9.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 

2  contrary,  the  portion  of  the  Highway  Fund  allocated  for  reim- 

3  bursements  to  cities  and  towns  for  costs  actually  incurred  in  con- 

4  structing,  maintaining  and  policing  city  or  town  streets  or  roads, 

5  as  appropriated  in  item  6005-0017  of  section  2,  shall  be  distrib- 

6  uted  in  fiscal  year  2001  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  fiscal  year 

7  2000  distribution  of  said  Highway  Fund  reimbursements. 

1  SECTION  9A.  Section  41  of  chapter  7  of  the  General  Laws,  as 

2  appearing  in  the  1998  Official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by 

3  inserting  after  the  first  paragraph  the  following  paragraph: — 

4  Only  persons  with  (1  skills  in  fact-finding;  (2  demonstrated 

5  basic  understanding  of  civil  service  law;  and  (3  a  bachelor's 

6  degree  or  demonstrated  writing  ability  as  evidenced  by  four  or 

7  more  years  in  positions  in  which  writing  skills  are  a  major  job 

8  responsibility  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a  commissioner. 
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1  SECTION  9B.  The  second  paragraph  of  said  section  41  of  said 

2  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 

3  following  four  sentences: —  The  secretary  of  administration  and 

4  finance  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor,  the  house  and 

5  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  and  the  joint  committees 

6  on  commerce  and  labor  and  public  service  on  the  operation  of  the 

7  commission.  The  report  shall  include  an  analysis  of  the  rulings  of

9  Said  secretary  shall  include  in  the  report  any  recommendations  for 

10  reforming  the  commission  and  ensuring  the  impartiality  of  hear- 

1 1  ings  before  said  commission  and  compliance  with  applicable 

12  statutory  standards.  The  secretary  shall  also  establish  regulations 

13  for  receiving  and  reviewing  complaints  from  appointing  authori- 

14  ties  or  other  parties  appearing  before  the  commission  about  con- 

1 5  duct  of  any  commissioner. 

1  SECTION  10.  Subsection  (b)  of  section  38A1/2  of  chapter  7  of 

2  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  1998  Official  Edition,  is 

3  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  definition: — 

4  "Value  engineering  review",  a  detailed,  systematic  analysis  of  a 

5  project  design,  conducted  by  a  knowledgeable  and  competent 

6  designer  or  multi-disciplinary  team  of  designers,  to:  (i)  evaluate 

7  program  requirements,  design  concepts,  construction  techniques, 

8  building  systems  and  materials;  (ii)  review  construction  cost  esti- 

9  mates  and  calculate  estimated  life-cycle  costs;  and  (iii)  recom- 

10  mend  design  changes  that  will  produce  a  more  cost-effective 

1 1  project  by  eliminating  or  modifying  features  that  add  cost  to  the 

1 2  facility  but  do  not  add  to  its  quality,  useful  life,  utility  or  appear- 

1 3  ance. 

1  SECTION  1 1 .  Section  38C  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing,  is 

2  hereby  amended  by  inserting,  after  the  word  "services"  in  line  3, 

3  the  following  words: —  ,  except  value  engineering,. 

1  SECTION  12.  Section  38E  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing,  is 

2  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  subsection: — 

3  (g)  The  division  of  capital  asset  management  and  maintenance 

4  in  consultation  with  the  board  shall  develop  a  standard  designer 

5  evaluation  form  that  shall  be  completed  by  every  public  agency  as 
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6  defined  in  section  44A  of  chapter  149,  upon  completion  of  the 

7  work  under  a  design  contract  under  its  control,  and  submitted  to 

8  the  division  and  the  board  for  the  designer's  qualification  file.  The 

9  official  from  the  public  agency  or  the  owner's  representative  as 

10  described  in  section  44A  of  said  chapter  149  shall  certify  that  the 

1 1  information  contained  on  the  designer  evaluation  form  represents, 

12  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  a  true  and  accurate  analysis  of  the 

13  designer's  performance  record  on  the  contract.  The  public  agency 

14  shall  mail  a  copy  of  the  designer  evaluation  form  to  the  designer 

15  who  may,  within  30  days,  submit  a  written  response  to  the  divi- 

16  sion  and  board  disputing  any  information  contained  in  the  form 

17  and  setting  forth  any  additional  information  concerning  the 

18  building  project  or  the  oversight  of  the  building  construction  con- 

19  tract  by  the  public  agency  as  may  be  relevant  to  the  evaluation  of 

20  the  designer's  performance  on  the  contract.  The  division  and 

21  board  shall  attach  any  such  response  to  the  evaluation  form  for 

22  inclusion  in  the  designer's  qualification  file.  No  public  employee 

23  or  public  employer,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  258  of  the 

24  General  Laws,  and  no  person  shall  be  liable  for  an  injury  or  loss 

25  to  a  designer  as  a  result  of  the  completion  of  a  designer  evaluation 

26  form  as  required  by  this  section  unless  the  individual  completing 

27  such  evaluation  form  has  been  found  by  a  superior  court  of  com- 

28  petent  jurisdiction  to  have  acted  in  a  willful,  wanton  or  reckless 

29  manner.  If  a  suit  is  commenced  by  a  designer  against  any  person 

30  who  has  completed  a  designer  evaluation  form  as  required  by  this 

31  section  seeking  to  recover  damages  resulting  from  injury  caused 

32  by  such  evaluation,  the  public  agency  for  whom  such  evaluation 

33  form  was  completed  or  the  commonwealth,  if  such  evaluation  was 

34  completed  for  a  state  agency,  shall  provide  for  the  legal  represen- 

35  tation  of  such  person.  Such  public  agency  or  the  commonwealth, 

36  where  an  evaluation  was  completed  for  a  state  agency,  shall  also 

37  indemnify  such  person  from  all  personal  financial  losses  and 

38  expenses  including,  but  not  limited  to,  legal  fees  and  filing  costs, 

39  if  any,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,000,000,  but  no  such  person 

40  shall  be  indemnified  for  losses  other  than  legal  fees  and  filing 

41  costs  under  this  section  if  such  person  is  found  by  a  court  or  a  jury 

42  to  have  acted  in  a  willful,  wanton  or  reckless  manner. 

43  The  awarding  authority  shall  provide  the  designer  with  a 

44  written  preliminary  evaluation  at  the  completion  of  the  schematic 

45  phase  of  the  project  for  informational  purposes. 
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46  Any  public  agency  that  fails  to  complete  and  submit  the 

47  designer  evaluation  form,  together  with  any  written  response  by 

48  any  designer,  to  the  division  within  70  days  of  the  completion  of  a 

49  project  shall  be  ineligible  for  the  receipt  of  any  public  funds  dis- 

50  bursed  by  the  commonwealth  for  the  purposes  of  public  building 

5 1  or  public  works  projects. 

1  SECTION  13.  Section  38H  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing, 

2  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  subsection  (d). 

1  SECTION   14.  Said  section  38H  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so 

2  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  following  two 

3  subsections: — 

4  (k)  For  any  project  with  an  estimated  construction  cost  in 

5  excess  of  $1,000,000  the  public  agency  shall  require  an  indepen- 

6  dent  qualified  value  engineering  consultant  to  conduct  compre- 

7  hensive  value  engineering  reviews  to  analyze  the  proposed 

8  functions  of  the  facility,  evaluate  the  construction  cost  estimates, 

9  calculate  estimated  life-cycle  costs  and  develop  recommended 

10  design  changes  that  will  produce  a  more  cost-effective  facility  by 

1 1  modifying  or  eliminating  features  that  add  cost  but  do  not  add  to 

1 2  the  quality,  useful  life,  utility  or  appearance  of  the  facility. 

13  For  any  project  with  an  estimated  construction  cost  of  more 

1 4  than  $  1 ,000,000  but  less  than  $  1 0,000,000,  the  public  agency  shall 

15  require  a  value  engineering  review  of  the  conceptual  design 

16  following  the  completion  of  the  study  and  program  for  the  project 

17  but  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  the  study  or  program  by  the  public 

18  agency.  For  any  project  with  an  estimated  construction  cost  of 

19  $10,000,000  or  more,  the  public  agency  shall  require  value  engi- 

20  neering  reviews  of  the  conceptual  design  and  of  the  schematic 

21  design  prior  to  the  acceptance  by  the  public  agency  of  the  design 

22  deliverables  at  each  of  these  phases. 

23  The  public  agency  shall  evaluate  each  design  change  recom- 

24  mended  in  the  value  engineering  review  and  prepare  a  written 

25  determination  of  its  reasons  for  accepting,  modifying  or  rejecting 

26  the  recommended  design  change. 

27  For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  "public  agency"  shall  have 

28  the  meaning  as  set  forth  in  section  39A. 

29  (1)  The  commissioner  shall  annually  solicit  qualifications  from 

30  designers  with  demonstrated  expertise  in  value  engineering,  eval- 
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31  uate  all  applications  on  the  basis  of  relevant  qualifications  and 

32  experience,  and  designate  a  pool  of  qualified  value  engineering 

33  consultants.  A  public  agency,  including  any  city  or  town,  may 

34  select,  without  further  competition,  a  qualified  value  engineering 

35  consultant  from  this  pool  to  conduct  value  engineering  reviews  for 

36  a  project. 

1  SECTION  15.  Section  38K  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing, 

2  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  subsection: — 

3  (f)  Any  city,  town  or  other  public  agency  may  contract  for 

4  value  engineering  services  with  any  designer  selected  as  a  quali- 

5  fied  value  engineering  consultant  by  the  division  of  capital  asset 

6  management  and  maintenance. 

1  SECTION  16.  Section  49  of  said  chapter  7,  as  so  appearing,  is 

2  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  subsection  (a)  and  inserting  in 

3  place  thereof,  the  following  subsection: — 

4  (a)  There  shall  be  within  the  executive  office  of  administration 

5  and  finance,  but  not  subject  to  its  control,  a  public  employee 

6  retirement  administration  commission  consisting  of  nine  mem- 

7  bers,  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  three  of 

8  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  state  auditor,  two  of  whom  shall 

9  be  appointed  by  the  state  treasurer,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be 

10  chosen  by  the  first  eight  members  and  who  shall  be  chairperson. 

1 1  Of  the  three  persons  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  shall  be  the 

12  governor  or  his  designee,  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  a  public 

13  safety  union  and  one  shall  be  qualified  by  having  training  and 

14  experience  in  the  investment  of  funds  as  a  result  of  having  been 

15  principally  employed  in  such  occupation  for  a  period  of  at  least 

16  ten  years.  Of  the  three  persons  appointed  by  the  state  auditor,  one 

17  shall  be  the  state  auditor  or  his  designee,  one  shall  be  the  presi- 

1 8  dent  of  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  or  his  designee  and  one  shall  be  a 

19  representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association.  Of  the 

20  two  persons  appointed  by  the  state  treasurer,  one  shall  be  the  state 

21  treasurer  or  his  designee  and  one  shall  be  the  president  of  the 

22  Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement  Systems, 

23  whose  term  shall  be  coterminous  with  his  term  as  the  president  of

39  benefits  and  without  being  required  to  make  up  lost  time,  if  on 

40  duty,  for  regularly  scheduled  work  hours  while  in  the  performance 

41  of  responsibilities  of  the  commission.  The  public  employee  retire  - 

42  ment  administration  commission  shall  select  an  executive  director, 

43  and  enter  into  an  employment  contract  with  such  director.  The 

44  provisions  of  sections  9A,  45,  46,  and  46C  of  chapter  30  and  the 

45  provisions  of  chapter  31  and  chapter  150E  shall  not  apply  to  the 

46  executive  director  or  any  other  employee  of  the  commission.

1  SECTION  17.  Chapter  10  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby

3  Section  63.  There  is  hereby  established  on  the  books  of  the 

4  commonwealth  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Dairy  Farms 

5  Trust  Fund,  in  this  section  called  the  fund.  There  shall  be  credited

12  division  thereof  provides  any  portion  of  the  money  or  property 

13  which  is  requested  or  demanded,  or  if  the  commonwealth  or  any 

14  political  subdivision  thereof  will  reimburse  directly  or  indirectly 

15  such  contractor,  subcontractor,  grantee,  or  other  person  for  any 

1 6  portion  of  the  money  or  property  which  is  requested  or  demanded. 

17  "False  claims  law",  this  section  and  any  law  enacted  after 

18  July  1,  2000  that  prohibits  or  creates  a  civil  remedy  with  respect 

19  to  any  false  claim  against  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  common- 

20  wealth  or  one  of  its  political  subdivisions. 

21  "False  claims  action",  an  action  filed  by  the    office  of  the 

22  attorney  general  or  a  relator  pursuant  to  this  section. 

23  "Knowing  and  knowingly",  possessing  actual  knowledge  of  rel- 

24  evant  information,  acting  with  deliberate  ignorance  of  the  truth  or 

25  falsity  of  the  information  or  acting  in  reckless  disregard  of  the 

26  truth  or  falsity  of  the  information  and  no  proof  of  specific  intent  to 

27  defraud  is  required. 

28  "Original  source",  an  individual  who  has  direct  and  indepen- 

29  dent  knowledge  of  the  information  on  which  the  allegations  are 

30  based  and  has  voluntarily  provided  the  information  to  the  attorney 

31  general,  without  public  disclosure,  before  filing  an  action  under 

32  this  section  which  is  based  on  such  information. 
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33  "Person",  any  natural  person,  corporation,  partnership,  associa- 

34  tion,  trust  or  other  business  or  legal  entity. 

35  "Political  subdivision",  any  city,  town,  county  or  other  govern- 

36  mental  entity  authorized  or  created  by  state  law,  including  public 

37  corporations  and  authorities. 

38  "Relator",  an  individual  who  brings  an  action  under  para- 

39  graph  (2)  of  subsection  (d)  of  this  section. 

40  (b)  Any  person  who: 

41  (1)  knowingly  presents,  or  causes  to  be  presented,  a  false  or 

42  fraudulent  claim  for  payment  or  approval; 

43  (2)  knowingly  makes,  uses,  or  causes  to  be  made  or  used,  a 

44  false  record  or  statement  to  obtain  payment  or  approval  of  a  claim 

45  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof; 

46  (3)  conspires  to  defraud  the  commonwealth  or  any  political 

47  subdivision  thereof  through  the  allowance  or  payment  of  a  fraudu- 

48  lent  claim; 

49  (4)  has  possession,  custody,  or  control  of  property  or  money 

50  used,  or  to  be  used,  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdi- 

5 1  vision  thereof  and  knowingly  delivers,  or  causes  to  be  delivered  to 

52  the  commonwealth,  less  property  than  the  amount  for  which  the 

53  person  receives  a  certificate  or  receipt  with  the  intent  to  willfully 

54  conceal  the  property; 

55  (5)  is  authorized  to  make  or  deliver  a  document  certifying 

56  receipt  of  property  used,  or  to  be  used,  by  the  commonwealth  or 

57  any  political  subdivision  thereof  and  with  the  intent  of  defrauding 

58  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  makes  or 

59  delivers  the  receipt  without  completely  knowing  that  the  informa- 

60  tion  on  the  receipt  is  true; 

61  (6)  buys,  or  receives  as  a  pledge  of  an  obligation  or  debt,  public 

62  property  from  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  commonwealth  or  any 

63  political  subdivision  thereof,  knowing  that  said  officer  or 

64  employee  may  not  lawfully  sell  or  pledge  the  property; 

65  (7)  enters  into  an  agreement,  contract  or  understanding  with 

66  one  or  more  officials  of  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdi- 

67  vision  thereof  knowing  the  information  contained  therein  is  false; 

68  (8)  knowingly  makes,  uses,  or  causes  to  be  made  or  used,  a 

69  false  record  or  statement  to  conceal,  avoid,  or  decrease  an  obliga- 

70  tion  to  pay  or  to  transmit  money  or  property  to  the  commonwealth 

71  or  political  subdivision  thereof;  or 
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72  (9)  is  a  beneficiary  of  an  inadvertent  submission  of  a  false 

73  claim  to  the  commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  sub- 

74  sequently  discovers  the  falsity  of  the  claim,  and  fails  to  disclose 

75  the  false  claim  to  the  commonwealth  or  political  subdivision 

76  within  a  reasonable  time  after  discovery  of  the  false  claim  shall  be 

77  liable  to  the  commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  for  a  civil 

78  penalty  of  not  less  than  $5,000  and  not  more  than  $10,000  per  vio- 

79  lation,  plus  three  times  the  amount  of  damages,  including  conse- 

80  quential  damages,  that  the  commonwealth  or  political  subdivision 

81  sustains  because  of  the  act  of  that  person.   A  person  violating  this 

82  section  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  commonwealth  or  any  political 

83  subdivision  for  the  expenses  of  the  civil  action  brought  to  recover 

84  any  such  penalty  or  damages,  including  without  limitation  reason-

101  ecution  had  commenced  with  respect  to  such  violation,  and  such 

1 02  person  did  not  have  actual  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  an  inves- 

103  tigation  into  such  violation  the  court  may  reduce  the  assessment  of 

104  damages  to  two  times  the  amount  of  damages,  including  conse- 

105  quential  damages,  that  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivi- 

106  sion  thereof  sustains  because  of  the  act  of  a  person. 

107  (2)  A  corporation,  partnership  or  other  person  is  liable  to  the 

108  commonwealth  under  this  section  for  the  acts  of  its  agent  where 

109  the  agent  acted  with  apparent  authority,  regardless  of  whether  the 

110  agent  acted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  benefit  the  principal  and 
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1 1    regardless  of  whether  the  principal  adopted  or  ratified  the  agent's 
claims,  representation,  statement  or  other  action  or  conduct. 

(3)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  claims,  records  or  statements 
made  or  presented  to  establish,  limit,  reduce,  or  evade  liability  for 
the  payment  of  tax  to  the  commonwealth,  or  any  other  govern- 
mental authority. 

(4)  A  person  who  has  engaged  in  conduct  described  in  para- 
graphs (1)  to  (9),  inclusive,  of  subsection  (b)  prior  to  payment 
shall  only  be  entitled  to  payment  from  the  commonwealth  of  the 
actual  amount  due  less  the  excess  amount  falsely  or  fraudulently 
claimed. 

(d)(1)  The  attorney  general  shall  investigate  violations  under 
this  section  involving  state  funds  or  funds  from  any  political  sub- 
division. If  the  attorney  general  finds  that  a  person  has  violated  or 
is  violating  this  section,  the  attorney  general  may  bring  a  civil 
action  in  superior  court  against  the  person. 

(2)  An  individual,  hereafter  referred  to  as  relator,  may  bring  a 
civil  action  in  superior  court  for  a  violation  of  this  section  on 
behalf  of  the  relator  and  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdi- 
vision thereof.  The  action  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
commonwealth  or  the  political  subdivision  thereof.  The  action 
may  be  dismissed  only  if  the  attorney  general  gives  written  rea- 
sons for  consenting  to  the  dismissal  and  the  court  approves  the 
dismissal.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, it  shall  not  be  a  cause  for  dismissal  or  a  basis  for  a  defense 
that  the  relator  could  have  brought  another  action  based  on  the 
same  or  similar  facts  under  any  other  law  or  administrative  pro- 
ceeding. 

(3)  When  a  relator  brings  an  action  pursuant  to  this  section,  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  and  written  disclosure  of  substantially  all 
material  evidence  and  information  the  relator  possesses  shall  be 
served  on  the  attorney  general  pursuant  to  rule  4(d)(3)  of  the 
Massachusetts  rules  of  civil  procedure.  The  complaint  shall  be 
filed  under  seal  and  shall  remain  so  for  120  days.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  general  or  special  law  or  procedural  rule  to  the  contrary, 
service  on  the  defendant  shall  not  be  required  until  the  period  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  (5).  The  attorney  general  may,  for  good  cause 
shown,  ask  the  court  for  extensions  of  no  more  than  90  days 
during  which  the  complaint  shall  remain  under  seal.  Any  such 
motions  may  be  supported  by  affidavits  or  other  submissions 
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151  under  seal.  The  court  shall  not  grant  more  than  2  requests  for 

152  extensions  unless  the  attorney  general  can  demonstrate  extraordi- 

153  nary  circumstances  requiring  a  further  extension.  The  attorney 

154  general  may  elect  to  intervene  and  proceed  with  the  action  on 

155  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  within  the 

156  120  day  period  or  during  any  extension,  after  he  receives  both  the 

157  complaint  and  the  material  evidence  and  information.  Any  infor- 

158  mation  or  documents  furnished  by  the  relator  to  the  attorney 

159  general  in  connection  with  an  action  or  investigation  under  this 

160  section  shall  be  exempt  from  disclosure  under  section  10  of 

161  chapter  66. 

162  (4)  Before  the  expiration  of  the  initial  120-day  period  or  any 

163  90-day  extensions  obtained  under  paragraph  (3),  the  attorney 

164  general  shall;  (i)  assume  control  of  the  action,  in  which  case  the 

165  action  shall  be  conducted  by  the  attorney  general;  or  (ii)  notify  the 

166  court  that  he  declines  to  take  over  the  action,  in  which  case  the 

167  relator  shall  have  the  right  to  conduct  the  action. 

168  (5)  If  the  attorney  general  decides  to  proceed  with  the  action, 

169  the  complaint  shall  be  unsealed  and  served  promptly  thereafter. 

170  The  defendant  shall  not  be  required  to  respond  to  any  complaint 

171  filed  under  this  section  until  20  days  after  the  complaint  is 

172  unsealed  and  served  upon  the  defendant  pursuant  to  rule  4  of  the 

1 73  Massachusetts  rules  of  civil  procedure. 

174  (6)  When  a  relator  brings  an  action  pursuant  to  this  subsection, 

175  no  person  other  than  the  attorney  general  may  intervene  or  bring  a 

176  related  action  based  on  the  facts  underlying  the  pending  action. 

177  (e)(1)  If  the  attorney  general  proceeds  with  the  action,  he  shall 

178  have  primary  responsibility  for  prosecuting  the  action,  and  shall 

179  not  be  bound  by  any  act  of  the  relator.  The  relator  shall  have  the 

180  right  to  continue  as  a  party  to  the  action,  subject  to  the  limitations 

181  in  this  section. 

182  (2)  The  attorney  general  may  dismiss  the  action  notwith- 

183  standing  the  objections  of  the  relator  if  the  relator  has  been  noti- 

184  fied  by  the  attorney  general  of  the  filing  of  the  motion  and  the 

185  court  has  provided  the  relator  with  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  on 

186  the  motion.  Upon  a  showing  of  good  cause,  such  hearing  may  be 

1 87  held  in  camera. 

188  (3)  The  attorney  general  may  settle  the  action  with  the  defen- 

189  dant  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  relator  if  the  court 
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190  determines,  after  a  hearing,  that  the  proposed  settlement  is  fair, 

191  adequate,  and  reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances.  Upon  a 

1 92  showing  of  good  cause,  such  hearing  may  be  held  in  camera. 

193  (4)  Upon  a  showing  by  the  attorney  general  that  unrestricted 

194  participation  during  the  course  of  the  litigation  by  the  relator  initi- 

195  ating  the  action  would  interfere  with  or  unduly  delay  the  attorney 

196  general's  prosecution  of  the  case,  or  would  be  repetitious,  irrele- 

197  vant  or  for  purposes  of  harassment,  the  court  may,  in  its  discre- 

198  tion,  impose  limitations  on  the  relator's  participation,  including 

199  but  not  limited  to:  (i)  limiting  the  number  of  witnesses  the  relator 

200  may  call;  (ii)  limiting  the  length  of  the  testimony  of  such  wit- 

201  nesses;  (iii)  limiting  the  relator's  cross-examination  of  witnesses; 

202  or  (iv)  otherwise  limiting  the  participation  by  the  relator  in  the  lit- 

203  igation. 

204  (5)  Upon  a  showing  by  the  defendant  that  unrestricted  partici- 

205  pation  during  the  course  of  the  litigation  by  the  relator  would  be 

206  for  purposes  of  harassment  or  would  cause  the  defendant  undue 

207  burden  or  unnecessary  expense,  the  court  may  limit  the  participa- 

208  tion  by  the  relator  in  the  litigation. 

209  (f)  If  the  attorney  general  elects  not  to  proceed  with  the  action, 

210  the  relator  who  initiated  the  action  shall  have  the  right  to  conduct 

211  the  action.  If  the  attorney  general  so  requests,  it  shall  be  served 

212  with  copies  of  all  pleadings  filed  in  the  action  and  shall  be  sup- 

213  plied  with  copies  of  all  deposition  transcripts  at  the  attorney  gen- 

214  eral's  expense.  When  a  relator  proceeds  with  the  action,  the  court, 

215  without  limiting  the  status  and  rights  of  the  relator  initiating  the 

216  action,  may  nevertheless  permit  the  attorney  general  to  intervene 

217  at  a  later  date  upon  a  showing  of  good  cause. 

218  (g)  Whether  or  not  the  attorney  general  proceeds  with  the 

219  action,  upon  a  showing  by  the  attorney  general  that  certain  acts  of 

220  discovery  by  the  relator  initiating  the  action  would  interfere  with 

221  the  attorney  general's  investigation  or  prosecution  of  a  criminal  or 

222  civil  matter  arising  out  of  the  same  or  similar  facts,  the  court  may 

223  stay  such  discovery  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  60  days.  Such 

224  showing  by  the  attorney  general  shall  be  conducted  in  camera. 

225  The  court  may  extend  the  60  day  period  upon  a  further  showing  in 

226  camera  that  the  attorney  general  has  pursued  the  criminal  or  civil 

227  investigation  or  proceedings  with  reasonable  diligence  and  may 

228  stay  any  proposed  discovery  in  the  civil  action  that  will  interfere 

229  with  the  ongoing  criminal  or  civil  investigations  or  proceedings. 
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230  (h)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (d),  the  attorney  general  may 

231  elect  to  pursue  its  claim  through  any  alternate  remedy  available  to 

232  the  attorney  general,  including  any  administrative  proceeding,  to 

233  determine  a  civil  penalty.  If  any  such  alternate  remedy  is  pursued 

234  in  another  proceeding,  a  relator  shall  have  the  same  rights  in  such 

235  proceeding  as  said  relator  would  have  had  if  the  action  had  con- 

236  tinued  under  subsection  (d).  Any  finding  of  fact  or  conclusion  of 

237  law  made  in  such  other  proceeding  that  has  become  final  shall  be 

238  conclusive  on  all  parties  to  an  action  under  this  section.  For  pur- 

239  poses  of  the  preceding  sentence,  a  finding  or  conclusion  is  final  if 

240  it  has  been  finally  determined  on  appeal  to  the  appropriate  court 

241  of  the  commonwealth,  if  all  time  for  filing  such  an  appeal  with 

242  respect  to  the  finding  or  conclusion  has  expired,  or  if  the  finding 

243  or  conclusion  is  not  subject  to  judicial  review. 

244  (I)(l)  If  the  attorney  general  proceeds  with  an  action  brought  by 

245  a  relator  pursuant  to  subsection  (d),  the  relator  shall  receive  at 

246  least  15  per  cent  but  not  more  than  25  per  cent  of  the  proceeds 

247  recovered  and  collected  in  the  action  or  in  settlement  of  the  claim 

248  depending  upon  the  extent  to  which  the  relator  substantially  con- 

249  tributed  to  the  prosecution  of  the  action. 

250  (2)  Where  the  action  is  one  which  the  court  finds  to  be  based 

251  primarily  on  disclosures  of  specific  information,  other  than  infor- 

252  mation  provided  by  the  relator,  relating  to  allegations  or  transac- 

253  tions  in  a  criminal,  civil,  or  administrative  hearing;  in  a 

254  legislative,  administrative,  auditor  or  inspector  general  hearing, 

255  audit,  or  investigation;  or  from  the  news  media,  the  court  may 

256  award  such  sums  as  it  considers  appropriate,  but  in  no  case  more 

257  than  10  per  cent  of  the  proceeds,  taking  into  account  the  signifi- 

258  cance  of  the  information  and  the  role  of  the  relator  bringing  the 

259  action  in  advancing  the  case  to  litigation. 

260  (3)  Any  payment  to  a  relator  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be 

261  made  only  from  the  proceeds  recovered  and  collected  in  the  action 

262  or  in  settlement  of  the  claim.  Any  such  relator  shall  also  receive 

263  an  amount  for  reasonable  expenses  which  the  court  finds  to  have 

264  been  necessarily  incurred,  including  reasonable  attorney's  fees 

265  and  costs.  All  such  expenses,  shall  be  awarded  against  the  defen- 

266  dant. 

267  (4)  If  the  attorney  general  does  not  proceed  with  an  action  pur- 

268  suant  to  subsection  (d),  the  relator  bringing  the  action  or  settling 

269  the  claim  shall  receive  an  amount  which  the  court  decides  is  rea- 
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270  sonable  for  collecting  the  civil  penalty  and  damages  on  behalf  of 

271  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof.  The 

272  amount  shall  be  not  less  than  25  per  cent  nor  more  than  30  per 

273  cent  of  the  proceeds  recovered  and  collected  in  the  action  or  set- 

274  tlement  of  the  claim,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  proceeds.  The 

275  relator  shall  also  receive  an  amount  for  reasonable  expenses  which 

276  the  court  finds  to  have  been  necessarily  incurred,  including  rea- 
sonable attorney's  fees  and  costs.  All  such  expenses  shall  be 
awarded  against  the  defendant. 

(5)  Whether  or  not  the  attorney  general  proceeds  with  the 
action,  if  the  court  finds  that  the  action  was  brought  by  a  relator 
who  planned,  initiated  or  knowingly  participated  in  the  violation 
of  this  section,  then  the  court  may,  to  the  extent  the  court  con- 
siders appropriate,  reduce  or  eliminate  the  share  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  action  which  the  relator  would  otherwise  receive  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (1)  to  (4),  inclusive,  of  this  subsection,  taking  into 
account  the  role  of  the  relator  in  advancing  the  case  to  litigation 
and  any  relevant  circumstances  pertaining  to  the  violation.  If  the 
relator  bringing  the  action  is  convicted  of  criminal  conduct  arising 
from  his  role  in  the  violation  of  this  section,  the  relator  shall  be 
dismissed  from  the  civil  action  and  shall  not  receive  any  share  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  action.  Such  dismissal  shall  not  prejudice  the 
right  of  the  attorney  general  to  continue  the  action. 

(j)(l)  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  an  action  brought 
pursuant  to  subsection  (d)  against  the  governor,  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor, the  attorney  general,  the  treasurer,  secretary  of  state,  the 
auditor,  a  member  of  the  general  court,  the  inspector  general  or  a 
member  of  the  judiciary,  if  the  action  is  based  on  evidence  or 
information  known  to  the  commonwealth  when  the  action  was 
brought. 

(2)  An  individual  may  not  bring  an  action  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (2)  of  subsection  (d)  that  is  based  upon  allegations  or  trans- 
actions which  are  the  subject  of  a  civil  suit  or  an  administrative 
preceding  in  which  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof  is  already  a  party. 

(3)  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  an  action  pursuant  to 
this  section  based  upon  the  public  disclosure  of  allegations  or 
transactions  in  a  criminal,  civil  or  administrative  hearing;  in  a  leg- 
islative, administrative,  auditor's  or  inspector  general's  report, 
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309  hearing,  audit  or  investigation;  or  from  the  news  media,  unless  the 

310  action  is  brought  by  the  attorney  general  or  the  relator  is  an  orig- 

311  inal  source  of  the  information.  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 

312  over  an  action  pursuant  to  this  section  brought  by  a  person  who 

313  knew  or  had  reason  to  know  that  the  attorney  general,  the  state 

314  auditor,  or  the  inspector  general  already  had  knowledge  of  the  sit- 

315  uation. 

316  (4)  An  individual  who  is  or  was  employed  by  the  common- 

317  wealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  as  an  auditor,  investi- 

318  gator,  attorney,  financial  officer,  or  contracting  officer  who 

319  otherwise  performed  such  functions  for  the  commonwealth  or  who 

320  discovered  or  learned  of  the  allegations  or  the  underlying  facts 

321  from  such  persons,  may  not  bring  an  action  pursuant  paragraph  (2) 

322  of  subsection  (d)  that  is  based  upon  allegations  or  transactions  that 

323  the  relator  discovered  or  learned  of  in  such  capacity.  For  the  pur- 

324  poses  of  the  proceeding  sentence,  the  term  "in  such  capacity" 

325  shall  refer  to  any  matter  within  the  scope  of  such  person's  duties 

326  or  job  description. 

327  (k)(l)  All  money  recovered  by  the  commonwealth,  as  a  result 

328  of  actions  brought  by  the  attorney  general  or  a  person  pursuant  to 

329  this  section,  other  than  costs  and  attorney's  fees,  shall  be  credited 

330  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  False  Claims  Prosecution  Fund,  estab- 

33 1  lished  by  section  2YY  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws. 

332  (2)  Costs  and  attorney's  fees  awarded  to  a  relator  by  final  judi- 

333  cial  order  in  an  action  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  directly  by 

334  the  defendant  to  the  relator. 

335  (L)(l)  If  the  attorney  general  initiates  an  action  or  assumes  con- 

336  trol  of  an  action  brought  by  a  person  pursuant  to  this  section,  the 

337  attorney  general  shall  be  awarded  his  reasonable  attorney's  fees 

338  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  litigation,  including  costs,  if  he  pre- 

339  vails  in  the  action.  Any  such  award  shall  be  deposited  in  the  False 

340  Claims  Prosecution  Fund  established  by  said  section  2YY  of  said 

341  chapter  29. 

342  (2)  If  the  attorney  general  does  not  proceed  with  an  action  pur- 

343  suant  to  this  section  and  the  defendant  is  the  prevailing  party,  the 

344  court  may  award  the  defendant  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and 

345  costs  against  the  relator  upon  a  written  finding  that  such  action 

346  was  pursued  in  bad  faith  or  was  wholly  insubstantial,  frivolous, 

347  and  advanced  for  the  purpose  of  causing  the  defendant  undue 

348  burden,  unnecessary  expense  or  harassment. 
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349  (3)  No  liability  shall  be  incurred  by  the  commonwealth,  the 

350  affected  agency  or  the  attorney  general  for  any  expenses,  attor- 

351  ney's  fees  or  other  costs  incurred  by  any  person  in  bringing  or 

352  defending  an  action  under  this  section. 

353  (m)(l)  No  employer  shall  make,  adopt,  or  enforce  any  rule,  reg- 

354  ulation,  or  policy  preventing  an  employee  from  disclosing  infor- 

355  mation  to  a  government  or  law  enforcement  agency  or  from  acting 

356  to  further  a  false  claims  action,  including  investigating,  initiating, 

357  testifying,  or  assisting  in  an  action  filed  or  to  be  filed  pursuant  to 

358  this  section.  No  employer  shall  require  as  a  condition  of  employ- 

359  ment,  during  the  term  of  employment,  or  at  the  termination  of 

360  employment  that  any  employee  agree  to,  accept  or  sign  any  agree- 

361  ment  that  limits  or  denies  the  employee's  rights  to  bring  an  action 

362  or  provide  information  to  a  government  or  law  enforcement 

363  agency  pursuant  to  this  section.  Any  such  agreement  shall  be  void. 

364  (2)  No  employer  shall  discharge,  demote,  suspend,  threaten, 

365  harass,  deny  promotion  to,  or  in  any  other  manner  discriminate 

366  against  an  employee  in  the  terms  or  conditions  of  employment 

367  because  of  lawful  acts  done  by  the  employee  on  behalf  of  the 

368  employee  or  others  in  disclosing  information  to  a  government  or 

369  law  enforcement  agency  or  in  furthering  a  false  claims  action, 

370  including  investigation  for,  initiation  of,  testimony  for,  or  assis- 

37 1  tance  in  an  action  filed  or  to  be  filed  pursuant  to  this  section. 

372  (3)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary, 

373  an  employer  who  violates  paragraph  (2)  of  subsection  (m)  shall  be 

374  liable  for  such  damages  or  equitable  relief  as  a  court  shall  deem 

375  appropriate,  including:  reinstatement  with  the  same  seniority 

376  status  such  employee  would  have  had  but  for  the  employer's  vio- 

377  lation  of  this  section,  two  times  the  amount  of  back  pay,  interest 

378  on  the  back  pay,  and  compensation  for  any  special  damage  sus- 

379  tained  as  a  result  of  the  employer's  violation  of  this  section.  In 

380  addition,  the  defendant  shall  be  required  to  pay  litigation  costs  and 

381  reasonable  attorney's  fees.  An  employee  may  bring  an  action  in 

382  the  appropriate  superior  court  or  the  superior  court  of  the  county 

383  of  Suffolk  for  the  relief  provided  in  this  subsection. 

384  (4)  An  employee  who  is  discharged,  demoted,  suspended, 

385  harassed,  denied  promotion,  or  in  any  other  manner  discriminated 

386  against  in  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  by  his 

387  employer  because  of  participation  in  conduct  which  directly  or 

388  indirectly  resulted  in  a  false  claim  being  submitted  to  the  com- 
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389  monwealth  or  a  political  subdivision  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to 

390  the  remedies  pursuant  to  paragraph  (3)  of  subsection  (m)  only  if 

391  both  of  the  following  occurred: 

392  (i)  the  employee  has  been  harassed,  threatened  with  termination 

393  or  demotion,  or  otherwise  coerced  by  the  employer  or  its  manage- 

394  ment  into  engaging  in  the  fraudulent  activity  in  the  first  place;  and 

395  (ii)  the  employee  voluntarily  disclosed  information  prior  to 

396  being  dismissed  to  a  government  or  law  enforcement  agency  or 

397  acts  in  furtherance  of  a  false  claims  action,  including  investigation 

398  for,  initiation  of,  testimony  for,  or  assistance  in  an  action  filed  or 

399  to  be  filed. 

400  (n)(l)  A  civil  action  pursuant  to  this  section  for  a  violation  of 

401  subsection  (b)  may  not  be  brought  (i)  more  than  6  years  after  the 

402  date  on  which  the  violation  occurred;  or  (ii)  more  than  3  years 

403  after  the  date  when  facts  material  to  the  right  of  action  are  known 

404  or  reasonably  should  have  been  known  by  the  official  within  the 

405  office  of  the  attorney  general  charged  with  responsibility  to  act  in 

406  the  circumstances,  but  in  no  event  more  than  10  years  after  the 

407  date  on  which  the  violation  is  committed,  whichever  occurs  last. 

408  A  civil  action  pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  brought  for  acts  or 

409  omissions  that  occurred  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  section, 

410  subject  to  the  limitations  period  set  forth  in  this  subsection. 

411  (2)  Notwithstanding  any  other  law  or  rule  of  procedure  or  evi- 

412  dence,  a  final  judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  the  commonwealth  in 

413  any  criminal  proceeding  charging  fraud  or  false  statements, 

414  whether  upon  a  verdict  after  trial  or  upon  a  plea  of  guilty  or  nolo 

415  contendere,  shall  estop  the  defendant  from  denying  the  essential 

416  elements  of  the  offense  in  any  action  which  involves  the  same  act, 

417  transaction  or  occurrence  as  in  the  criminal  proceedings  and 

418  which  is  brought  under  subsection  (b). 

419  (o)  In  any  action  brought  pursuant  to  this  section  the  party 

420  bringing  the  action  shall  be  required  to  prove  all  essential  ele- 

421  ments  of  the  cause  of  action,  including  damages,  by  a  preponder- 

422  ance  of  the  evidence. 

423  (p)  The  attorney  general  may  promulgate  any  rules,  regulations, 

424  or  guidelines  that,  in  the  attorney  general's  judgment,  are  neces- 

425  sary  and  appropriate  to  the  effective  administration  of  the  section. 

426  (q)(l)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law,  procedural 

427  rule  or  regulation  to  the  contrary,  the  attorney  general,  whenever 

428  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  may  be  in  possession, 
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custody,  or  control  of  any  documentary  material  or  information 
relevant  to  a  false  claims  law  investigation,  may,  before  com- 
mencing a  civil  proceeding  under  this  section,  issue  in  writing  and 
cause  to  be  served  upon  such  person,  a  civil  investigative  demand 
requiring  such  person  (i)  to  produce  such  documentary  material 
for  inspection  and  copying;  (ii)  to  answer  written  interrogatories, 
in  writing  and  under  oath;  (iii)  to  give  oral  testimony  under  oath, 
or  (iv)  to  furnish  any  combination  of  such  material,  answers,  or 
testimony. 

(2)  Service  of  any  such  demand  may  be  made  by  (i)  delivering 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  person  to  be  served  or  to  a  partner  or  to  any 
officer  or  agent  authorized  by  appointment  or  by  law  to  receive 
service  of  process  on  behalf  of  such  person;  (ii)  delivering  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  principal  place  of  business  in  the  commonwealth  of 
the  person  to  be  served;  or  (iii)  mailing  by  registered  or  certified 
mail  a  copy  thereof  addressed  to  the  person  to  be  served  at  the 
principal  place  of  business  in  the  commonwealth  or,  if  said  person 
has  no  place  of  business  in  the  commonwealth,  to  his  principal 
office  or  place  of  business. 

(3)  Each  such  demand  requesting  documentary  material  or  oral 
testimony  shall  (i)  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  taking  of  testi- 
mony or  the  examination  and  the  name  and  address  of  each  person 
to  be  examined,  if  known,  and,  if  the  name  is  not  known,  a 
general  description  sufficient  to  identify  the  person  or  the  partic- 
ular class  or  group  to  which  the  person  belongs;  (ii)  state  the 
nature  of  the  conduct  constituting  the  alleged  violation  of  a  false 
claims  law  which  is  under  investigation,  and  the  applicable  provi- 
sion of  law  alleged  to  be  violated;  (iii)  describe  the  class  or 
classes  of  documentary  material  to  be  produced  thereunder  with 
such  definiteness  and  certainty  as  to  permit  such  material  to  be 
fairly  identified;  (iv)  prescribe  a  return  date  within  which  the  doc- 
umentary material  is  to  be  produced;  (v)  identify  the  members  of 
the  attorney  general's  staff  to  whom  such  documentary  material  is 
to  be  made  available  for  inspection  and  copying;  and  (vi)  if  such 
demand  is  for  the  giving  of  oral  testimony,  notify  the  person 
receiving  the  demand  of  the  right  to  be  accompanied  by  an 
attorney  and  any  other  representative,  prescribe  a  date,  time,  and 
place  at  which  oral  testimony  shall  be  commenced,  identify  the 
assistant  attorney  general  who  shall  conduct  the  examination  and 
to  whom  the  transcript  of  such  examination  shall  be  submitted,

469  specify  that  such  attendance  and  testimony  are  necessary  to  the 

470  conduct  of  the  investigation,  and  describe  the  general  purpose  for 

471  which  the  demand  is  being  issued  and  the  general  nature  of  the 

472  testimony,  including  the  primary  areas  of  inquiry,  which  will  be 

473  taken  pursuant  to  the  demand.    Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 

474  taking  oral  testimony  shall  be  given  by  the  attorney  general  at

491  for  the  record  the  reason  for  the  objection.  An  objection  may  be 

492  made,  received,  and  entered  upon  the  record  when  it  is  claimed

494  grounds  of  any  constitutional  or  other  legal  right  or  privilege,

500  answer  such  question. 

501  (6)  The  production  of  documentary  material  in  response  to  a 

502  civil  investigative  demand  served  under  this  section  shall  be  made 

503  under  a  sworn  certificate,  in  such  form  as  the  demand  designates, 

504  by  (i)  in  the  case  of  a  natural  person,  the  person  to  whom  the 

505  demand  is  directed,  or  (ii)  in  the  case  of  a  person  other  than  a  nat- 

506  ural  person,  a  person  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  circum- 

507  stances  relating  to  such  production  and  authorized  to  act  on  behalf 
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508  of  such  person.  The  certificate  shall  state  that  all  of  the  documen- 

509  tary  material  required  by  the  demand  and  in  the  possession,  cus-

513  (7)  Each  written  interrogatory  served  under  this  section  shall  be 

514  answered  separately  and  fully  in  writing  under  the  penalties  of

516  served  shall  serve  the  answers  and  objections,  if  any,  upon  the

526  consent  of  the  person  producing  the  same.    Such  documentary 

527  material  or  information  may  be  disclosed  by  the  attorney  general

555  (11)  All  such  information  and  documentary  materials  as  are

559  (12)  For  purposes  of  this  section  "documentary  material" 

560  includes  the  original  or  any  copy  of  any  book,  record,  report, 

561  memorandum,  paper,  communication,  tabulation,  chart  or  other 

562  document  or  graphic  representation,  or  data  stored  in  or  accessible 

563  through  a  computer  or  other  information  retrieval  systems, 

564  together  with  instructions  and  all  other  materials  necessary  to  use 

565  or  interpret  such  data. 

566  (13)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the 

567  attorney  general  to  compel  the  production  of  information  or  docu- 

568  ments  from  the  state  auditor  or  from  the  inspector  general,  unless 

569  otherwise  authorized  by  law.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  bars  the 

570  attorney  general  from  referring  matters  or  disclosing  information 

571  or  documents  to  the  state  auditor  or  to  the  inspector  general  for 

572  purposes  or  any  review  or  investigation  they  may  deem  appro- 

573  priate. 

574  (r)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  an 

575  agency  of  its  reporting  requirements  regarding  matters  within  that 

576  agency  under  chapter  647  of  the  Acts  of  1989. 

1  SECTION  19.  Said  chapter  12,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  fur- 

2  ther  amended  by  inserting  after  section  10  the  following  two  sec- 

3  tions: — 

4  Section  10A.  (a)  There  shall  be  within  the  department  of  the 

5  attorney  general  a  health  law  unit  to  protect  the  public  interest  by 

6  enforcing  existing  laws  that  preserve  access  to  affordable,  high 

7  quality  health  care  responsive  to  the  needs  of  communities.  The

44  ments  of  violence  prevention  and  prosecution  in  their  particular 

45  programs  and  such  task  force  shall  submit  an  annual  report  on 

46  each  program,  including  statistics  and  findings,  to  the  house  and 

47  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  on  or  before  February  1 

48  each  year. 

1  SECTION  20A.  Said  section  14  of  chapter  13  of  the  General

5  care  in  nursing  homes  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  public 

6  health,  the  commissioner  of  medical  assistance,  the  executive 

7  office  of  elder  affairs  and  1 1  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 

8  ernor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  representatives  of  the  nursing  home 

9  industry,  two  of  whom  shall  be  direct  care  workers  who  are  certi- 

10  fied  as  nurse's  aides,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  registered  nurse,  one 

1 1  of  whom  shall  be  a  licensed  practical  nurse,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

12  a  member  of  a  consumer  advocacy  organization,  one  of  whom 

13  shall  be  a  nursing  home  ombudsman,  one  of  whom  shall  be  an 

14  expert  in  labor  recruitment  and  issues  relative  to  the  health  care 

15  workforce,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  a  labor  orga- 

16  nization  representing  nursing  home  direct  care  workers  recom- 

17  mended  by  the  president  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  one 

1 8  of  whom  shall  be  a  family  member  of  a  nursing  home  resident. 

19  The  duties  of  the  advisory  council  shall  consist  of  the 

20  following: 

21  (a)  To  propose  regulations  to  the  department  of  public  health 

22  establishing  appropriate  staffing  levels  for  long  term  care  facilities 

23  to  ensure  quality  of  care  for  residents.   In  developing  such  regula- 

24  tions,  the  council  shall  consider  the  staffing  ratios  recommended 

25  by  the  National  Citizen's  Coalition  for  Nursing  Home  Reform  and 

26  staffing  levels  established  in  other  states; 

27  (b)  To  evaluate,  annually,  the  required  minimum  staffing  levels 

28  for  nursing  and  ancillary  nursing  personnel  set  forth  in  department 

29  of  public  health  long  term  care  facility  regulations  and  will  make 

30  recommendations  to  ensure  adequate  staffing; 

31  (c)  To  submit  a  report  annually  to  the  governor  and  file  a  copy 

32  of  said  report  with  the  state  secretary,  the  clerks  of  the  senate  and 

33  house  reflecting  any  legislative,  budgetary  and  policy  recommen- 

34  dations  necessary  to  support  and  improve  quality  of  care  in 

35  nursing  homes;  and 

36  (d)  To  study  the  status  of  the  healthcare  workforce  in  the  com- 

37  monwealth  and  develop  legislative,  budgetary  and  policy  recom- 

38  mendations  on  labor  recruitment  and  retention  including 

39  workforce  development,  compensation  and  benefits  for  staff  of 
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40  long  term  care  facilities.    In  developing  such  recommendations, 

41  the  council  shall  consult  with  individuals  and  organizations  with 

42  expertise  in  the  area  of  labor  recruitment  and  workforce  issues. 

43  Members  of  the  council  shall  choose  the  chairperson  of  the

16  States  and  that  are  manufactured  and  offered  by  pharmaceutical 

17  companies. 

18  (b)  There  is  hereby  established  the  pharmacy  outreach  program 

19  for  the  purposes  of  assisting  residents  of  the  commonwealth  in 

20  obtaining  free  or  low  cost  prescription  medications  or  nonpre- 

21  scription  medications  from  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  and 

22  educating  such  persons  about  health  care  issues  related  to  medica- 

23  tions.  The  office  shall  administer  the  program  in  conjunction  with 
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24  an  outside  vendor  who  shall  be  selected  by  the  office  pursuant  to

27  (c)  The  pharmacy  outreach  program  shall  assist  eligible  persons

31  obtaining  free  or  low  cost  prescription  medications  or  nonpre-

35  cation  for  prescription  medications  or  nonprescription  medications

42  (d)  The  pharmacy  outreach  program  shall  also  establish  a  med- 

43  ication  education  and  intervention  resource  center  which  shall: 

44  (1)  create  and  maintain  a  statewide  toll  free  telephone  number 

45  staffed  by  individuals  who  are  qualified  to  counsel  and  advise  eli- 

46  gible  persons  and  anyone  participating  in  the  prescription  drug 

47  subsidized  insurance  program  pursuant  to  sections  39  and  40,  on 

48  questions  that  they  may  have  about  prescription  drugs  or  nonpre- 

49  scription  drugs; 

50  (2)  sponsor  and  organize  presentations,  workshops  and  screen- 

51  ings  in  conjunction  with  other  organizations  that  serve  the  inter- 

52  ests  of  the  elderly  and  other  eligible  persons  on  issues  of  mental 

53  and  physical  health; 

54  (3)  offer  and  provide  information  on  prescription  medications 

55  and  nonprescription  medications  including,  but  not  limited  to, 

56  information  on  drug  interactions  and  abuse;  and 

57  (4)  offer  in-person  counseling  to  eligible  persons  for  the  pur- 

58  pose  of  explaining  proper  medication  use  and  discouraging  med- 

59  ication  misuse. 

60  (e)  The  office  shall  promulgate  such  regulations  as  are  neces-

16  Health  program,  so  called,  under  section  16  of  said  chapter  1 18E, 

17  notwithstanding  the  income  eligibility  requirements  under  said 

18  clause    (h),    or    (C)    the    disability    requirements    of   the 

19  CommonHealth  program,  so  called,  under  section  16A;  or 

20  (3)  meets  the  requirements  of  subparagraph  (2)  and  is  enrolled 

21  in  the  Pharmacy  Plus  program,  established  pursuant  to  section  313

23  (4)  is  not  eligible  for  pharmacy  benefits  or  coverage  under 

24  chapter  118E  other  than  under  said  clause  (h)  of  said  subsec- 

25  tion  (2)  of  said  section  9A,  said  section  16  or  said  section  16A  of 

26  said  chapter  1 1 8E. 

27  "Enrollee",  an  eligible  person  who  has  applied  and  enrolled  in 

28  the  catastrophic  prescription  drug  insurance  program. 

29  "Mail  service  program",  a  program  to  dispense  prescription 

30  drugs  by  postal  delivery  service  designated  and  administered  by 

31  the  department,  and  any  entity  with  which  it  contracts,  upon  an 

32  enrollee's  submission  of  a  prescription  and  the  applicable  co-pay- 

33  ment. 

34  "Maintenance  drug",  a  prescription  drug  prescribed  to  an  indi- 

35  vidual  for  a  chronic  condition,  the  use  of  which  is  medically  nec- 

36  essary  for  a  consecutive  period  of  90  days  or  longer. 

37  "Pharmacy  benefit  manager",  an  entity  under  contract  with  the 

38  department,  whether  organized  on  a  for-profit  or  a  not-for-profit 

39  basis,  contracted  to  manage  the  catastrophic  prescription  drug 

40  insurance  program  established  by  this  section. 
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41  "Program",  the  subsidized  catastrophic  prescription  drug  insur- 

42  ance  program. 

43  "Review  commission",  the  prescription  drug  review  commis- 

44  sion. 

45  (b)  The  department  shall  administer  a  subsidized  catastrophic 

46  prescription  drug  insurance  program  designed  to  provide  eligible 

47  persons  with  prescription  drug  coverage.    The  program  shall  be 

48  actuarially  sound.    Enrollment  in  the  program  shall  be  voluntary 

49  and  shall  be  funded  each  fiscal  year,  subject  to  appropriation, 

50  from  the  Tobacco  Settlement  Fund   established  by  section  2XX  of 

51  chapter  29. 

52  (c)  The  secretary,  in  conjunction  with  the  secretary  of  adminis- 

53  tration  and  finance,  shall  enter  into  a  competitively  procured  con- 

54  tract  with  one  or  more  entities  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a 

55  pharmacy  benefit  manager,  to  administer  benefits  under  the  pro- 

56  gram.  The  secretary  shall  take  all  necessary  steps  to  ensure  that 

57  the  program  is  structured  in  a  way  that  maximizes  savings,  effi- 

58  ciencies,  affordability,  benefits  and  coverage.  The  procurement 

59  shall  explicitly  be  made  a  part  of,  or  said  contract  shall  be  per-

132  maintenance  drugs  shall  be:  (a)  $20  for  each  90-day  supply  of  a 

133  prescription  for  a  generic  drug;  (b)  $50  for  each  90-day  supply  of 

134  a  preferred  drug;  and  (c)  the  greater  of  $50  or  50  per  cent  of  the

136  (i)  An  enrollee  whose  gross  annual  household  income  is  less 

137  than  or  equal  to  200  per  cent  of  the  federal  poverty  level  shall  be 
1  38  responsible  for  a  co-payment  for  each  prescription  of:  (a)  $5  per 

139  prescription  for  a  generic  drug;  (b)  $12  per  prescription  for  a  pre- 

140  ferred  drug;  and  (c)  the  greater  of  $25  or  50  per  cent  of  the  cost 

141  per  prescription  for  a  nonpreferred  drug.  The  co-payment  for 

142  maintenance  drugs  shall  be:  (a)  $10  for  each  90-day  supply  of  a 

143  prescription  for  a  generic  drug;  (b)  $25  for  each  90-day  supply  of 

144  a  preferred  drug;  and  (c)  the  greater  of  $50  or  50  per  cent  of  the 

145  cost  per  prescription  of  a  nonpreferred  drug. 

146  (j)  Subject  to  this  section,  the  department  may  offer  a  mail 

147  service  program  and  may  require  the  use  of  a  mail  service  pro- 

148  gram  for  maintenance  drugs.  No  such  mail  order  program  for 

149  maintenance  drugs  shall  be  required  unless  the  secretary  deter- 

150  mines  in  writing  that  material  savings  will  result  to  the  common- 

151  wealth  or  enrollees  without  compromising  the  health  or  safety  of 

152  enrollees.  In  making  such  determination,  the  secretary  shall  con- 

153  sider  the  impact  of  any  such  mail  order  program  on  the  value  of

157  Any  such  mail  service  program  shall  be  administered  by  the

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159  (k)  After  the  first  12  months  of  the  program,  co-payments,  pre- 

160  miums  and  deductibles  may  be  adjusted  annually  by  the  depart- 

161  ment  to  reflect  price  trends  for  prescription  drugs,  as  determined 

162  by  the  secretary.  The  review  commission  shall  evaluate  the  actu-

172  (1)  During  the  initial  12-month  period  the  program  is  in  effect, 

173  an  eligible  person  may  enroll  at  any  time,  after  which,  application 

174  to  the  program  shall  be  made  during  an  open  enrollment  period 

175  established  by  the  department,  but  a  person  shall  be  eligible  to 

176  enroll  in  the  program  at  any  time  within  the  year  of  reaching 

177  age  65.  The  department  shall  establish  a  surcharge  for  any  eligible

181  (m)  Coverage  shall  be  effective  as  of  the  date  an  application  for

1 84  levels  upon  a  written  determination  by  the  secretary  that  program 

1 85  expenditures  are  projected  to  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  for 

1 86  the  program  or,  based  on  not  less  than  nine  months  of  claims  and 

187  enrollment  data  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  expenditures  in  the 

188  subsequent  fiscal  year  are  clearly  projected  to  annualize  beyond 

189  the  expenditures  projected  by  the  department  in  the  subsequent 

190  fiscal  year.  If  such  projection  is  based  on  expenditures  in  the  sub-

212  upon  a  separate  written  certification  by  the  enrollee's  physician,

215  be  medically  inappropriate  for  the  enrollee.  A  retail  pharmacy

218  (o)  The  department  shall  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations 

219  as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  and  administer  the  program. 

220  Section  40. (a)  There  shall  be  a  prescription  drug  review  com- 

221  mission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  commission,  to  oversee  the 

222  program  established  in  section  39.  The  commission  shall  consist

230  a  health  care  economist  from  a  university  or  college  within  the 

231  commonwealth,  two  representatives  from  retail  pharmacies,  an 

232  individual  who  is  a  full-time  employee  of  a  pharmaceutical  manu- 

233  facturer  and  an  individual  who  is  a  full-time  employee  of  a 

234  biotechnology  manufacturer.  A  representative  of  the  contracted 

235  pharmacy  benefit  manager  shall  also  participate,  but  shall  not  be  a 

236  voting  member  of  the  commission. 

237  (b)  The  commission  shall  be  co-chaired  by  the  speaker  of  the

266  including,  but  not  limited  to,  co-payments,  premiums  and 

267  deductibles,  in  relation  to  actual  market  trends  in  prescription

269  thereto; 

270  (7)  an  analysis  of  the  disabled  enrollees'  drug  utilization  pattern 

271  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  cost  associated  with  such  utiliza-

26  committee  on  ways  and  means  or  his  designee,  the  chair  of  the 

27  senate  committee  on  ways  and  means  or  his  designee  and  one 
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member  to  be  appointed  by  each  of  the  following  organizations: 
the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association,  the  Massachusetts 
Business  Alliance  for  Education,  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  School  Committees,  the  Massachusetts  Superintendents 
Association,  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association,  the 
Massachusetts  Federation  of  Teachers,  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  of  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  Association  for 
Vocational  Administrators  and  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Regional  Schools.  Members  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services  but  may  receive  reimbursement  for  the  reasonable 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  their  responsibilities  as  mem- 
bers of  the  commission.  The  department  shall  furnish  reasonable 
staff  and  other  support  for  the  work  of  the  commission. 

The  commission  shall  conduct  not  fewer  than  four  hearings  to 
receive  testimony  from  members  of  the  public.  The  hearings  shall 
be  held  in  locations  that  provide  opportunities  for  residents  from 
all  geographic  regions  of  the  commonwealth  to  testify.

1  SECTION  80.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby  further  amended 

2  by  inserting  after  chapter  70  the  following  chapter: — 

3  CHAPTER  70B. 

4  SCHOOL  BUILDING  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM. 
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5  Section  1 .  The  general  court  finds  that: 

6  (a)  the  school  building  assistance  program  is  the  largest  capital 

7  grant  program  operated  by  the  commonwealth  and  is  necessary  for 

8  the  establishment  of  public  school  buildings  in  the  common- 

9  wealth; 

10  (b)  the  costs  of  the  school  building  assistance  program  are 

11  increasing  at  an  unsustainable  rate  and  local  governments  need 

12  flexibility  in  school  building  assistance  to  ensure  that  local  needs 

13  for  school  facility  space,  downtown  development,  open  space  and 

14  community  space  are  met;  and 

15  (c)  it  is  necessary  to  promote  the  thoughtful  planning  and  con- 

16  struction  of  school  facility  space  in  order  to  insure  safe  and  ade- 

17  quate  plant  facilities  for  the  public  schools,  and  to  assist  towns  in 

1 8  meeting  the  cost  thereof. 

19  Section  2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  the  following  words 

20  shall  have  the  following  meanings: — 

21  "Advisory  board",  the  school  building  advisory  board. 

22  "Alternatives  to  construction",  approved  school  facilities  pro- 

23  jects  that  do  not  include  capital  construction,  major  reconstruction 

24  or  building  renovation;  but  no  alternative  project  shall  be  reim- 

25  bursed  if  it  is  determined  by  the  board  to  be  more  costly  than  con- 

26  struction  necessary  to  achieve  the  same  end. 

27  "Approved  school  project",  any  capital  construction  or  major 

28  reconstruction;  lease  of  buildings  or  modular  facilities;  arrange- 

29  ments  with  higher  education  facilities  or  other  nonprofit  or  munic- 

30  ipal  entities;  use  of  swing  space  between  school  buildings  in  the 

31  district;  tuition  arrangements  with  other  school  districts  to  prevent 

32  overcrowding,  provided,  however,  that  the  cost  of  tuition  arrange- 

33  ments  in  existence  prior  to  project  application  shall  not  be  eligible 

34  for  reimbursement  as  an  approved  school  project;  or  other  school 

35  facilities  project  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board,  which:  (a)  is 

36  determined  by  the  board  to  be  necessary  to  meet  educational  stan- 

37  dards,  as  promulgated  by  the  board,  for  anticipated  enrollment 

38  levels,  and  (b)  conforms  to  the  following  provisions:  that  each 

39  capital  construction  or  renovation  component  of  said  project  has 

40  an  expected  useful  life,  as  determined  by  the  board,  of  at  least 

41  seven  years  and  also  of  at  least  the  period  for  which  any  debt 

42  obligations  undertaken  to  finance  said  project  will  remain  out- 

43  standing.  An  approved  school  project  shall  not  include  a  project  in 

44  a  school  that  has  had  a  project  approved  pursuant  to  this  chapter 
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45  or  to  chapter  645  of  the  acts  of  1948,  within  ten  years  before  the 

46  project  application  date  or  project  commencement,  whichever  is 

47  earlier,  unless  such  previously  approved  project  was  a  major 

48  reconstruction  project  or  unless  the  board  determines  that  the 

49  requested  school  project  is  unrelated  to  such  previously  approved 

50  projects  in  the  same  school. 

51  "Assisted  facility",  a  school  facility  that  has  received  a  total 

52  facilities  grant  pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

53  "Board  of  education"  or  "board",  the  board  of  education  estab- 

54  lished  by  section  IE  of  chapter  15. 

55  "Capital  construction  project",  any  capital  project,  other  than  a 

56  major  reconstruction  project,  for  the  construction,  the  enlargement 

57  or  original  equipping  of  any  public  schoolhouse  in  any  city  or 

58  town,  or  a  project  for  the  renovation  of  an  existing  structure  for 

59  use  as  a  schoolhouse;  or  the  renovation  of  an  existing  school- 

60  house. 

61  "Commissioner",  the  commissioner  of  education  or  his 

62  designee. 

63  "Construction  manager",  construction  manager  as  defined  by 

64  section  38A,/2  of  chapter  7. 

65  "Eligible  applicant",  a  city,  town,  regional  school  district  or 

66  independent  agricultural  and  technical  school. 

67  "Energy  efficient  construction  rating",  rating  given  to  eligible 

68  applicants  by  the  board   based  upon  a  determination  that  the  con- 

69  struction  techniques  of  an  approved  school  project  meet  or  exceed 

70  energy  efficiency  standards  established  by  the  board  of  building 

71  regulations  and  the  National  Institute  of  Standards  and 

72  Technology  and  which  meet  the  purposes  of  subsection  (c)  of 

73  section  4E  of  chapter  40J. 

74  "Innovative  community  use",  approved  school  facilities  pro- 

75  jects  that  combine  community  resources  to  streamline  the  costs  of 

76  and  utilize  other  funding  sources  for  the  facilities  project. 

77  "Maintenance  rating",  rating  given  to  schools  and  school  dis- 

78  tricts  by  the  board,  based  on  a  maintenance  assessment  conducted 

79  by  the  board. 

80  "Major  reconstruction  project",  any  capital  school  facilities  or 

81  extraordinary  maintenance  project  including,  but  not  limited  to, 

82  the  replacement  of  a  roof  or  heating  plant;  if  it  is  determined  by 

83  the  board  that  such  project  has  not  been  necessitated,  in  whole  or 

84  in  part,  by  the  failure  of  an  eligible  applicant  to  make  adequate 
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85  and  prudent  provisions  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  said 

86  school. 

87  "Nonstate  Fundraising",  third  party  monies  made  available  to 

88  the  eligible  applicant  for  approved  school  facilities  projects 

89  including,  but  not  limited  to,  private  donations  and  federal  grants. 

90  "Project  manager",  a  person  designated  or  assigned  by  an  eli- 

91  gible  applicant,  and  approved  by  the  board,  to  manage  and  coordi- 

92  nate  daily  administration  of  a  school  facility  or  building  project  to 

93  completion  including,  but  not  limited  to,  school  district  or  munic- 

94  ipal  staff  person  or  a  volunteer  with  appropriate  experience  and 

95  expertise. 

96  "Prototypical  school  plans",  school  building  project  architec- 

97  tural  designs  and  plans  collected  and  maintained  by  the  board   for 

98  consultation  by  eligible  applicants. 

99  "Regional  school",  any  public  school  established  under  law  by 

100  the  action  of  two  or  more  cities  or  towns.  For  the  purposes  of  this 

101  chapter,  the  agricultural  schools  maintained  by  the  counties  of 

102  Bristol  and  Norfolk  shall  be  deemed  to  be  regional  schools. 

103  "Regional  school  district",  any  instrumentality  of  the  common- 

104  wealth,  established  by  two  or  more  cities  and  towns  for  the  pur- 

1 05  pose  of  operating  a  regional  school. 

106  "Total  facilities  grant",  the  grant  representing  the  common- 

107  wealth's  total  contribution  to  an  approved  school  project  and 

108  which  is  calculated  as  follows: 

109  In  the  case  of  a  grant  for  an  approved  project  of  a  city  or  town, 

110  the  total  facilities  grant  shall  be  the  product  of  multiplying  the 

1 1 1  final  approved  costs  of  such  project,  including  costs  referred  to  in 

112  section  4,  by  the  reimbursement  percentage  determined  pursuant 

113  to  section  10  for  the  year  in  which  the  project  is  approved. 

114  (1)  In  the  case  of  a  grant  for  an  approved  project  of  a  regional 

115  school  district  or  a  county,  the  total  facilities  grant  shall  be  the 

116  sum  of  the  grants  computed  separately  for  each  city  and  town 

117  which  is  a  member  of  said  regional  school  district  or  located  in 

1 18  said  county  as  hereinafter  provided.    For  purposes  of  this  compu- 

1 19  tation,  each  member  city's  and  town's  share  of  the  combined  grant 

120  shall  be  equal  to  the  total  approved  project  cost,  including  costs 

121  referred  to  in  section  4,  multiplied  by  the  product  of  the  reim- 

122  bursement  percentage  listed  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  10,  multi- 

123  plied  by  the  percentage  of  district  or  county  capital  costs  that

124  would  be  apportioned  to  such  city  or  town  in  accordance  with  the 

125  applicable  regional  school  district  agreement  or  law  for  capital 

126  costs  incurred  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  grant  is  approved. 

1 27  The  amount  of  the  total  capital  costs  apportioned  to  a  member  city 

128  or  town  in  any  fiscal  year  on  account  of  an  approved  school  pro- 

1 29  ject  of  a  regional  school  or  county,  determined  in  accordance  with 

130  the  applicable  regional  school  district  agreement  or  law,  shall  be 

1 3 1  reduced  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  grant  payable  on 

1 32  account  of  such  project  in  such  fiscal  year  multiplied  by  a  fraction 

133  the  numerator  of  which  is  the  city's  or  town's  reimbursement  per- 

134  centage,  determined  as  aforesaid,  multiplied  by  the  percentage  of 

1 35  capital  costs  apportioned  to  the  city  or  town  for  such  fiscal  year  in 

136  accordance  with  the  applicable  regional  school  district  agreement 

1 37  or  law  and  the  denominator  of  which  is  the  sum  of  the  percentages 

138  so  derived  as  the  numerators  for  all  of  the  member  cities  and 

139  towns. 

140  (2)  In  the  case  of  a  grant  for  an  approved  project  of  an  indepen- 

141  dent  agricultural  and  technical  school,  the  total  facilities  grant 

142  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  grants  computed  separately  for  each  city 

143  and  town  in  which  students  of  said  school  reside  averaged  by 

144  means  of  a  weighted  average  multiplied  by  the  final  approved 

145  costs. 

146  Section  3.  There  is  hereby  established,  within  the  department  of 

147  education,  a  school  building  assistance  program.  The  purpose  of 

148  said  program  is  generally  to  encourage  and  foster  the  thoughtful 

149  establishment  and  maintenance  of  school  facility  space  in  and 

150  among  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  commonwealth;  to  conduct  sur- 

151  veys  and  studies  relative  thereto;  and  to  administer  the  provisions 

152  of  this  chapter  relative  to  grants  to  cities  and  towns  for  the  plan- 

153  ning  and  construction  of  school  building  and  school  facility  pro- 

154  jects. 

155  The  board,  shall  establish  general  policy  and  review  standards 

156  regarding  school  building  construction,  renovation,  maintenance 

157  and  facility  space,  administer  the  school  building  assistance  pro- 

158  gram  in  accordance  with  this  chapter  and  coordinate  the  distribu- 

159  tion  of  school  facilities  grants  in  accordance  with  this  chapter.  The 

160  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  oversight  and  management  of 

161  the  school  building  assistance  program  as  established  herein  and 

162  referred  to  hereafter  as  the  "program."  In  carrying  out  its  duties, 

163  the  board  shall  be  guided  by  the  following  principles:  preservation 
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164  of  open  space  and  minimization  of  loss  of  such  open  space; 

165  emphasis  on  thoughtful  community  development;  and  project 

166  flexibility  that  addresses  the  needs  of  individual  communities  and 

167  municipalities. 

168  Specific  powers  of  the  board  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 

169  to,  the  following: 

170  (a)  review,  approve  or  deny  grant  applications,  waivers  and 

171  other  requests  submitted  to  the  program;  review,  approve  and  rec- 

172  ommend  changes  to  grant  payment  schedules  or  suspend  said 

173  schedules  for  program  projects  as  refinancings,  audit  findings  and 

174  such  other  circumstances  that  may  warrant  such  action; 

175  (b)  provide  architectural  or  other  technical  advice  and  assis- 

176  tance,  training  and  education,  to  cities  and  towns  or  to  joint  com- 

177  mittees  thereof  and  to  general  contractors,  subcontractors, 

178  construction  or  project  managers,  designers  and  others  in  the  plan- 

179  ning,  maintenance  and  establishment  of  school  facility  space; 

180  (c)  recommend  to  the  general  court  such  legislation  as  it  may 

181  deem  desirable  or  necessary  to  further  the  purposes  of  this 

1 82  chapter; 

183  (d)  develop  a  formal  enrollment  projection  model  or  consider 

1 84  using  projection  models  already  available; 

185  (e)  receive  gifts  and  grants; 

1 86  (0  enter  into  contracts; 

187  (g)  receive,  distribute  and  expend  state  and  federal  funds  sub- 

1 88  ject  to  appropriations; 

1 89  (h)  develop  a  project  priority  system; 

190  (i)  collect  and  maintain  a  clearinghouse  of  prototypical  school 

191  plans  which  may  be  consulted  by  eligible  applicants; 

192  (j)  determine  eligibility  of  cost  components  of  projects  for 

193  reimbursement,  including  partial  or  full  eligibility  for  project 

194  components  for  which  the  benefit  is  shared  between  the  school 

195  and  other  municipal  entities; 

196  (k)  establish  appropriate  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  neces- 

1 97  sary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter; 

198  (1)  prepare  an  annual  budget  for  the  administration  of  the  pro- 

199  gram; 

200  (m)  collect  and  maintain  data  on  all  the  public  school  facilities 

201  in  the  commonwealth  including  information  on  size,  usage,  enroll- 

202  ment,  available  facility  space  and  maintenance;  and 
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203  (n)  do  all  things  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  out  the  pur- 

204  poses  of  this  chapter. 

205  The  board  may,  subject  to  appropriation,  employ  such  assis- 

206  tants,  experts,  clerks  and  other  employees  as  it  may  deem  neces- 

207  sary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

208  Section  3A.  There  is  hereby  established  a  school  building  advi- 

209  sory  board  which  shall  be  comprised  of  the  following  members  or 

210  their  designees:  the  state  treasurer;  the  auditor  of  the  common- 

21 1  wealth;  the  secretary  for  administration  and  finance;  the  commis- 

212  sioner  of  capital  asset  management  and  maintenance;  the  deputy 

213  commissioner  of  revenue  responsible  for  the  division  of  local 

214  services;  the  secretary  of  environmental  affairs;  the  director  of 

215  housing  and  community  development;  the  commissioner  of  public 

216  health  and  one  member  appointed  by  the  governor  from  a  list  of 

217  candidates  submitted  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 

218  Committees. 

219  The  advisory  board  shall  assist  the  board  of  education  in  the 

220  development  of  general  policy  regarding  school  building  construc- 

221  tion,  renovation,  reconstruction,  maintenance  and  facility  space 

222  and  provide  technical  advice  and  input  to  the  board  on  matters 

223  relating  to  school  building  construction,  renovation,  reconstruc- 

224  tion,  maintenance  and  facility  space.  Said  advisory  board  may 

225  review  and  comment  upon  pending  applications  and  ongoing 

226  approved  projects. 

227  Section  4.  Any  eligible  applicant  may  apply  to  the  board  for 

228  reimbursement,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  expenses  incurred  for 

229  educational,  engineering  and  architectural  services  incidental  to 

230  the  planning  of  a  regional  school  or  any  expenses  incurred  for  sur- 

231  veys  made  of  school  building  needs  and  conditions,  the  contract 

232  for  which  has  been  approved  by  the  board.  Such  application  shall 

233  be  accompanied  by  information  and  documentation  that  the  board 

234  may  require.  The  board  may,  if  the  expenses  so  incurred  are  rea- 

235  sonable,  certify  to  the  comptroller  for  payment  to  such  eligible 

236  applicant  such  amount,  not  exceeding  such  expenses,  as  it  may 

237  deem  proper,  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  forthwith  make  the  pay- 

238  ments  so  certified  from  any  funds  appropriated  therefor. 

239  Section  5.  (a)  Any  eligible  applicant  may  apply  to  the  board  for 

240  a  school  facilities  grant  to  meet  in  part  the  cost  of  an  approved 

241  school  project.  Such  cost  shall  include  the  entire  interest  paid  or 
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242  payable  by  such  city,  town  or  regional  school  district  on  any 

243  bonds  or  notes  issued  to  finance  such  project,  as  well  as  any  pre- 

244  miums,  fees  or  charges  for  credit  or  liquidity  enhancement  facili- 

245  ties  or  services  issued  or  rendered  to  any  such  city,  town  or 

246  regional  school  district.  Such  costs  shall  also  include  all  costs  and 

247  legal  fees  to  enforce  rights  on  any  contracts  for  the  construction  of 

248  an  approved  school  project.  Such  application  shall  be  in  the  form 

249  prescribed  by  the  board  and  shall  be  accompanied  or  supple- 

250  mented  by  drawings,  plans,  estimates  of  cost  and  proposals  for 

251  defraying  such  costs  or  any  such  additional  information  as  the 

252  board    may    require,    before   construction    is    undertaken. 

253  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  chapter  to  the  contrary,  in 

254  the  event  that  an  eligible  applicant  undertakes  construction  before 

255  approval  is  obtained,  said  eligible  applicant  shall  remain  subject 

256  to  the  board's  approval  process  as  if  such  construction  were  not 

257  undertaken.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  and  in 

258  the  event  that  the  board  approves  a  capital  construction  project  on 

259  which  construction  is  undertaken  prior  to  board  approval,  pay- 

260  ments  for  said  project  shall  begin  in  the  fiscal  year  next  following 

261  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  project  receives  board  approval. 

262  (b)  Any  eligible  applicant  who  is  eligible  for  aid  under  the  pro- 

263  visions  of  this  chapter  and  establishes  extended  courses  of  instruc- 

264  tion  in  a  vocational  school,  as  provided  in  section  37A  of 

265  chapter  74,  and  wishes  to  enlarge  or  construct  a  school  for  the 

266  purpose  of  maintaining  such  extended  courses  of  instruction  on  a 

267  technical  institute  level  shall  be  eligible  for  financial  assistance  in 

268  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  such  school  in  the  manner  and 

269  to  the  extent  provided  by  this  chapter. 

270  (c)  A  project  shall  become  an  approved  school  project,  upon 

271  approval  of  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 

272  chapter.  Board  approval  shall  be  contingent  upon  certification  by 

273  the  commissioner  of  education  that  adequate  provisions  have  been 

274  made  for  children  with  disabilities,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 

275  chapter  7 IB. 

276  Section  6.  (a)  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  under  the  provi- 

277  sions  of  section  5,  the  board  shall  examine  forthwith  such  applica- 

278  tion  and  any  facts,  estimates  or  other  information  relative  thereto, 

279  and  shall  determine  whether  the  proposed  project  is  in  the  best 

280  interests  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  eligible  applicant,  with 

281  respect  to  its  site,  type  of  construction,  sufficiency  of  accommoda- 
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tions,  open  space  preservation,  urban  development,  urban  sprawl 
and  otherwise.  In  determining  whether  the  proposed  project  is  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth,  the  board  shall  consider 
the  availability  of  funds  under  section  7,  the  order  of  priorities 
under  section  8  and  the  construction  procedures  and  standards 
under  section  9.  If,  in  its  opinion,  such  proposed  project  should  be 
undertaken,  the  board  shall  determine  the  estimated  approved  cost 
of  such  project,  which  cost  may  be  equal  to  the  estimated  cost  fur- 
nished by  such  eligible  applicant  or  a  lesser  amount,  and  compute 
the  amount  estimated  of  facilities  grant  to  which  the  applicant 
would  be  entitled  under  section  10,  such  computation  being  based 
on  said  approved  cost. 

(b)  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  receipt  of  such  application 
the  board  shall  notify  such  applicant  of  its  approval  or  rejection 
therefor,  and,  in  the  event  of  its  rejection,  of  the  reasons  therefor. 
Notice  of  approval  hereunder  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
of  the  estimated  approved  cost  as  determined  by  the  board,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  total  facilities  grant  to  which  such  eli- 
gible applicant  may  be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  said 
section  10. 

(c)  The  final  approved  cost  shall  be  determined  by  the  board 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  acceptance  of  the  completed 
project  by  the  local  school  committee. 

(d)  Payments  shall  be  determined  based  on  the  final  approved 
cost. 

(e)  Any  city  or  town  which  has  received,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  notice  of  approval  and  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  school  facilities  grant  to  which  such  city  or  town 
may  be  entitled,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  for  said  approved 
school  project  an  amount  not  exceeding  said  estimated  grant,  or 
such  larger  amount  as  may  be  approved  by  the  emergency  finance 
board  established  under  section  47  of  chapter  10,  and  may  issue 
bonds  or  notes  therefor  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words 
(name  of  city  or  town)  School  Project  Loan,  chapter  70B  of  the 
General  Laws.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  20  years  from 
their  dates.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess 
of  the  provisions  of  chapter  44,  exclusive  of  the  limitation  con- 

320    tained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  7  of  said  chapter  44. 
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321  (f)  If  the  determination  of  the  final  approved  cost  is  delayed 

322  because  the  construction  is  not  completed,  the  payments  preceding 

323  determination  of  the  final  approved  cost  may  be  based  upon  the 

324  estimated  approved  cost,  and  adjustment  shall  be  made  in  the  pay- 

325  ment  or  payments  which  are  made  subsequent  to  the  determina- 

326  tion  of  final  approved  costs. 

327  Section  7.  (a)  Before  approving  any  school  project,  the  board 

328  shall  determine  (1)  the  amount  of  the  first  annual  estimated  pay- 

329  ments  on  such  projects  and  (2)  the  fiscal  year  in  which  it  is  antici- 

330  pated  that  the  first  annual  estimated  payments  would  be  paid.  The 

331  aggregate  amount  of  such  first  annual  estimated  payments  for  pro- 

332  jects  approved  by  the  board  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed 

333  such  amount  as  may  be  duly  authorized  therefor  as  a  part  of  an 

334  annual  general  or  supplemental  appropriation  act  or  otherwise. 

335  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  "first  annual  estimated  pay- 

336  ment"  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  first  annual  estimated  payment 

337  made  by  the  commonwealth  on  behalf  of  an  eligible  applicant 

338  which  results  from  the  approval  of  a  school  facilities  project. 

339  (b)  In  each  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  appropriated  on  account  of 

340  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  four  separate  items  in  accordance 

341  with  the  following  clauses:  (1)  an  amount  to  provide  for  the  first 

342  annual  payment  on  any  school  facilities  project  approved  on  or 

343  after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter;  (2)  an  amount  required  for 

344  payments  in  the  fiscal  year  on  account  of  grants  and  reimburse- 

345  ments  for  educational,  engineering  and  architectural  services  for 

346  regional  schools  and  for  surveys  made  of  school  building  needs 

347  and  conditions  as  set  forth  in  section  4;  (3)  an  amount  required  for 

348  annual  payments  to  be  made  in  the  fiscal  year  on  account  of 

349  school  facilities  projects  approved  by  the  board  prior  to  the  effcc- 

350  tive  date  of  this  chapter  and  all  other  projects  approved  after  said 

351  date  on  which  the  first  annual  payment  has  been  made;  and  (4)  for 

352  buildings  which  are  structurally  unsound  or  otherwise  in  a  condi- 

353  tion  jeopardizing  the  health  and  safety  of  school  children,  where 

354  no  alternative  exists. 

355  (c)  Before  approving  any  school  project  under  this  chapter, 

356  which  is  to  be  financed  through  the  alternative  funding  mecha- 

357  nism  set  forth  in  section  12,  the  board  shall  determine  that  if  the 

358  project  under  consideration  is  approved,  the  commonwealth's 

359  aggregate  payments  on  such  projects  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
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360  of  indebtedness  which  the  commonwealth  has  authorized  for  such 

361  projects. 

362  Section  8.  The  board  shall  approve  school  projects  and  reim- 

363  bursements  under  this  chapter  in  accordance  with  the  following 

364  order  of  priorities: 

365  (1)  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  projects  needed  in  the  judg- 

366  ment  of  said  board  to  replace  or  renovate  a  building  which  is 

367  structurally  unsound  or  otherwise  in  a  condition  seriously  jeopar- 

368  dizing  the  health  and  safety  of  school  children,  where  no  alterna- 

369  tive  exists; 

370  (2)  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  projects  to  eliminate 

371  existing  severe  overcrowding; 

372  (3)  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  projects  needed  in  the  judg- 

373  ment  of  said  board  to  prevent  loss  of  accreditation; 

374  (4)  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  projects  needed  in  the  judg- 

375  ment  of  said  board  to  prevent  severe  overcrowding  expected  to 

376  result  from  increased  enrollments  which  must  be  substantiated; 

377  (5)  priority  shall  be  given  to  projects  needed  in  the  judgment  of 

378  said  board  for  the  replacement,  renovation  or  modernization  of  the 

379  heating  system  in  any  schoolhouse  to  increase  energy  conserva- 

380  tion  and  decrease  energy  related  costs  in  said  schoolhouse; 

381  (6)  priority  shall  be  given  to  any  school  project  needed  in  the 

382  judgment  of  said  board  for  short  term  enrollment  growth; 

383  (7)  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  projects  needed  in  the  judg- 

384  ment  of  said  board  to  replace  or  add  to  obsolete  buildings  in  order 

385  to  provide  for  a  full  range  of  programs  consistent  with  state  and 

386  approved  local  requirements;  and 

387  (8)  priority  shall  be  given  to  projects  needed  in  the  judgment  of 

388  said  board  to  transition  from  court-ordered  and  board  approved 

389  racial  balance  school  districts  to  walk-to,  so-called,  or  other 

390  school  districts. 

391  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  6,  the  board  may 

392  defer  its  approval  or  disapproval  of  any  project  application  if  such 

393  deferral  is  necessary  for  the  effective  implementation  of  the  provi- 

394  sions  of  this  section.  The  board  may  issue  regulations  to  define 

395  the  procedures  pursuant  to  which  the  priorities  established  by  this 

396  section  will  be  implemented.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the 

397  board  shall  not  approve  any  project  for  any  school  district  which 

398  fails  to  spend  in  the  year  preceding  the  year  of  application  at  least 
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399  50  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  said  school  district's  calculated  founda- 

400  tion  budget  amounts  for  the  purposes  of  foundation  utility  and 

401  ordinary  maintenance  expenses,  and  extraordinary  maintenance 

402  allotment  as  defined  in  chapter  70,  for  said  purposes.  From  fiscal 

403  year  1999  forward,  no  school  district  shall  be  approved  for  a  pro- 

404  ject  nor  receive  school  facilities  funds  unless  said  district  has 

405  spent  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  said  district's  calculated 

406  foundation  budget  amounts  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years  including 

407  and  succeeding  fiscal  year  1999.  All  projects  which  received  first 

408  school  building  assistance  payments  prior  to  July  1,  2000  shall  be 

409  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Upon  a  request  of 

410  a  school  district,  the  board  may  grant  a  waiver  from  said  require  - 

411  ment  for  unanticipated  or  extraordinary  changes  in  maintenance 

412  spending  as  determined  by  said  departments  including,  but  not 

413  limited  to,  the  impact  on  said  spending  due  to  the  opening  of  a 

414  new  school  building,  the  closing  of  an  existing  school  building  or 

4 1 5  the  completion  of  a  major  renovation  project. 

416  Section  9.  (a)  In  order  to  maximize  the  cost  effective  produc- 

417  tion  of  efficient  and  creative  school  projects,  the  board  shall 

418  require  that  every  school  project  conform  to  the  following  stan- 

419  dards  and  procedures:  (1)  that  the  applicant  fully  consider  all 

420  available  options  for  satisfying  the  described  need,  including 

421  tuition  agreements  with  adjacent  school  districts,  rental  or  acquisi- 

422  tion  and  any  necessary  rehabilitation  or  usage  modification  of  any 

423  existing  building  which  could  be  made  available  for  school  use; 

424  (2)  that  the  applicant's  site  selection  is  based  on  the  cost  and  envi- 

425  ronmental  factors,  including  an  awareness  of  soil  conditions  and 

426  their  probable  effect  on  foundation  and  site  development  costs, 

427  transportation  effects,  dislocation  of  site  occupants  and  relation- 

428  ship  to  other  community  facilities;  (3)  that  the  applicant  enter  into 

429  contracts,  using  forms  satisfactory  to  the  board  for  such  competent 

430  architectural,  engineering  and  other  services  as  may  be  required; 

431  and  (4)  that  procedures  satisfactory  to  the  board  are  followed  by 

432  the  applicant  throughout  the  planning  and  construction  of  the  pro- 

433  ject  such  as  will  assure  maximum  attention  to  the  operating  and 

434  capital  cost  effects  of  program  and  design  decisions,  materials  and 

435  systems  selections. 

436  (b)  The  board  shall  issue  annually,  as  hereinafter  provided, 

437  maximum  eligible  cost  standards  and  size  standards  for  school 
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projects.  These  standards  may  take  into  account  the  type  and  loca- 
tion of  a  proposed  school  project  and  may  also  take  into  account 
the  difficulty  of  siting  school  facilities  in  dense  urban  areas  in 
which  there  exists  a  shortage  of  available  municipally-owned  sites 
and  the  increased  cost  of  construction  and  major  renovation  in 
such  urban  areas.  The  program  standards  shall  define  prototype 
school  design  and  space  recommendations  for  each  specified  pro- 
gram activity  eligible  for  state  financial  assistance.  The  program 
standards  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  be  in  conformity 
with  the  minimum  requirements  of  state  law  and  shall  also  reflect 
consideration  of  cost  effects,  prevailing  educational  standards  in 
the  commonwealth  and  the  needs  of  efficient  and  creative  school 

450  projects.  The  cost  standards  shall  be  based  on  the  price  experience 

451  of  recently  completed  and  recently  bid  school  projects,  taking  into 

452  account  the  cost  effectiveness  of  design,  construction  and  pro- 

453  gramming  techniques  utilized  in  such  school  projects.  For  the  pur- 

454  pose  of  calculating  the  total  construction  grant  under  section  10, 
the  estimated  approved  cost  and  the  final  approved  cost  for  a 
school  project  shall  not  exceed  the  cost  that  would  result  if  the 
project  conformed  to  prototype  school  standards.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to  preclude  an  eligible  appli- 

459  cant  from  exceeding  prototype  school  standard  and  the  cost  of 

460  such  additional  facilities  and  design  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
estimated  cost  and  final  approved  cost  on  the  basis  of  which  the 
state  construction  grant  is  calculated. 

(c)  After  compliance  with  section  3  of  chapter  30A,  the  board 
shall  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  adopt 
interim  regulations,  including  minimum  program  standards  and 
maximum  cost  standards,  for  the  implementation  of  this  section. 
Upon  the  adoption  of  such  regulations,  the  commission  shall 
forthwith  file  copies  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives who  shall  refer  such  regulations  to  an  appropriate  com- 
mittee of  the  general  court.  Within  30  days  after  such  filing,  said 
committee  may  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  regulations,  shall 

472  issue  a  report,  and  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  board.  Said  board 

473  shall  adopt  final  regulations  making  such  revisions  in  the  interim 

474  regulations  as  it  deems  appropriate  in  view  of  such  report  and 

475  shall  forthwith  file  a  copy  of  the  regulations  with  the  chairperson 

476  of  the  committee  of  the  general  court  to  which  the  interim  regula- 
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477  tions  were  referred.  Not  earlier  than  30  days  after  the  date  of  such 

478  filing,  the  board  shall  file  the  final  regulations  with  the  state  sec- 

479  retary  and  the  said  regulations  shall  thereupon  take  effect. 

480  Section  10.  From  time  to  time,  the  commissioner  shall  certify  to  j 

481  the  comptroller,  and  the  state  treasurer  shall,  within  30  days  after 

482  such  certification,  pay  to  the  several  cities,  towns  and  regional! 

483  school  districts  from  any  amounts  appropriated  therefor,  the! 

484  amounts  due  them  in  accordance  with  approved  school  facilities! 

485  grants.    The  total  facilities  grant  to  be  paid  to  eligible  applicants  ] 

486  on  account  of  projects  approved  after  the  effective  date  of  this 

487  chapter  shall  be  based  on  the  following  formula  but  no  grant  shall 

488  be  approved  for  any  amount  less  than  50  per  cent  nor  greater  than 

489  90  per  cent  of  total  approved  project  costs. 

490  (a)  The  percentage  the  commonwealth  shall  pay  towards  an 

491  approved  school  facilities  project  shall  be  determined  by  the 

492  following  formula:  Base  Percentage  (A)  +  Community  Income. 

493  Factor  (Bl)  +  Community  Property  Wealth  Factor  (B2)  + 

494  Community  Poverty  Factor  (B3)  +  Incentive  Percentage  (C). 

495  (A)  Base  Percentage  =  40  percentage  points. 

496  (B)  Ability  to  pay  percentage  points  (income/wealth  factor)  is  I 

497  determined  as  follows: 

498  (1)  Community  Income  Factor  =  per  capita  income,  as  deter- 

499  mined  by  the  department  of  revenue,  for  a  municipality  as  a  per- 

500  cent  of  the  statewide  average  per  capita  income. 

501  The  Community  Income  Factor  is  then  determined  by  using  the I

602  (b)  In  the  case  of  regional  school  districts,  Bl  and  B2  shall  be 

603  determined  by  calculating  the  relationship  to  the  statewide 

604  average  for  each  municipality  of  the  regional  district  as  stated  in 

605  this  section.  For  purposes  of  this  computation,  each  member  city's 

606  and  town's  share  of  the  total  cost  shall  be  determined  by  multi- 

607  plying  the  total  approved  cost  by  the  percentage  of  district  or 

608  county  capital  costs  that  would  be  apportioned  to  such  city  or

618  which  is  the  city's  or  town's  reimbursement  percentage,  deter- 

619  mined  as  aforesaid,  multiplied  by  the  percentage  of  capital  costs 

620  apportioned  to  the  city  or  town  for  such  fiscal  year  in  accordance 

621  with  the  applicable  regional  school  district  agreement  or  law,  and 

622  the  denominator  of  which  is  the  sum  of  the  percentages  so  derived 

623  as  the  numerators  for  all  of  the  member  cities  and  towns. 

624  In  the  case  of  independent  agricultural  and  technical  schools, 

625  Bl  and  B2  shall  be  determined  by  calculating  the  relationship  to 
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626  the  statewide  average  for  each  municipality  of  the  school  as  stated 

627  in  this  section.  A  weighted  average  will  then  be  determined  for 

628  these  municipalities,  weighted  as  compared  to  the  number  of  stu- 

629  dents  attending  the  school  from  each  member  municipality,  which 

630  will  be  used  to  determine  the  final  Bl  and  B2  factors. 

631  (c)  In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  districts  which 

632  have  a  racial  desegregation  plan  approved  by  the  board  in  place  by 

633  June  30,  2000  shall  have  added  6  percentage  points  to  their  project 

634  reimbursement  rate  as  calculated  above  for  projects  which  have 

635  received  a  favorable  vote,  for  design  or  construction,  by  the  city 

636  council  and  mayor  or  town  meeting  by  June  30,  201  1,  and  for 

637  which  all  necessary  application  procedures  have  been  completed, 

638  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the  board,  not  later  than 

639  June  30,  2012.  Said  districts  shall  have  added  an  additional  6  per- 

640  centage  points  to  their  project  reimbursement  rate  as  calculated 

641  above  for  projects  which  have  received  a  favorable  vote,  for 

642  design  or  construction,  by  the  city  council  and  mayor  on  town 

643  meeting  by  June  30,  2006,  and  for  which  all  necessary  application 

644  procedures  have  been  completed,  in  such  form  as  may  be  required 

645  by  the  board,  not  later  than  June  30,  2007,  provided  that  their  total 

646  reimbursement  rate  shall  in  no  circumstances  exceed  90%  of 

647  approved  project  costs. 

648  Section  1 1 .  (a)  In  the  case  of  any  approved  school  project  to  be 

649  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of 

650  bonds  or  notes,  the  total  facilities  construction  grant  shall  be  paid 

651  annually  in  equal  parts  to  be  determined  by  dividing  the  total 

652  grant  by  the  number  of  years  during  which  any  indebtedness  is 

653  incurred  for  such  project,  provided,  however,  that  if  such  number 

654  of  years  is  less  than  5,  the  total  grant  shall  be  paid  annually  in  5 

655  equal  parts,  and  the  payments  hereinabove  provided  for  shall 

656  begin  in  the  next  fiscal  year  next  following  the  fiscal  year  in 

657  which  the  construction  of  such  project  has  been  commenced.    In 

658  the  case  of  any  approved  school  project  which  is  not  to  be 

659  financed  from  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  bonds  or  notes,  the  total 

660  grant  shall  be  paid  annually  in  5  equal  parts  beginning  in  the  cal- 

661  endar  year  in  which  the  construction  of  such  project  has  been 

662  commenced. 

663  (b)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  contained  in 

664  the  preceding  paragraph,  in  the  case  of  any  approved  school  pro- 

665  ject  of  a  city  or  town  for  which  $75,000  or  more  has  been  appro- 
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666  priated  from  its  stabilization  fund  under  the  provisions  of 

667  section  5B  of  chapter  40  or,  in  the  case  of  an  approved  school  pro- 

668  ject  of  a  regional  school  district  for  which  $75,000  or  more  has 

669  been  appropriated  in  the  aggregate  by  the  member  towns  from 

670  their  stabilization  funds,  the  total  construction  grant  shall  be  paid 

671  in  the  following  manner:  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  so  appropri- 

672  ated  shall  be  paid  in  the  year  in  which  construction  of  such  project 

673  has  been  commenced,  such  payment  to  be  called  the  matching  sta- 

674  bilization  fund  payment,  but  in  no  event  shall  such  payment 

675  exceed  $100,000  or  three-fourths  of  the  estimated  amount  of  the 

676  construction  grant,  whichever  is  less,  and  the  remainder  of  such 

677  construction  grant  shall  be  paid  annually  in  equal  parts  to  be 

678  determined  by  dividing  such  remainder  by  the  number  of  years 

679  during  which  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  such  project  shall 

680  remain  outstanding;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  number  of 

681  years  is  less  than  5,  or  if  the  project  is  not  to  be  financed  from  the 

682  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  bonds  or  notes,  such  remainder  shall  be 

683  paid  annually  in  5  equal  parts;  and  in  the  case  of  a  project  for 

684  which  indebtedness  is  incurred,  the  annual  payments  hereinabove 

685  provided  shall  begin  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  construction 

686  of  such  project  has  been  commenced.  The  provisions  of  this  para- 

687  graph  shall  not  apply  unless  the  amount  appropriated  from  the  sta- 

688  bilization  fund  for  the  school  project  or  the  aggregate  amount 

689  appropriated  therefor  from  the  stabilization  funds  of  all  the 

690  member  towns  of  a  regional  school  district  was  contained  in  such 

691  fund  or  funds  on  December  31  of  the  year  next  prior  to  the  date  of 

692  the  appropriation  therefrom.  The  entire  matching  stabilization 

693  fund  payment  shall  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  the  school  project; 

694  but  whenever  a  project  has  been  approved  by  the  board,  the  trea- 

695  surer  of  the  city,  town  or  regional  school  district,  with  the 

696  approval  of  the  mayor,  selectmen  or  regional  district  school  cotn- 

697  mittee  may  incur  debt  outside  the  debt  limit  in  anticipation  of  the 

698  proceeds  of  such  payment  and  may  issue  notes  therefor  payable  in 

699  not  more  than  one  year  from  their  dates.    Any  such  loan  issued 

700  under  this  paragraph  for  a  shorter  period  may  be  refunded  by  the 

701  issue  of  other  notes  maturing  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 

702  original  loan  being  refunded. 

703  Section  12.  (a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  1  1, 

704  the  method  of  payment  for  approved  school  projects  which  satisfy 
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705  the  requirements  of  subsection  (b)  shall  be  paid  as  follows:    the 

706  commonwealth  shall  annually  pay  that  portion  of  its  share  of  the 

707  total  facilities  grant,  as  defined  in  section  2,  which  the  city,  town, 

708  regional  school  district  or  urban-suburban  collaborative  school 

709  has  expended  in  the  past  fiscal  year  in  payment  of  the  costs  of  an 

710  approved  school  project.    The  comptroller  shall  annually  certify 

71 1  the  amounts  so  paid  by  the  city,  town,  or  regional  school  districts, 
7 1  2  and  shall  notify  the  treasurer  of  such  certification. 

713  (b)  The  board  shall  determine  (1)  whether  the  general  court  has 

714  appropriated  or  authorized  the  borrowing  of  sufficient  funds  to 

715  permit  the  commonwealth  to  pay  its  portion  of  the  total  facilities 

716  grant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  and 

717  (2)  whether  the  city,  town  or  regional  school  district  has  appropri- 

718  ated  sufficient  funds  to  pay  all  of  the  estimated  local  share  of  the 

719  cost  of  the  project,  and  (ii)  to  cover  the  total  costs  of  construction 

720  until  the  receipt  of  annual  reimbursements  from  the  common- 

721  wealth,  and  (3)  whether  the  credit  rating,  if  any,  assigned  to  the 

722  most  recent  debt  obligation  of  the  city,  town  or  regional  school 

723  district  by  a  nationally  recognized  municipal  agency  is  at  least  one 

724  grade  lower  than  the  most  recent  debt  rating  assigned  to  the  com- 

725  monwealth;  but  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  the  credit  rating 

726  assigned  to  the  most  recent  debt  obligation  of  the  city,  town  or 

727  regional  school  district  is  not  reflective  of  the  credit  rating  that 

728  would  most  likely  be  assigned  to  a  debt  obligation  for  the 

729  approved  school  project  under  consideration,  the  board  may,  in 

730  making  its  determination,  look  at  other  factors  regarding  the 

731  financial  status  of  the  city,  town  or  regional  school  district  which 

732  are  better  predictors  of  such  likely  credit  rating,  and  (4)  whether 

733  the  estimated  aggregate  bond  issue  for  all  approved  school  pro- 

734  jects  within  a  city,  town  or  regional  school  district  shall  exceed  10

744  program  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  74  may  apply  to  the 
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745  board  for  reimbursement  in  part  for  the  rental  due  under  the  lease 

746  and  the  cost  of  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  the  leased

13  plementary  aids  and  services,  cannot  be  achieved  satisfactorily. 

1  SECTION  89.  Said  section  1  of  said  chapter  71B,  as  so 

2  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  defini- 

3  tions  of  "School  age  child  with  special  needs",  "School  age  child 

4  requiring  special  education"  and  "Special  education"  and  inserting 

5  in  place  thereof  the  following  three  definitions: — 

6  "School  age  child  with  a  disability",  a  school  age  child  in  a 

7  public  or  non-public  school  setting  who,  because  of  a  disability 

8  consisting  of  a  developmental  delay  or  any  intellectual,  sensory, 

9  neurological,  emotional,  communication,  physical,  specific 

10  learning  or  health  impairment  or  combination  thereof,  is  unable  to 

1 1  progress  effectively  in  regular  education  and  requires  special  edu- 

12  cation  services,  which  include  special  education  programs,  assign- 

13  ments,  services,  instruction,  classes,  consultation  and  related 
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14  services,  in  order  to  successfully  develop  the  child's  individual 

15  educational  potential  and  "a  specific  learning  impairment"  shall 

16  be  defined  pursuant  to  24  CFR  300.7(c)(10),  the  definition  of  spe- 

17  cific  learning  disability  contained  in  federal  regulations  imple- 

18  menting  the  Individual  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  in  effect 

19  January  1,  2000  and  the  term  "emotional  impairment"  shall  be 

20  defined  pursuant  to  34  CFR  300.7(c)(4),  the  definition  of  "emo- 

21  tional  disturbance"  contained  in  federal  regulations  implementing 

22  the  Individual  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  in  effect  January  1, 

23  2000.  No  child  shall  be  determined  to  be  a  student  with  a  dis- 

24  ability  solely  because  such  child's  behavior  violates  the  school's 

25  disciplinary  code  and  no  child  shall  be  determined  to  be  a  student 

26  with  a  disability  solely  because  such  child  shall  have  failed  the 

27  statewide  assessment  tests  authorized  pursuant  to  section   II  of 

28  chapter  69.  The  use  of  the  word   disability  in  this  section  shall  not 

29  be  used  to  provide  a  basis  for  labeling  or  stigmatizing  the  child  or 

30  defining  the  needs  of  the  child  and  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  serv- 

31  ices,  programs,  and  integration  opportunities  provided  to  such 

32  child. 

33  "School  age  child  requiring  special  education",  a  child  with  a 

34  disability  who  requires  special  education  as  determined  in  accor- 

35  dance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  regulations  set 

36  forth  by  the  board. 

37  "Special  education",  educational  programs  and  assignments 

38  including,  special  classes  and  programs  or  services  designed  to 

39  develop  the  educational  potential  of  children  with  disabilities 

40  including,  but  not  limited  to,  educational  placements  of  children 

41  by  school  committees,  the  departments  of  public  health,  mental 

42  health,  mental  retardation,  youth  services  and  social  services  in 

43  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  regulations 

44  set  forth  by  the  board. 

1  SECTION  90.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  7 1  B,  as  so  appearing,  is 

2  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  and  inserting 

3  in  place  thereof  the  following  three  paragraphs: — 

4  The  board  shall  promulgate,  jointly  with  the  departments  of 

5  mental  health,  mental  retardation,  public  health,  social  services 

6  and  youth  services,  the    Massachusetts  commission  for  the  blind 

7  and  the  commission  for  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing,  regulations 
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8  regarding  educational  programs  for  children  with  disabilities 

9  including,  but  not  limited  to  a  definition  of  disability  which  defin- 

10  ition  shall  emphasize  a  thorough,  narrative  description  of  each 

1 1  child's  development  potential  so  as  to  minimize  the  possibility  of 

12  stigmatization  and  to  assure  the  maximum  possible  development 

13  in  the  least  restrictive  environment  of  a  child  with  a  disability. 

14  The  definition  shall  be  sufficiently  flexible  to  include  children 

15  with  multiple  disabilities. 

16  Prior  to  referral  of  a  school  age  child  for  evaluation  under  the 

17  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  principal  of  the  child's  school  shall 

18  ensure  that  all  efforts  have  been  made  to  meet  such  child's  needs 

19  within  the  regular  education  program.    Such  efforts  may  include, 

20  but  not  be  limited  to:  modifying  the  regular  education  program, 

21  the  curriculum,  teaching  strategies,  reading  instruction,  environ- 

22  ments  or  materials,  the  use  of  support  services,  the  use  of  consul- 

23  tative  services  and  building-based  student  and  teacher  support  and 

24  assistance  teams  to  meet  the  child's  needs  in  the  regular  education 

25  classroom.   Such  efforts  and  their  results  shall  be  documented  and 

26  placed  in  the  child's  school  record  but  they  shall  not  be  construed 

27  to  limit  or  condition  the  right  to  refer  a  school  age  child  for  an 

28  evaluation  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.    The  principal  of 

29  each  school  shall  implement  the  district's  curriculum  accommoda- 

30  tion  plan  created  under  section  38Q1/2  of  chapter  71  in  developing 

31  strategies  for  serving  children  with  diverse  learning  styles  within 

32  the  regular  classroom.    The  principal  of  each  school  may  desig- 

33  nate  one  professional  staff  person  in  the  curriculum  accommoda- 

34  tion  plan  required  in  said  section  38Q1/2  of  chapter  71   to 

35  coordinate  services,  support  and  resources  designed  to  meet  each 

36  child's  needs  within  regular  education. 

37  Children  receiving  or  requiring  special  education  shall  be  enti- 

38  tied  to  participate  in  any  of  the  following  programs:  (1)  additional 

39  direct  or  indirect  instruction  consultation  service,  materials, 

40  equipment  or  aid  provided  children  or  their  regular  classroom 

41  teachers  which  directly  benefits  children  requiring  special  educa- 

42  tion;  (2)  supplementary  individual  or  small  group  instruction  or 

43  treatment  in  conjunction  with  a  regular  classroom  program; 

44  (3)  integrated  programs  in  which  children  are  assigned  to  special 

45  resource  classrooms  but  attend  regular  classes  to  the  extent  that 

46  they  are  able  to  function  therein;  (4)  full-time  special  class 

47  teaching  in  a  public  school  building;  (5)  teaching  at  home; 
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48  (6)  full-time  teaching  in  a  special  day  school  or  other  day  facility; 

49  (7)  teaching  at  a  hospital;  (8)  teaching  at  a  short  or  long-term  resi- 

50  dential  school;  (9)  occupational  or  pre-occupational  training  in 

51  conjunction  with  the  regular  occupational  training  program  in  a 

52  public  school;  (10)  occupational  and  pre-occupational  training  in 

53  conjunction  with  full-time  special  class  teaching  in  a  public 

54  school  building,  at  home,  in  a  special  day  school  or  other  day 

55  facility,  hospital  or  short  or  long-term  residential  school;  and 

56  (11)  any  combination  or  modification  of  these  programs  or  other 

57  programs,  services  or  experimental  provisions  which  obtain  the 

58  prior  approval  of  the  department. 

1  SECTION  91.  Said  section  2  of  said  chapter  7  IB,  as  so 

2  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  line  49, 

3  the  word  "needs"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 

4  word: — disability. 

1  SECTION  92.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  7 1  B,  as  so  appearing,  is 

2  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  and  second  paragraphs 

3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  three  paragraphs: — 

4  In  accordance  with  the  regulations,  guidelines  and  directives  of 

5  the  department  issued  jointly  with  the  departments  of  mental 

6  health,  mental  retardation,  public  health,  youth  services,  and  the 

7  commission  for  the  blind  and  the  commission  for  the  deaf  and 

8  hard  of  hearing  and  with  assistance  of  the  department,  the  school 

9  committee  of  every  city,  town  or  school  district  shall  identify  the 

10  school  age  children  residing  therein  who  have  a  disability,  as 

1 1  defined  in  section  2,  diagnose  and  evaluate  the  needs  of  such  chil- 

12  dren,  propose  a  special  education  program  to  meet  those  needs, 

1 3  provide  or  arrange  for  the  provision  of  such  special  education  pro- 

14  gram,  maintain  a  record  of  such  identification,  diagnosis,  proposal 

15  and  program  actually  provided  and  make  such  reports  as  the 

16  department  may  require.  Until  proven  otherwise,  every  child  shall 

17  be  presumed  to  be  appropriately  assigned  to  a  regular  education 

18  program  and  presumed  not  to  be  a  school  age  child  with  a  dis- 

19  ability  or  a  school  age  child  requiring  special  education. 

20  The  department  shall  take  all  steps  necessary  to  monitor  and 

21  enforce  compliance  with  this  section  no  less  than  every  three 

22  years,  including  but  not  limited  to  investigations,  on-site  visits 
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23  and  public  hearings,  and  shall  provide  assistance  in  planning  and 

24  implementing  any  necessary  corrective  actions  to  ensure  that  no 

25  school  committee  provides  special  education  services  to  a  child 

26  pursuant  to  this  chapter  unless  an  evaluation  conducted  pursuant 

27  to  this  section  determines  that  the  child  has  a  disability,  as  defined 

28  in  section  1 .  The  department  shall  further  take  any  and  all  steps 

29  necessary  to  monitor  and  enforce  compliance  with  all  other  provi- 

30  sions  of  this  chapter,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  requirement 

31  that  school  committees  educate  children  in  the  least  restrictive 

32  environment,  as  defined  in  section  1.  The  department  shall  also 

33  ensure  that  teachers  and  administrators  are  fully  informed  about 

34  their  responsibilities  for  implementing  the  provisions  of  this 

35  chapter  and  are  provided  with  technical  assistance  and  training 

36  necessary  to  assist  them  in  such  effort. 

37  No  school  committee  shall  refuse  a  school  age  child  with  a  dis- 

38  ability  admission  to  or  continued  attendance  in  public  school 

39  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  department,  and  without 

40  complying  with  state  and  federal  requirements  for  disciplining 

41  students  with  disabilities,  where  applicable.   During  the  pendency 

42  of  administrative  or  judicial  proceedings,  a  court  of  competent 

43  jurisdiction  shall  have  the  authority  to  change  a  child's  educa- 

44  tional  placement,  including  removing  the  child  from  school,  in 

45  any  circumstances  when  the  school  committee  shows  that  the 

46  child's  behavior  poses  a  substantial  likelihood  of  injury  to  himself 

47  or  others;  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  be  con- 

48  strued  to  abrogate  any  authority  concerning  discipline  for  such  a 

49  child  which  is  available  to  a  school  committee  under  said  regula- 

50  tions  and  procedures  or  any  other  law.   No  child  who  is  so  refused 

51  or  removed  shall  be  denied  an  alternative  form  of  education 

52  approved  by  the  department,  as  provided  for  in  section  10, 

53  through  a  tutoring  program  at  home,  through  enrollment  in  an 

54  institution  operated  by  a  state  agency,  or  through  any  other  pro- 

55  gram  which  is  approved  for  the  child  by  the  department. 

1  SECTION  93.  Said  section  3  of  said  chapter  71B,  as  so 

2  appearing,    is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 

3  "courts",  in  line  45,  the  following  words: —  ;  provided,  however, 

4  that  school  districts  shall  not  be  required  to  refer  a  child  for  an 

5  evaluation  solely  because  the  child  presents  a  risk  of  or  fails  to  be 
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6  promoted  at  the  end  of  the  school  year;  and  provided  further,  that 

7  school  districts  shall  not  be  required  to  refer  a  child  for  an  evalua- 

8  tion  solely  because  such  child  failed  the  statewide  assessment 

9  tests  authorized  pursuant  to  section  1 1  of  chapter  69. 

1  SECTION  94.  The  fifth  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of  said 

2  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after

4  guardians  of  such  child  shall  be  consulted  about  the  content  of 

5  such  evaluation  and  the  evaluators  being  used. 

1  SECTION  95.  Said  fifth  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of  said 

2  chapter  71  B,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 

3  striking  out  the  fourth  and  fifth  sentences  and  inserting  in  place 

4  thereof  the  following  two  sentences: —  Such  assessment  shall 

5  include  (i)  the  child's  efficiency  in  reading  and  writing  print  as 

6  compared  with  children  who  do  not  have  a  disability;  (ii)  the 

7  child's  stamina  in  using  print  before  fatigue  occurs;  (iii)  the 

8  child's  prognosis  for  further  sight  loss;  and  (iv)  the  child's  present 

9  competence  in  Braille  and  a  detailed  explanation  as  to  whether 

10  instruction  is  appropriate,  conducted  by  a  certified  teacher  of  stu- 

1 1  dents  with  visual  impairments.    Any  such  instruction  found  to  be 

12  essential  to  meet  such  child's  disability  shall  be  available  at  a  fre- 

13  quency  and  duration  sufficient  to  meet  fully  the  educational  needs 

14  of  the  child. 

1  SECTION  96.  Said  section  3  of  said  chapter  7  IB,  as  so 

2  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  seventh 

3  to  tenth  paragraphs,  inclusive,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 

4  following  two  paragraphs: — 

5  These  departments  through  their  joint  regulations  may  define 

6  circumstances  under  which  the  requirement  of  any  or  all  of  these 

7  assessments  may  be  waived  so  long  as  an  evaluation  appropriate 

8  to  the  educational  needs  of  the  child  is  provided.  Those  persons 

9  assessing  said  child  shall  maintain  a  complete  and  specific  record 

10  of  diagnostic  procedures  attempted  and  their  results,  the  conclu- 

11  sions  reached,  the  suggested  courses  of  special  education  best 

12  suited  to  the  child's  educational  needs,  and  the  specific  benefits 

13  expected  from  such  action.  A  suggested  special  education  pro- 
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14  gram  may  include  family  guidance  or  counseling  services.    When 

1 5  the  suggested  course  of  study  is  other  than  regular  education  those 

16  persons  assessing  said  child  shall  present  a  method  of  monitoring 

17  the  benefits  of  such  special  education  and  conditions  that  would 

18  indicate  that  the  child  should  return  to  regular  classes,  and  a  com- 

19  parison  of  expected  outcomes  in  regular  class  placement. 

20  If  a  child  with  a  disability  requires  special  education  and 

21  related  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  federal 

22  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  of  1975,  the  provi- 

23  sions  of  this  chapter,  and  federal  and  state  regulations  promul- 

24  gated  pursuant  thereto,  such  services  shall  be  made  available. 

25  Upon  completion  of  said  evaluation,  the  child's  parents  may 

26  obtain  an  independent  evaluation  at  school  committee  expense, 

27  from  child  evaluation  clinics  or  facilities  approved  by  the  depart- 

28  ment  jointly  with  the  departments  of  mental  health,  mental  retar- 

29  dation  and  public  health,  provided  that  the  school  committee  may 

30  initiate  within  five  school  working  days  of  the  request,  a  hearing 

31  with  the  bureau  of  special  education  appeals  to  show  that  its  eval- 

32  uation  is  appropriate,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 

33  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  and  regulations  pro- 

34  mulgated  pursuant  thereto;  provided,  however,  that  the  parents 

35  may  choose,  on  a  voluntary  basis,  to  share  the  costs  of  the  inde- 

36  pendent  evaluation  with  the  school  committee  pursuant  to  a 

37  sliding  fee  scale  established  in  regulations  issued  by  the  depart- 

38  ment  pursuant  to  this  section,  in  which  case  the  school  committee 

39  shall  pay  its  share  of  the  costs  in  accordance  with  the  scale;  pro- 

40  vided,  that,  if  the  child's  family  income  does  not  exceed  400  per 

41  cent  of  the  federal  poverty  level  established  by  the  United  States 

42  department  of  health  and  human  services,  parents  shall  pay  no 

43  cost;  provided,  however,  that  the  division  of  health  care  finance 

44  and  policy  established  by  section  2  of  chapter  1 18G  shall  establish 

45  rates  for  educational  assessments  conducted  or  performed  by  psy- 

46  chologists  and  other  trained  certified  educational  personnel 

47  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  or 

48  rule  or  regulation  to  the  contrary.    A  parent  may  obtain  an  inde- 

49  pendent  evaluation  at  private  expense  from  any  specialist. 

1  SECTION  97.  The  eleventh  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of  said 

2  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
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3  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following   sen- 

4  tence: —  The  written  record  and  clinical  history  from  both  the 

5  evaluation  provided  by  the  school  committee  and  independent 

6  evaluation,  if  any,  shall  be  made  available  to  the  parents, 

7  guardians,  or  persons  with  custody  of  the  child. 

1  SECTION  98.  The  twelfth  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of  said 

2  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out

4  At  any  time,  school  committees  and  parents,  guardians,  or  per- 

5  sons  with  custody  of  a  student  may  voluntarily  agree  to  seek  reso- 

6  lution  of  any  dispute  through  mediation  provided  by  the  bureau  of 

7  special  education  appeals,  provided,  that  the  mediation  process 

8  may  not  be  used  to  deny  or  delay  a  parent's  right  to  a  due  process 

9  hearing  or  to  delay  or  deny  any  other  rights  afforded  under  this 
10  chapter  and  the  federal  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education 

II  Act  of  1975,  as  so  amended  and  shall  be  scheduled  as  soon  as 
1 2  practicable  after  such  agreement. 

1  SECTION  100.  The  sixteenth  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of 

2  said  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 

3  out  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 

4  sentence: —  The  educational  progress  of  any  child  placed  in  a 

5  special  education  program  shall  be  reviewed  at  least  annually  as 

6  set  forth  above. 
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1  SECTION  101.  Said  sixteenth  paragraph  of  said  section  3  of 

2  said  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 

3  striking  out  the  third  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 

4  following  two  sentences: —  If  the  evaluation  of  the  special  educa- 

5  tion  program  shows  that  said  program  does  not  provide  educa- 

6  tional  benefit  to  the  child  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  in  the 

7  least  restrictive  environment,  then  such  child  shall  be  reassigned. 

8  If  the  evaluation  shows  that  the  child  no  longer  needs  special  edu- 

9  cation  services,  the  team  shall  recommend  that  the  child  no  longer 

10  be  considered  a  school  age  child  with  disabilities  for  the  purposes 

11  of  this  chapter. 

1  SECTION  102.  Said  section  3  of  said  chapter  71B,  as  so 

2  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  following 

3  paragraph: — 

4  The  school  committee  of  any  city,  town,  or  school  district  shall 

5  establish  a  parent  advisory  council  on  special  education. 

6  Membership  shall  be  offered  to  all  parents  of  children  with  dis- 

7  abilities  and  other  interested  parties.  The  parent  advisory  council 

8  duties  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to:  advising  the  school  com- 

9  mittee  on  matters  that  pertain  to  the  education  and  safety  of  stu- 

10  dents  with  disabilities;  meeting  regularly  with  school  officials  to 

1 1  participate  in  the  planning,  development,  and  evaluation  of  the 

12  school  committee's  special  education  programs.  The  parent  advi- 

1 3  sory  council  shall  establish  its  own  by-laws  regarding  officers  and 

14  operational  procedures.  In  the  course  of  its  duties  under  this 

15  section,  the  parent  advisory  council  shall  receive  assistance  from

7  education.  Such  administrator  shall  devote  full  time  to  the  duties

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10  (b)  If  the  school  system  has  fewer  than  4000  children  enrolled,

1  SECTION  105.  Said  chapter  7 IB,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby 

2  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  5A  the  following  two 

3  sections: — 

4  Section  5B.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  a  pooled  risk  pro- 

5  gram  for  extraordinary  and  unanticipated  special  education  costs 

6  to  be  administered  by  the  department.  The  board  of  education 

7  shall  promulgate  regulations  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 

8  program. 

9  (b)  A  local  or  regional  school  district  may  elect  to  participate  in 

10  the  pooled  risk  program  by  vote  of  the  school  committee  by  a  date 

1 1  established  by  regulations  of  the  department.  Districts  shall  be

6  Section  1 .  Independent  agricultural  and  technical  institutes 

7  shall  be  public  high  schools  operated  pursuant  to  this  chapter.  The 

8  schools  shall  not  be  subject  to  section  89  of  chapter  71.  The

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1 17  than  30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  any  law  that  alters  the  pro- 

118  visions  of  said  chapter  70,  the  commissioner  shall  report  the 

1 19  impact  of  any  formula  changes  to  the  house  and  senate  committee 

120  on  ways  and  means.  Said  tuition  assessment  shall  be  paid  by  the 

121  various  cities  and  towns  in  accordance  with  section  8. 

122  Section  8.  A  school  shall  annually  report  to  the  commissioner 

123  of  education,  in  conjunction  with  its  foundation  enrollment 

124  reporting  pursuant  to  chapter  70,  the  city  or  town  of  residence  of 

125  each  student  so  enrolled.  Notwithstanding  section  27C  of 

126  chapter  29,  the  commissioner  of  education  shall  allocate  the

176  nical  schools  shall  suffer  no  impairment  of  employment  rights

179  chapter.  Such  employees  shall  suffer  no  interruption  of  service;  no

218  teachers'  retirement  system  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  the 

219  teachers'  retirement  system  under  chapter  32. 

220  Section  19.  Employees  of  schools  shall  be  considered  public 

221  employees  for  purposes  of  tort  liability  under  chapter  258,  and  the 

222  board  of  trustees  of  a  school  shall  be  considered  the  public

19  guardian,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  is  legally  responsible  for  the 

20  child's  medical  expenses. 

21  "Fund",  the  Catastrophic  Illness  in  Children  Relief  Fund  estab- 

22  lished  pursuant  to  section  2YY  of  chapter  29. 

23  "Income",  all  income,  from  whatever  source  derived,  actually 

24  received  by  a  family,  excluding  payments  received  from  the  fund. 

25  "Resident",  a  resident  of  the  commonwealth.

34  CIO  and  four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 

35  tion  of  the  attorney  general,  including  two  of  whom  shall  be 

36  providers  of  health  care  services  to  children  in  the  commonwealth. 

37  The  public  members  shall  serve  terms  of  five  years,  but  the  three 

38  public  members  first  appointed  by  the  governor  shall  serve  for 

39  terms  of  two,  three  and  four  years,  respectively. 

40  (b)  Each  public  member  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  his 

41  appointment  and  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed  and  quali- 

42  fied.  A  member  of  the  commission  is  eligible  for  reappointment. 

43  (c)  Each  ex  officio  member  of  the  commission  may  designate 

44  an  employee  of  his  department  to  represent  him  at  meetings  of  the 

45  commission,  and  each  designee  may  lawfully  vote  and  otherwise 

46  act  on  behalf  of  the  ex  officio  member  for  whom  he  constitutes 

47  the  designee.  Any  designation  shall  be  in  writing  delivered  to  the 

48  commission  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state.  The  designation 

49  shall  continue  in  effect  until  revoked  or  amended  in  the  same 

50  manner  as  provided  for  in  the  initial  designation. 

51  Section  3.  (a)  Each  public  member  of  the  commission  may  be 

52  removed  from  the  office  by  the  governor  for  cause,  after  a  public 

53  hearing,  and  may  be  suspended  by  the  governor  pending  the  com- 

54  pletion  of  the  hearing.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  members 

55  of  the  commission  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  perform  the 

56  duties  of  the  office  faithfully,  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  their 

57  ability.  A  record  of  oaths  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

58  (b)  Any  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  commission  occur- 

59  ring  other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 

60  manner  as  the  original  appointment,  but  for  the  unexpired  term 

61  only. 

62  Section  4.  (a)  The  members  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  chief 

63  executive  officer  of  the  commission  who  shall  be  one  of  the  public 

64  members  of  the  commission.  The  commission  shall  by  rule  deter- 

65  mine  the  term  of  office  of  the  chairperson  and  chief  executive 

66  officer.  The  members  shall  elect  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer  who 

67  need  not  be  members  of  the  commission  and  the  same  person  may 

68  be  elected  to  serve  as  both  secretary  and  treasurer. 

69  (b)  The  powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  vested  in  its  mem- 

70  bers  in  office  from  time  to  time  and  seven  members  of  the  com- 
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71  mission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  Actions  may  be 

72  taken  and  motions  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  commission  at 

73  any  meeting  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  seven  members  of 

74  the  commission.  A  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  commission 

75  shall  not  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise  all  the  powers 

76  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  commission. 

77  (c)  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without  com- 

78  pensation,  but  the  commission  shall  reimburse  its  members  for  the 

79  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 

80  based  upon  the  monies  available  in  the  fund. 

81  (d)  The  commission  shall  be  appointed  not  later  than 

82  November  1,  2000  and  shall  organize  as  soon  as  may  be  practi- 

83  cable  after  the  appointment  of  its  members. 

84  Section  5.  The  commission  shall  have  the  following  powers  and 

85  duties: — 

86  (a)  to  establish  a  program  to  administer  the  fund  and  authorize 

87  the  payment  or  medical  reimbursement  of  the  medical  expenses  of 

88  children  with  catastrophic  illnesses; 

89  (b)  to  establish  procedures  for  applying  to  the  fund,  deter- 

90  mining  the  eligibility  for  the  payment  or  reimbursement  of  med- 

91  ical  expenses  for  each  child  and  processing  claim  disputes; 

92  (c)  to  establish  procedures  for  reimbursement  of  the  fund  where 

93  a  family,  after  receiving  assistance  from  the  fund,  recovers  the 

94  costs  for  a  child's  medical  expenses  from  a  catastrophic  illness 

95  pursuant  to  a  settlement  or  judgment  in  a  legal  action; 

96  (d)  to  establish  the  amount  of  reimbursement  for  the  medical 

97  expenses  of  each  child  using  a  sliding  fee  scale  based  on  a 

98  family's  ability  to  pay  for  medical  expenses,  which  takes  into 

99  account  family  size,  family  income  and  assets  and  family  medical 

100  expenses; 

101  (e)  to  adjust  the  financial  eligibility  criteria  established  pur- 

102  suant  to  section  1  based  upon  the  monies  available  in  the  fund; 

103  (f)  to  disseminate  information  on  the  fund  and  the  program  to 

104  the  public;  and 

105  (g)  to  maintain  confidential  records  on  each  child  who  applies 

1 06  for  assistance  under  the  fund. 

107  Section  6.  The  commission  may  negotiate  or  settle  a  claim  that 

108  the  fund  maintains  for  reimbursement  against  a  family  who  has 

109  received  assistance  for  the  medical  expenses  of  a  child  with  a  cat- 
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1 10  astrophic  illness  and  who  has  recovered  damages  in  a  legal  action 

111  for  such  expenses.  A  reimbursement  shall  be  less  the  expense  of 

112  any  recovery  by  the  family.  Money  recovered  pursuant  to  this 

1 13  section  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund. 

1 14  Section  7.  A  child  who  is  a  resident  of  the  commonwealth  shall 

115  be  eligible,  through  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  to  apply  to  the 
1  16  program.  As  part  of  the  application  process,  the  commission  shall 

1 17  screen  each  applicant  for  other  sources  of  coverage  and  for  poten- 

118  tial  eligibility  for  government  programs,  and  to  document  the 
1  19  results  of  such  screening.  If  the  commission  determines  that  an 

120  applicant  is  potentially  eligible  for  Medicaid  or  another  govern- 

121  ment  program,  the  commission  shall  assist  the  applicant  in 

1 22  applying  for  benefits  under  such  program. 

123  Section  8.  Whenever  a  child  has  a  catastrophic  illness  and  is 

124  eligible  for  the  program,  the  child,  through  his  parent  or  guardian, 

125  may  receive  financial  assistance  from  monies  in  the  fund  subject 

126  to  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  commission  and  the 

127  availability  of  monies  in  the  fund.  The  financial  assistance  shall 

128  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  payments  or  reimbursements  for  the 

129  costs  of  medical  treatment,  hospital  care,  prescription  drugs, 

130  nursing  care  and  physician  services. 

131  Section  9.  For  the  purposes  of  providing  the  monies  necessary 

132  to  establish  and  meet  the  purposes  of  the  fund,  the  commission 

133  shall  receive  out  of  an  employer's  health  insurance  contribution 

134  under  section  14G  of  chapter  151  A  $1.00  annually  for  each 

135  employee  whose  wages  determine  such  employer's  total  unem- 

136  ployment  health  insurance  contribution  under  said  section  14G  of 

137  said  chapter  151  A.  Said  contribution  shall  be  collected  by  the 

1 38  deputy  director  of  employment  and  training  and  paid  over  to  the 

1 39  state  treasurer  for  deposit  in  the  fund  annually  as  provided  by  the 

140  commission. 

141  Section  10.  The  department  of  public  health,  in  consultation 

142  with  the  division  of  medical  assistance,  the  division  of  health  care 

143  finance  and  policy  and  the  department  of  mental  health,  shall  take 

144  all  necessary  steps  to  maximize  and  coordinate  the  availability  of 

145  federal  financial  participation  under  title  XIX  of  the  Social 

146  Security  Act  for  the  program  established  by  this  chapter  to  the 

147  extent  that  expenditures  under  such  program  are  considered 

148  expenses  incurred  for  medical  assistance  within  the  meaning  of  42 

149  U.S.C.  §1396d(a). 
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50  Section  11.  The  commission  shall  report  annually  to  the  gov- 

51  ernor  and  the  senate  and  house  committees  on  ways  and  means. 

52  The  report  shall  include  information  about  the  number  of  partici- 

53  pants  in  the  program,  average  expenditures  per  participant,  the 

54  nature  and  type  of  catastrophic  illnesses  for  which  the  fund  pro- 

55  vided  financial  assistance  and  the  average  income  and  expendi- 

56  tures  of  families  who  receive  financial  assistance  under  the 

57  program.  The  commission  shall  also  make  recommendations  for 

58  changes  in  the  law  and  regulations  governing  the  fund. 

1  SECTION  133.  Chapter  1 12  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing

27  the  board  in  sections  24  to  42A,  inclusive,  shall  include  the  licen- 

28  sure  and  discipline  of  pharmacy  technicians  and  the  board  may 

29  exercise  such  authority  and  conduct  hearings  regarding  complaints 

30  in  the  same  manner  as  it  exercises  regarding  pharmacists. 
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3 1  Section  24E.  No  person  shall  hold  himself  out  as  a  pharmacy 

32  technician  registered    by  the  board  of  pharmacy  unless  he  or  she 

33  is  registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

34  Any  person  acting  or  purporting  to  act  as  a  pharmacy  techni- 

35  cian  registered  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  without  being  registered 

36  to  practice  under  this  chapter  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 

37  upon  a  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 

38  $5,000  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  one 

39  year  or  both.  Upon  conviction  of  a  subsequent  violation,  such 

40  person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10,000  or  by 

41  two  years  imprisonment  or  both.

1 1  "Incident",  an  incident,  which,  if  left  undetected  or  uncor- 

12  rected,  might  have  resulted  in  an  adverse  event. 

13  "Medical  error",  the  failure  of  medical  management  of  a 

14  planned  action  to  be  completed  as  intended  or  the  use  of  a  wrong 

15  plan  to  achieve  an  outcome. 

16  "Patient  safety",  freedom  from  accidental  injury. 

17  (b)  The  division  shall  establish  a  subdivision  within,  but  not 

18  subject  to  the  control  of  the  division,  the  Betsy  Lehman  center  for 

19  patient  safety  and  medical  error  reduction.  Within  said  center, 

20  there  shall  be  established  a  patient  safety  and  medical  errors 
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21  reduction  board.  The  board  shall  consist  of  the  secretary  of  health 

22  and  human  services,  the  director  of  consumer  affairs  and  business 

23  regulations  and  the  attorney  general  of  the  commonwealth.  The 

24  board  shall  appoint  the  director  of  the  center  by  a  unanimous  vote 

25  and  said  director  shall,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  board, 

26  have  general  oversight  of  the  operation  of  the  center. 

27  (c)  The  center  shall  develop  and  administer  a  patient  safety  and 

28  medical  error  reduction  education  and  research  program  to  assist

31  sequences  of  medical  error  and  practices  and  procedures  to  pro- 

32  mote  the  highest  standard  for  patient  safety. 

33  (d)  The  Center  shall,  with  the  input  of  any  state  department, 

34  agency,  board  or  commission  that  (1)  provides  direct  patient  care 

35  for  the  physical  or  mental  health  of  its  clients.  (2)  contracts  with 

36  public  or  private  entities  for  the  provision  of  physical  or  mental 

37  health  services  and  care,  or  (3)  licenses  individual  health  care  pro- 

38  fessionals  or  health  care  institutions,  promulgate  standards  to  be 

39  effective  on  or  after  June  30,  2002  for  patient  safety  and  medical 

40  error  reduction  programs,  taking  into  account  the  size  of  the  var- 

41  ious  health  care  or  health  care  related  entities.  Said  standards  shall

46  agencies,  boards,  departments  or  commissions,  which  by  law

48  address,  but  not  be  limited  to:  (i)  uniform  definitions;  (ii)  a  thor- 

49  ough  and  complete  process  for  the  identification  of  adverse  events 

50  as  well  as  incidents  that  might,  if  undetected  or  uncorrected,  have 

51  resulted  in  adverse  events;  (iii)  a  process  for  the  analysis  of  such 

52  events  and  the  intensive  assessment  of  their  root  causes;  (iv)  a 

53  requirement  for  a  quality  assurance  audit  program  to  identify  and 

54  prevent  potential  incidents  and  the  audit  program  shall  include  a 

55  specific  provision  for  patient  safety  and  medical  error  reduction; 

56  (v)  a  procedure  for  the  implementation  of  appropriate  corrective 

57  action,  and  (vi)  the  format  and  method  of  reporting  to  the  center 

58  such  information  as  may  be  collected  by  the  agencies,  depart- 

59  ments.  boards  or  commissions  to  enable  the  aggregation  of  the 
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60  data  analysis  so  that  the  center  may  report  annually  on  the  general 

61  status  of  patient  safety  and  medical  error  reduction  efforts.  To  the 

62  extent  available,  the  center  shall  utilize  terms  and  definitions  and 

63  shall  collect  data  in  a  manner  consistent  with  nationally  recog- 

64  nized  and  accepted  standards.  Said  information  collected  by  said 

65  department,  agency,  board  or  commission,  including  individually 

66  identifying  information,  and  reported  to  the  center  or  collected  by 

67  the  center  in  the  development  of  its  report  shall  not  be  a  public 

68  record  as  defined  in  section  7  of  chapter  4,  shall  be  confidential 

69  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  subpoena  or  discovery,  except  as  other- 

70  wise  specifically  provided  by  law. 

71  (e)  In  cooperation  with  state  agencies,  departments,  boards  or 

72  commissions,  the  center  shall  develop  a  voluntary  program  for 

73  confidentially,  reporting  directly  to  the  Center  all  incidents  which, 

74  if  left  undetected  or  uncorrected,  might  have  resulted  in  adverse

98  services  and  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  shall  develop  and 
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99  implement  a  patient  safety  and  medical  error  reduction  program

17  affordable  housing  in  the  commonwealth,  for  the  benefit  of  house- 

18  holds  whose  incomes  are  not  more  than  110  per  cent  of  median 

19  income  as  determined  by  the  federal  Department  of  Housing  and 

20  Urban  Development.  The  fund  shall  be  an  expendable  trust  fund 

21  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  appropriation. 

22  (b)  There  shall  be  credited  to  the  fund  revenue  from  appropria- 

23  tions  or  other  monies  authorized  by  the  general  court  and  specifi- 

24  cally  designated  to  be  credited  to  the  fund,  and  gifts,  grants, 

25  private  contributions,  repayment  of  loans,  investment  income 

26  earned  on  the  fund's  assets,  and  all  other  sources.  Money 

27  remaining  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year  shall  not  revert  to

29  (c)  The  board  shall  maintain  the  fund  as  a  separate  fund  and

31  annual  basis  in  accordance  with  accepted  accounting  principles. 
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32  (d)  The  board  shall  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Community 

33  Economic  Development  Assistance  Corporation  to  administer 

34  assistance  from  the  fund  for  projects  owned  or  sponsored  by  non- 
35  profit  organizations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  projects  that 

36  involve  complex  multiple-source  financing  or  the  preservation  of 

37  existing  affordable  housing,  after  consulting  the  advisory  com- 

38  mittee  established  by  section  4. 

39  Section  3.  (a)  The  fund  shall  finance  low  and  no  interest  loans, 

40  grants,  subsidies,  credit  enhancements,  and  other  financial  assis- 

41  tance  for  community  affordable  and  mixed-income 

42  housing  developments,  and  shall  pay  the  expenses  for  adminis- 

43  tering  the  fund.  Activities  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  fund 

44  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to: 

45  (1)  capital  grants  and  deferred  payment  loans  for  new  construc- 

46  tion,  rehabilitation  or  acquisition  of  housing  units; 

47  (2)  capital  grants  and  deferred  payment  loans  for  new  construc- 

48  tion,  rehabilitation  or  acquisition  of  permanent  housing  or  transi- 

49  tional  housing  units  for  homeless  families  and  individuals; 

50  (3)  mortgage  insurance  guarantees  and  other  credit  enhance- 

5 1  ments  for  eligible  projects; 

52  (4)  projects  making  affordable  housing  more  accessible  to 

53  senior  citizens  and  persons  with  disabilities; 

54  (5)  matching  funds  for  municipalities  that  sponsor  affordable 

55  housing  initiatives; 

56  (6)  down  payment  and  closing  cost  assistance  for  first-time 

57  home  buyers; 

58  (7)  matching  funds  for  employer-based  programs  to  assist 

59  employees  in  meeting  their  rental  and  homeownership  housing 

60  costs;  and 

61  (8)  repair,  rehabilitation  and  modernization  of  existing  public 

62  housing  units.  The  fund  shall  expend  for  this  purpose  not  more 

63  than  $5  million  per  year. 

64  (b)  Organizations  that  may  receive  assistance  from  the  fund 

65  shall  include  governmental  subdivisions,  community  development 

66  corporations,  local  housing  authorities,  community  action  agen- 

67  cies,  community-based  or  neighborhood-based  nonprofit  organiza- 

68  tions,  other  nonprofit  organizations,  for-profit  entities  and  private 

69  employers.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  nonprofit  organizations,  to 

70  projects  that  secure  private  funds  and  to  projects  with  the  longest- 

71  term  affordability  restrictions. 
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72  (c)  Housing  units  constructed,  rehabilitated  or  acquired  using 

73  funds  from  the  fund  shall  remain  affordable  for  the  longest  period 

74  reasonably  achievable  and  consistent  with  affordability  restric- 

75  tions  as  part  of  the  development's  other  funding  sources.  In  the 

76  absence  of  other  affordability  restrictions,  housing  units  con- 

77  structed,  rehabilitated  or  acquired  using  funds  from  the  fund  shall 

78  remain  affordable  for  not  less  than  30  years. 

79  (d)  The  fund  shall  give  special  attention  to  activities  that  pre- 

80  serve  the  affordability  of  housing  which  is  or  was  subject  to  pre- 

81  payment  of  a  state  or  federally  assisted  mortgage  or  which  is 

82  receiving  project-based  rental  assistance  under  section  8  of  the 

83  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  42  U.S.C.  section  1437f,  and 

84  such  rental  assistance  is  expiring. 

85  Section  4.  (a)  There  shall  be  an  advisory  committee  to  the  fund, 

86  which  shall  make  policy  recommendations  to  the  board  regarding 

87  the  fund's  annual  program  and  funding  priorities. 

88  (b)  The  committee  shall  be  comprised  of  the  following  13 

89  members:  a  representative  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts 

90  Housing  Finance  Agency;  two  municipal  officials  appointed  by 

91  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

92  from  a  city  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  from  a  town;  one  lender 

93  experienced  in  the  financing  of  affordable  housing  and  one  non- 
94  profit  developer  and  one  for-profit  developer  of  affordable 

95  housing,  each  appointed  by  the  board;  a  director  of  a  local  housing 

96  authority  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  chapter  of  the  National 

97  Association  of  Housing  and  Redevelopment  Officials;  and  a  repre- 

98  sentative  appointed  by  each  of  the  following  organizations:  the 

99  Citizens'    Housing   and   Planning    Association,    Inc.,   the 

100  Massachusetts  Affordable  Housing  Alliance,  the  Massachusetts 

101  Association  of  Community  Development  Corporations,  the 

102  Massachusetts  Nonprofit  Housing  Association,  the  Massachusetts 

103  Housing  and  Shelter  Alliance  and  the  Greater  Boston  Interfaith 

104  Organization.  Committee  members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of 

105  their  appointing  authorities. 

106  (c)  Chapter  268A  shall  apply  to  committee  members  as  special 

107  state  employees,  but  the  fund  may  purchase  from,  sell  to,  borrow 

108  from,  loan  to,  contract  with  or  otherwise  deal  with  any  person  in 

109  which  any  committee  member  is  in  any  way  interested  or 

110  involved,  if  such  interest  or  involvement  is  disclosed  in  advance 

111  to  the  members  of  the  committee  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
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1 12  the  committee.  No  committee  member  having  such  an  interest  or 

113  involvement  may  participate  in  any  action  of  the  committee 

14  relating  to  such  person.  Employment  by  the  commonwealth  or

17  Section  5.  The  board  shall  prepare  a  written  annual  report,

21  Species  Fund  established  pursuant  to  section  35D  of  chapter  10 

22  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  protection  and  enhancement  of 

23  rare,  threatened  and  endangered  species  in  the  commonwealth. 

1  SECTION  140A.  Said  subsection  (12)  of  section  129B  of  said

3  vendors  to  identify  and  pursue  cost  avoidance  opportunities  for 
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4  programs  of  the  commonwealth  and  to  enter  into  interdepart- 

5  mental  service  agreements  with  state  agencies,  as  applicable,  for 

6  said  purpose;  but  payments  to  private  vendors  on  account  of  said 

7  project  shall  be  made  only  from  the  actual  cost  savings  as  have 

8  been  certified  in  writing  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 

9  ways  and  means  by  the  comptroller  and  the  budget  director  as 
0  attributable  to  such  cost  avoidance  projects.   The  comptroller  may 

11  establish  procedures,  in  consultation  with  the  budget  director  and 

2  the  affected  departments,  that  he  deems  appropriate  and  necessary 

3  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  section;  but  nothing  herein  shall 

4  be  construed  to  allow  the  comptroller  or  the  budget  director  to 

5  establish  any  accounts  without  prior  approval.    The  budget 

6  director  shall  report  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  the  house  and  senate 

7  committees  on  ways  and  means  the  status  of  all  cost  avoidance 
18  opportunities  which  are  undertaken  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 

9  this  section.  The  comptroller  shall  report  on  the  projects  as  a  part 

0  of  his  annual  report  pursuant  to  section  12  of  chapter  7A  of  the 
M  General  Laws. 

1  SECTION  221.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  state  comptroller  shall  deduct 

3  $10,000  from  any  item  of  appropriation  in  section  2  of  this  act  in 

4  which  a  reporting  requirement  is  stipulated  within  said  item  and 

5  which  report  is  not  filed  within  ten  days  of  the  stated  due  date. 

6  All  amounts  deducted  shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund.  The 

7  comptroller  shall  notify  the  secretary  for  administration  and 

8  finance  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means 

9  of  any  amounts  so  deducted. 

1  SECTION  222.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  not  later  than  10  days  after  the 

3  enactment  of  this  act  the  comptroller  shall  transfer  $10,000,000 

4  from  the  general  fund  to  the  Massachusetts  Clean  Elections  Fund, 

5  established  by  section  42  of  chapter  10  of  the  General  Laws,  for 

6  advance  funding  of  the  requirements  established  pursuant  to 

7  chapter  55A  of  the  General  Laws  for  public  financing  of  elections 

8  for  constitutional  officers,  councilors,  and  members  of  the  general 

9  court;  provided,  that  said  fund  shall  not  be  available  for  appropria- 
0  tion  until  fiscal  year  2002. 
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1  SECTION  223.  There  is  hereby  established  on  the  books  of  the 

2  commonwealth  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Needs 

3  Investment  Trust  Fund,  in  this  section  called  the  fund.  There  shall 

4  be  credited  to  the  fund  in  each  fiscal  year  $45,000,000  received  by 

5  the  commonwealth  from  the  income  tax  imposed  by  chapter  62  of 

6  the  General  Laws.  The  state  treasurer  shall  hold  amounts  in  the

14  department  of  education,  for  statewide  systems  and  competitive 

15  grants  for  districts  that  innovate  or  adopt  the  best  scalable  prac- 

16  tices  for  using  technology  to  increase  student  achievement  on  cur- 

17  riculum  aligned  with  the  Massachusetts  standards.  Of  these 

18  amounts,  over  the  five-year  period  of  the  fund,  the  department 

19  shall  expend:  (1)  not  more  than  $10,700,000  for  the  development 

20  of  the  so-called  "virtual  education  space,"  an  on  line  set  of  tools 

21  and  implementation  strategies  individualized  for  each  educator, 

22  student  and  parent  to  support  them  on  increasing  student  achieve- 

23  ment  on  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System; 

24  (2)  not  more  than  $4,000,000  for  the  completion  of  all  objectives 

25  of  the  department's  information  management  system,  with  a  final 

26  report  and  demonstration  made  to  the  general  court  not  later  than 

27  January  31,  2001;  (3)  not  more  than  $5,000,000  for  programs  that 

28  train  students  as  technology  leaders  such  as  Youth  Tech 

29  Entrepreneurs;  (4)  not  less  than  $35,000,000  for  competitive 

30  matching  grants  to  districts  that  have  updated  approval  by  the 

31  department  for  local  technology  plans  that  meet  department  stan- 

32  dards  by  2003  in  areas  of  student  to  computer  ratio,  classroom 

33  access  to  the  internet,  availability  of  user  support,  administrative 

34  systems  and  out  of  school  access,  and  demonstrate  clear  capabili- 

35  ties  to  innovate  or  adopt  best  scalable  practices  that  increase  stu- 

36  dent  achievement  on  curriculum  aligned  with  Massachusetts  state 

37  standards;  and  (5)  not  more  than  $300,000  for  a  program  pro- 

38  moting  the  beneficial  effect  of  music  for  young  people  aged  8 

39  to  18,  including  a  program  of  multidiscipline  curricula  in  the 
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40  public  schools  and  for  an  internet  domain  site  providing  an  array 

41  of  information  and  resources  on  music  education  for  children,  par- 

42  ents  and  teachers; 

43  (c)  $5,000,000  upon  the  request  from  time  to  time  of  the  com- 

44  missioner  of  capital  asset  management  and  maintenance,  to  repair, 

45  rehabilitate,  reuse,  demolish  or  redevelop  unused  and  abandoned 

46  buildings  owned  by  the  commonwealth  and  formerly  occupied  by 

47  any  of  the  departments  of  mental  health,  mental  retardation  and 

48  public  health,  according  to  a  written  annual  plan  which  the  com- 

49  missioner  shall  file  not  later  than  September  15  with  the  house 

50  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means;  and 

51  (d)  $9,000,000  upon  the  request  from  time  to  time  of  the  com- 

52  missioner  of  capital  asset  management  and  maintenance,  for 

53  scheduled  and  deferred  maintenance  and  repairs  to  capital  assets 

54  owned  by  the  commonwealth.  The  commissioner  shall  submit  a 

55  plan  detailing  the  cost  and  nature  of  such  maintenance  and  repair 

56  projects,  including  how  projects  funded  under  this  paragraph  alle- 

57  viate  or  otherwise  affect  the  costs  and  schedules  of  maintenance 

58  and  repairs  otherwise  funded  or  required  to  be  funded  by  bonded 

59  indebtedness,  to  the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance,  the 

60  state  budget  director  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 

61  ways  and  means  not  later  than  September  1,  2000.  The  commis- 

62  sioner  shall  file  quarterly  reports  with  the  secretary,  budget 

63  director  and  committees  on  the  progress  of  all  funded  projects. 

64  This  section  shall  expire  on  June  30,  2005. 

1  SECTION  224.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  state  treasurer  may  make  payments  pursuant  to 

3  the  provisions  of  section  38C  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws 

4  from  items  0699-0015  and  0699-9100  of  section  2.    Such  pay- 

5  ments  shall  pertain  to  the  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  autho- 

6  rized  to  be  paid  from  each  item. 

1  SECTION  225.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  funds  in  the  Commonwealth  Sewer  Rate  Relief  Fund, 

3  established  by  section  2Z  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws,  shall 

4  be  available  to  mitigate  sewer  rate  increases  due  to  debt  service 

5  obligations  created  by  issuing  eligible  indebtedness.  For  the  pur- 

6  poses  of  this  section,  eligible  indebtedness  shall  mean  debt  issued 
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7  on  or  after  January  1,  1990,  which  has  a  final  date  of  maturity 

8  more  than  five  years  after  the  date  of  issuance  and  which  is 

9  incurred,  wholly  or  in  substantial  part,  to  finance  or  refinance  the 

10  cost  of  planning,  design,  or  construction  of  any  water  pollution 

1 1  abatement  project,  or  part  thereof,  required  to  be  constructed  to 

12  meet  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  33 

13  U.S.C.  sections  1251  et  seq.,  and  sections  26  to  53,  inclusive,  of 

14  chapter  21  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  wastewater  collection  or 

15  transportation  project  related  thereto.  Eligible  indebtedness  shall 

16  not  include  any  indebtedness  for  which  the  issuer  has  received 

17  assistance  provided  from  state  grants.  Notwithstanding  any  provi- 

18  sion  of  this  section  to  the  contrary,  eligible  indebtedness  shall 

19  include  indebtedness  incurred  to  finance  the  metrowest  water 

20  supply  tunnel,  so-called.  Eligible  indebtedness  shall  include 

21  indebtedness  incurred  pursuant  to  loan  agreements  under  the  pro- 

22  visions  of  chapter  275  of  the  acts  of  1989  which  exceeded 

23  $50,000,000  by  June  30,  1995  and  the  debt  service  attributable 

24  thereto  for  any  year  for  purposes  of  this  section  shall  be  the  net 

25  obligation  borne  by  the  issuer  after  application  of  any  credits,  sub- 

26  sidies  or  assistance,  however  characterized,  provided  under  the 

27  provisions  of  the  aforementioned  laws.  No  city,  town,  district, 

28  commission,  agency,  authority,  board  or  other  instrumentality  of 

29  the  commonwealth  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions,  which  is 

30  responsible  for  the  ownership  or  operation  of  wastewater  treat- 

31  ment  projects  and  is  authorized  to  finance  all  or  any  part  of  the 

32  cost  thereof  through  the  issuance  of  eligible  indebtedness  in  this 

33  section  called  an  issuer,  shall  receive  relief  authorized  by  this 

34  section  in  excess  of  20  per  cent  of  its  annual  debt  service  obliga- 

35  tions  due  to  eligible  indebtedness.  The  division  of  local  services 

36  of  the  department  of  revenue,  in  consultation  with  the  department 

37  of  environmental  protection,  shall  develop  guidelines  to  certify  an 

38  issuer's  eligible  indebtedness  and  shall  create  a  process  to  equi- 

39  tably  distribute  funds  to  eligible  issuers  in  order  to  mitigate  extra- 

40  ordinary  increases  in  sewer  costs.  Funds  disbursed  in  fiscal  year 

41  2001  shall  be  disbursed  on  or  before  March  31,  2001.  The  board, 

42  office  or  commission  responsible  for  setting  sewer  charges  in  each 

43  city,  town,  district  or  commission  that  either  receives  aid  itself  or 

44  is  a  member  of  a  regional  entity  that  receives  aid  pursuant  to  the 

45  provisions  of  this  section  shall  certify  to  the  division  of  local  serv- 

46  ices  that  it  has  reduced  sewer  charges  to  reflect  its  share  of  any 

47  such  aid. 
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1  SECTION  226.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  items  4000-0110,  4130-1000,  4130-3200,  4130-3300, 

3  4130-3700,  4400-1000,  4400-1 100,  4400-9999,  4401-1000,  4401- 

4  1001,  4401-1002,  4403-2000,  4403-2110,  4403-2120,  4512-1300, 

5  4530-9000,  7004-9002  and  7030-1000  in  section  2  shall  be 

6  charged  to  the  Transitional  Aid  to  Needy  Families  Fund, 

7  according  to  the  approximate  percentage  established  in  the  fund 

8  split,  so-called,  for  each  such  item.  Such  approximate  percentage 

9  so  applied  to  each  such  item  shall  be  not  more  than  five  per- 

10  centage  points  above  or  below  such  approximation  for  the  pur- 

11  poses  of  achieving  maintenance  of  historic  expenditures, 
so-called,  minimizing  federal  interference  with  the  provisions  of 
state  law  and  maximizing  the  effective  use  of  federal  funds  con- 
sistent with  the  requirements  of  the  federal  Personal 
Responsibility  and  Work  Opportunity  Reconciliation  Act  of  1996 

16  and  chapter  5  of  the  acts  of  1995.  Such  percentage  so  applied  shall 

17  be  based  upon  certification  to  the  comptroller  by  the  department 

18  of  transitional  assistance  that  such  percentage  reflects  the  appro- 
priate distribution  of  actual  expenditures  necessary  to  achieve  said 
purposes.  Such  percentage  so  charged  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance. 
Expenditures  not  charged  to  the  Transitional  Aid  to  Needy 
Families  Fund  shall  be  charged  by  the  comptroller  to  the  general 
fund  for  each  such  item  unless  specified  otherwise.  The  depart- 
ment of  transitional  assistance  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  house 
and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  on  the  expenditures 
charged  to  each  such  fund  and  the  reasons  therefor  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  eligibility  requirements  established  by  said  federal 
act  and  said  chapter  5  and  the  relationship  between  the  caseload 

30  distribution  and  costs.  Such  reports  shall  be  filed  not  more  than  30 

31  days  following  the  close  of  each  state  fiscal  quarter. 

1  SECTION  227.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  comptroller  shall  transfer,  without  further  appro- 

3  priation,  $112,212,714  from  the  Transitional  Aid  to  Needy 

4  Families  Fund  to  the  Child  Care  Fund  not  later  than  June  30, 

5  2001. 

1  SECTION  228.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  comptroller  shall  transfer,  without  further  appro- 
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3  priation,  $26,390,788  from  the  Transitional  Aid  to  Needy  Families 

4  Fund  to  the  Social  Services  Program  Fund  or  to  said  Social 

5  Services  Program  Fund  via  the  Child  Care  Fund,  not  later  than 

6  June  30,  2001. 

1  SECTION  229.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  comptroller  shall  transfer,  without  further  appro- 

3  priation,  as  of  June  30,  2001,  $36,952,082  from  the  general  fund 

4  to  the  Children's  and  Seniors'  Health  Care  Assistance  Fund, 

5  established  by  section  2FF  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws. 

1  SECTION  230.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance  shall 

3  charge  state  agencies  in  fiscal  year  2001  as  hereinafter  provided 

4  for  workers'  compensation  costs,  including  related  administrative 

5  expenses,  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  employees  of  said  agencies. 

6  Administrative  expenses  shall  be  allocated  based  on  each  agency's 

7  per  cent  of  total  workers'  compensation  benefits  paid  in  fiscal 

8  year  2000.  The  personnel  administrator  shall  administer  said 

9  charges  on  behalf  of  said  secretary,  and  may  establish  such  rules 

10  and  procedures  as  he  deems  necessary  to  implement  the  provi- 

1 1  sions  of  this  section. 

12  Within  14  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  personnel 

13  administrator  shall  notify  agencies  regarding  the  chargeback 

14  methodology  to  be  used  in  fiscal  year  2001,  shall  notify  said  agen- 

15  cies  of  the  amount  of  their  estimated  worker's  compensation 

16  charges  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  shall  require  said  agencies  to

30  fiscal  year  2001.  For  any  agency  that  fails  within  30  days  of  the

34  Not  later  than  ten  days  after  the  close  of  each  quarter  during

45  Said  secretary  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  charge  workers' 

46  compensation-related  fringe  benefit  assessments  to  federal  grants 

47  and  trust  accounts,  and  the  comptroller  may  transfer  the  amounts 

48  of  such  assessments  from  federal  grants  and  trust  accounts  to  said 

49  item  1750-0105,  pursuant  to  procedures  established  by  said  comp- 

50  troller. 

51  The  personnel  administrator  may  expend  in  fiscal  year  2001  an 

52  amount  not  to  exceed  $46,495,000  from  said  item  1750-0105  for 

53  hospital,  physician,  benefit,  and  other  costs  related  to  workers' 

54  compensation  for  employees  of  state  agencies,  including  adminis- 

55  trative  expenses;  provided,  that  an  amount  not  to  exceed 

56  $13,000,000  of  said  $46,495,000  may  be  expended  for  such  costs 

57  incurred  in  fiscal  year  2000. 

1  SECTION  231.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  if  an  amount  earmarked  within  any  item  of  section  2 

3  is  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  full  value  of  the  rate  increases 

4  provided  under  item  1599-6896  of  section  2  of  chapter  43  of  the 

5  acts  of  1997,  item  1599-6897  of  section  2  of  chapter  194  of  the 

6  acts  of  1998,  item  1599-6898  of  section  2  of  chapter  127  of  the 

7  acts  of  1999,  and  item  1599-6899  of  section  2  of  this  act,  such 

8  earmark  may  be  increased  to  accommodate  such  rate  increases, 

9  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  secretary  of  administration  and 
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10  finance;  but  in  no  event  shall  the  amount  of  any  earmark  in 

1 1  section  2  of  this  act  be  decreased.  The  secretary  of  administration 

12  and  finance  shall  report  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 

13  ways  and  means  on  all  such  increases  not  more  than  30  days  after 

14  such  increases  have  been  approved. 

1  SECTION  232.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  comptroller  may  transfer  from  the  following 

3  items  in  section  2  such  amounts  as  otherwise  would  be  unex- 

4  pended  on  June  30,  2001,  to  those  of  the  following  said  items 

5  which  otherwise  would  have  insufficient  amounts  to  meet  debt 

6  service  payments  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2001;  pro- 

7  vided,  however,  that  each  amount  transferred  shall  be  charged  to 

8  the  funds  as  specified  in  the  item  to  which  such  amount  is  so 

9  transferred:  0699-0015  and  0699-9100. 

1  SECTION  233.  The  comptroller  shall  transfer  the  amount  of 

2  $30,000,000  from  the  general  fund  to  the  uncompensated  care 

3  trust  fund  established  pursuant  to  chapter  118G  of  the  General 

4  Laws,  for  the  purpose  of  making  initial  gross  payments  to  quali- 

5  fying  acute  care  hospitals  for  the  hospital  fiscal  year  beginning 

6  October  1,  2000.  Said  payments  shall  be  made  to  hospitals  prior 

7  to,  and  in  anticipation  of,  the  payment  by  hospitals  of  their  gross 

8  liability  to  said  trust  fund.  The  comptroller  shall  transfer  from  said 

9  trust  fund  to  the  general  fund  not  later  than  June  30,  2001,  the 

10  amount  of  the  transfer  authorized  herein  and  any  allocation 

1 1  thereof  as  certified  by  the  commissioner  of  the  division  of  health 

12  care  finance  and  policy. 

1  SECTION  234.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  amount  assessed  to  acute  hospitals  in  fiscal  year 

3  2001  for  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  division  of  health  care 

4  finance  and  policy,  including  indirect  costs,  shall  be  equal  to  the 

5  amount  appropriated  by  the  general  court  in  item  4100-0060  in< 

6  section  2  less  amounts  projected  to  be  collected  in  fiscal  year 

7  2001  from  (1)  fees  and  charges  generated  by  the  division's  publi- 

8  cation  or  dissemination  of  reports  and  information,  and  (2)  federal 

9  financial  participation  received  as  reimbursement  for  the  divi- 
10  sion's  administrative  costs,  but  said  assessed  amount  shall  be  not 
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jll  be  less  than  65  per  cent  of  the  division's  expenses  as  specified 

Il2  herein. 

1  SECTION  235.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  division  of  medical  assistance 

3  and  the  department  of  public  health  shall  deposit  all  monies  col- 

4  lected  as  civil  monetary  penalties  from  nursing  homes  partici- 

5  pating  in  the  Medicaid  program  authorized  by  Title  XIX  of  the 

6  Social  Security  Act  into  a  separate  expendable  trust  fund  which 

7  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  the  Commonwealth  of 

8  Massachusetts  Civil  Monetary  Penalties  Fund.  Monies  collected 

9  as  civil  monetary  penalties  from  nursing  homes  shall  include  both 

10  monies  collected  from  Medicaid-only  facilities,  known  as  nursing 

1 1  facilities,  and  the  commonwealth  portion  of  funds  collected  from 

12  dually  participating  facilities,  known  as  skilled  nursing  facilities 

13  or  nursing  facilities,  for  noncompliance  with  sections  1919(b), 

14  1919(c)  and  1919(d)  of  the  Social  Security  Act  and  monies  col- 

15  lected  from  individuals  pursuant  to  sections  1919(b)(3)(B)(ii)(I), 

16  1919(b)(3)(B)(ii)(II)  and  1919(g)(2)(A)(i)  of  the  Social  Security 

17  Act.  The  department  may  expend  monies  from  this  fund  without 

18  further  appropriation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 

19  section.  The  department  shall  administer  the  fund  in  accordance 

20  with  law  including,  without  limitation,  section  191 9(h)(2)(A)(ii) 

21  of  the  Social  Security  Act.  The  department  shall  expend  monies  in 

22  the  fund  for  measures  to  protect  the  health  and  property  of  nursing 

23  home  residents  in  nursing  home  facilities  found  by  the  department 
fe4  or  the  secretary  of  health  and  human  services  to  be  deficient 

25  including,  without  limitation,  the  following:  (i)  nursing  facility 

26  staff  training  and  education;  (ii)  technical  assistance  for  troubled 

27  facilities;  (iii)  dissemination  of  best  practice  models  for  quality  of 

28  care  issues,  such  as  malnutrition  and  dehydration;  (iv)  state  opera- 

29  tion  of  facilities  pending  correction  of  deficiencies  or  closure; 

30  (v)  reimbursement  of  facility  residents  for  lost  personal  funds  or 

31  property;  and  (vi)  costs  of  relocating  residents  from  one  facility  to 

32  another. 

1  SECTION  236.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  federal  reimbursements  received  for  administrative 

3  expenditures  made  pursuant  to  items  1599-0100,  4000-0300, 
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4  4000-0309,  4000-0310,  and  4000-0325  of  section  2  shall  be  cred- 

5  ited  proportionally  to  the  general  fund  and  to  the  Children's  and 

6  Seniors'  Health  Care  Assistance  Fund  established  pursuant  to 

7  section  2FF  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  per- 

8  centages  as  expenditures  are  made  from  each  such  item  from  said 

9  funds;  but  all  federal  revenues  received  pursuant  to  an  enhanced 

10  rate  of  reimbursement  authorized  pursuant  to  the  provision  of 

1 1  Title  XXI  of  the  federal  Social  Security  Act  shall  be  credited  to 

12  said  Children's  and  Seniors'  Health  Care  Assistance  Fund. 

1  SECTION  237.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  division  of  medical  assistance 

3  may  expend  from  the  medical  assistance  intergovernmental 

4  transfer  account  within  the  Uncompensated  Care  Trust  Fund 

5  $32,000,000  to  certain  acute  care  hospitals  for  the  intergover- 

6  mental  funds  transfer  component  of  disproportionate  share  pay- 

7  ments  and  service  rate  payments,  as  established  in  accordance 

8  with  Title  XIX  of  the  federal  Social  Security  Act,  or  any  successor 

9  federal  statute,  any  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  the 

10  Medicaid  state  plan,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  agreements 

1 1  reached  with  the  division  for  such  transfer  payments.  No  funds 

12  shall  be  expended  unless  a  public  entity  is  legally  obligated  to 

13  make  an  intergovernmental  funds  transfer  to  the  division  for 

14  deposit  into  said  medical  assistance  intergovernmental  transfer 

15  account  in  an  amount  specified  in  an  agreement  with  such  entity, 

16  which  amount  shall  be  not  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  of 

17  the  said  IGT  All  revenues  generated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 

18  this  section  shall  be  credited  to  said  medical  assistance  intergov- 

19  ernmental  transfer  account.  An  accounting  of  such  payments  shall 

20  be  reported  quarterly  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways 

21  and  means. 

1  SECTION  238.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  division  of  medical  assistance  shall  expend  from

4  the  Uncompensated  Care  Trust  Fund  $45,000,000  for  the  intergov- 

5  ernmental  funds  transfer  component  of  medical  payments  to  the 

6  University  of  Massachusetts  memorial  hospital  for  hospital  serv- 

7  ices  provided  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract 
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8  between  the  division  and  said  hospital.  Programs  funded  pursuant 

9  to  this  section  shall  not  create  recurring  liabilities  to  the  common- 

10  wealth  in  future  fiscal  years.  Said  medical  assistance  intergovern- 

1 1  mental  transfer  account  shall  be  reimbursed  $22,500,000  by  the 

12  University  of  Massachusetts  medical  school  pursuant  to  this 

13  section.  The  University  of  Massachusetts  medical  school  shall 

14  submit  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  a 

15  report  detailing  the  programs  funded  from  revenue  associated  with 

16  this  section,  not  later  than  November  30,  2000. 

1  SECTION  239.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  division  of  medical  assistance  may,  during  fiscal 

3  year  2001  and  the  accounts  payable  period  for  said  fiscal  year, 

4  expend  from  the  medical  assistance  intergovernmental  transfer 

5  account  within  the  Uncompensated  Care  Trust  Fund  an  amount 

6  not  to  exceed  $242,000,000  for  a  program  of  MassHealth  supple- 

7  mental  payments,  so-called,  to  certain  publicly-operated  entities 

8  providing  Title  XIX  reimbursable  services,  directly  or  through 

9  contracts  with  hospitals  under  an  agreement  with  the  division 

10  relating  to  such  payments  and  transfers  as  established  in  accor- 

1 1  dance  with  Title  XIX  of  the  Social  Security  Act  or  federal  waivers 
thereof,  federal  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  the  terms  of 
the  waiver  under  section  1115  of  the  Social  Security  Act,  state  law 
and  the  medicaid  plan.  Such  funds  may  be  expended  only  for 
services  rendered  during  fiscal  year  2001.  Such  expenditures 
shall  reduce  payments  from  the  uncompensated  care  trust  fund, 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  18  of 
chapter  1 1 8G  of  the  General  Laws,  to  such  entities  by  an  amount 
comparable  to  the  net  revenues  received  by  such  entities  under 
this  section.  Said  division  shall  notify  the  house  and  senate  com- 
mittees on  ways  and  means  if  such  expenditures  are  rendered  inel- 
igible for  federal  reimbursement.

1  SECTION  241.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  any  planned  information  technology  development 

3  project  or  system  purchase  by  any  agency  under  the  authority  of 

4  the  governor  for  which  the  total  projected  cost,  including  the  cost 

5  of  any  related  hardware  purchased  in  conjunction  with  said  pro- 

6  ject  or  system  exceeds  $200,000  shall  be  reviewed  and  approved 

7  by  the  chief  information  officer  before  such  agency  may  obligate 

8  funds  for  such  purchase.  The  chief  information  officer  shall  estab- 

9  lish  such  rules  and  procedures  as  he  deems  necessary  to  imple- 
10  ment  this  section. 

1  SECTION  242.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  criminal  justice  training  council  shall  charge  a 

3  fee  of  $1,900  per  person  for  training  programs  operated  by  the 

4  council  for  all  persons  who  begin  training  on  or  after  July  1,  2000. 

5  Said  fee  shall  be  retained  and  expended  by  said  council  according 

6  to  this  section  and  the  provisions  of  item  8200-0222  of  section  2 

7  of  this  act.  The  trainee,  or,  in  the  event  that  the  trainee  is  a  recruit, 

8  the  municipality  in  which  the  recruit  shall  serve  shall  provide  said 

9  fee  in  full  to  the  council  no  later  than  the  first  day  of  orientation

21  prior  to  the  start  of  week  two,  75  per  cent  of  said  payment  shall  be 

22  refunded;  if  a  recruit  withdraws  from  said  program  after  the  start 

23  of  week  two  but  prior  to  the  start  of  week  three,  50  per  cent  of 

24  said  fee  shall  be  refunded;  if  a  recruit  withdraws  from  said  pro- 

25  gram  after  the  start  of  week  three  but  prior  to  the  start  of  week 

26  four,  25  per  cent  of  said  fee  shall  be  refunded;  if  a  recruit  with- 

27  draws  after  the  start  of  week  four,  the  fee  shall  not  be  refunded.  A 

28  recruit  who  withdraws  from  said  program  shall  pay  the  munici- 

29  pality  in  which  he  was  to  have  served  the  difference  between  said 

30  fee  and  the  amount  forfeited  by  said  municipality  according  to 

31  said  schedule.  Said  schedule  shall  also  apply  to  trainees  other  than 

32  recruits  who  enroll  in  said  program. 

1  SECTION  243.  The  office  of  the  trial  court  shall  install  and 

2  dedicate  a  plaque  at  the  South  Boston  District  Court  commemo- 

3  rating  the  contributions  of  the  Honorable  Chief  Justice  Joseph  F. 

4  Feeney. 

1  SECTION  244.  (a)  Upon  the  request  of  the  board  of  selectmen 

2  in  a  town,  the  city  council  in  a  plan  E  city  or  the  mayor  in  any 

3  other  city,  the  department  of  revenue  may  recalculate  the  min- 

4  imum  required  local  contribution,  as  defined  in  section  2  of 

5  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws,  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 

6  2001 .  Based  on  the  criteria  outlined  in  this  section,  the  department

15  revenue  growth  factor  which  is  also  greater  than  or  equal  to  one 

16  and  one-half  times  the  state  average  municipal  revenue  growth 

17  factor,  may  appeal  to  the  department  of  revenue  not  later  than 

18  October  1,  2000  for  an  adjustment  of  its  minimum  required  local 

19  contribution  and  net  school  spending. 
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20  (c)  If  a  claim  is  determined  to  be  valid,  the  department  of  rev 

21  enue  may  reduce  proportionately  the  minimum  required  local  con 

22  tribution  amount  based  on  the  amount  of  shortfall  in  revenue  or 

23  based  on  the  amount  of  increase  in  extraordinary  expenditures  in 

24  the  current  fiscal  year  but  no  adjustment  to  the  minimum  required 

25  local  contribution  on  account  of  an  extraordinary  expense  raised 

26  in  the  budget  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  June  30,  2001  shall 

27  affect  the  calculation  of  the  minimum  required  local  contribution 

28  in  subsequent  fiscal  years.    Qualifying  revenue  amounts  shall

31  (d)  If,  upon  submission  of  adequate  documentation,  the  depart- 

32  ment  of  revenue  determines  that  a  municipality's  claim  regarding 

33  an  excessive  municipal  revenue  growth  factor  is  valid,  said 

34  department  shall  recalculate  such  municipal  revenue  growth  factor 

35  and  the  department  of  education  shall  use  such  revised  growth 

36  factor  to  calculate  preliminary  local  contribution,  minimum 

37  required  local  contribution  and  any  other  factor  that  directly  or 

38  indirectly  uses  the  municipal  revenue  growth  factor.    Any  relief 

39  granted  as  a  result  of  an  excessive  municipal  revenue  growth 

40  factor  shall  be  a  permanent  reduction  in  minimum  required  local 

41  contribution. 

42  (e)  Upon  the  request  of  the  board  of  selectmen  in  a  town,  the 

43  city  council  in  a  plan  E  city  or  the  mayor  in  any  other  city,  in  a 

44  majority  of  the  member  municipalities,  a  regional  school  district 

45  which  used  qualifying  revenue  amounts  in  a  fiscal  year  that  shall 

46  not  be  available  for  use  in  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  appeal  to  the 

47  department  of  revenue  not  later  than  January  1,  2001  for  an 

48  adjustment  to  its  net  school  spending  requirement.   If  the  claim  is 

49  determined  to  be  valid,  the  department  of  revenue  shall  reduce  the 

50  net  school  spending  requirement  based  on  the  amount  of  the  short- 

51  fall  in  revenue  and  reduce  the  minimum  required  local  contribu- 

52  tion  of  member  municipalities  accordingly.    Qualifying  revenue 

53  amounts  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  extraordinary 

54  amounts  of  excess  and  deficiency,  surplus  and  uncommitted 

55  reserves. 

56  (f)  A  regional  school  district  which  received  regional  school 

57  incentive  aid  in  fiscal  year  1995  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 

58  board  of  selectmen  in  a  town,  the  city  council  in  a  plan  E  city  or 
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59  the  mayor  in  any  other  city,  in  a  majority  of  the  member  munici- 

60  palities,  appeal  to  the  department  of  education  for  an  adjustment 

61  in  the  minimum  required  local  contribution  of  its  member  munici- 

62  palities.  The  department  of  education  may  reduce  the  increased 

63  assessment  of  the  member  municipalities  as  a  result  of  the  reorga- 

64  nization  of  the  regional  school  district  by  using  a  portion  of  the 

65  regional  incentive  aid  to  reduce  the  prior  year  local  contribution. 

66  (g)  If  the  regional  school  budget  has  already  been  adopted  by 

67  two-thirds  of  the  member  municipalities,  then  upon  a  majority 

68  vote  of  the  member  municipalities,  the  regional  school  committee 

69  shall  adjust  the  assessments  of  the  member  municipalities  in 

70  accordance  with  the  reduction  in  minimum  required  local  contri- 

71  butions  approved  by  the  department  of  revenue  or  the  department 

72  of  education  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

73  (h)  Notwithstanding  clause  (14)  of  section  3  of  chapter  214  of 

74  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 

75  trary,  the  amounts  so  determined  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  min- 

76  imum  required  local  contribution  described  in  said  chapter  70. 

77  The  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  and  the 

78  joint  committee  on  education,  arts  and  humanities  shall  be  notified 

79  by  the  department  of  revenue  and  the  department  of  education  of 

80  the  amount  of  any  reduction  in  the  minimum  required  local  contri- 

81  bution  amount. 

82  (i)  In  the  event  that  a  city  or  town  has  an  approved  budget  that 

83  exceeds  the  recalculated  minimum  required  local  contribution  and 

84  net  school  spending  amounts  for  its  local  school  system  or  its 

85  recalculated  minimum  required  local  contribution  to  its  regional 

86  school  districts  as  provided  by  this  section,  the  local  appropriating 

87  authority  shall  determine  the  extent  to  which  the  community  shall 

88  avail  itself  of  any  relief  authorized  under  this  section. 

89  (j)  The  amount  of  financial  assistance  due  from  the  common- 

90  wealth  in  fiscal  year  2001  under  said  chapter  70  or  any  other  law 

91  shall  not  be  changed  on  account  of  any  redetermination  of  the 

92  required  minimum  local  contribution  under  this  section. 

93  (k)  The  department  of  revenue  and  the  department  of  education 

94  shall  issue  guidelines  for  their  respective  duties  under  this  section. 

1  SECTION  245.  The  division  of  capital  asset  management  and 

2  maintenance,  on  behalf  of  the  department  of  environmental  man- 
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3  agement  may,  subject  to  sections  40E  to  40K,  inclusive,  of 

4  chapter  7  of  the  General  Laws,  lease  and  enter  into  other  agree- 

5  ments  for  terms  not  to  exceed  25  years,  to  provide  for  the  use, 

6  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or  improvement  of  the  following 

7  state-owned  buildings  and  facilities  together  with  the  land  and 

8  appurtenances  associated  therewith:  Representative  John  G.  Asiaf 

9  skating  rink,  Brockton;  Arthur  R.  Driscoll  memorial  skating  rink, 

10  Fall  River;  Stephen  Hetland  memorial  skating  rink,  New  Bedford; 

11  John   A.    Armstrong   Memorial   Skating   Rink,   Plymouth; 

12  Theodore  J.  Aleixo  Jr.  Skating  Rink,  Taunton;  Veterans  Memorial 

13  Skating  Arena,  Haverhill;  John  J.  Janas  Memorial  Skating  Rink, 

14  Lowell;  Henry  Graf,  Jr.,  Skating  Rink,  Newburyport;  James  E. 

15  McVann  and  Louis  F.  O'Keefe  Memorial  skating  rink,  Peabody; 

16  Daniel  S.  Horgan  Memorial  Skating  Rink,  Auburn;  Gardner 

17  Veterans  Skating  Rink,  Gardner;  John  J.  Navin  skating  rink, 

18  Marlborough;  Honorable  Charles  J.  Buffone  Skating  Rink, 

19  Worcester;  Greenfield  Area  Skating  Rink,  Greenfield;  Henry  J. 

20  Fitzpatrick  skating  rink,  Holyoke;  Ray  Smead  Memorial  Skating 

21  Rink,  Springfield;  and  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  Skating  Rink, 

22  North  Adams.  Such  leases  and  other  agreements  shall  be  on  terms 

23  acceptable  to  the  commissioner  of  capital  asset  management  and 

24  maintenance  after  consultation  with  the  commissioner  of  environ- 

25  mental  management  and,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 

26  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  shall  provide  for  the  tenants 

27  to  manage,  operate,  improve,  repair  and  maintain  the  properties. 

28  Any  such  leases  or  other  arrangements  requiring  improvements  to 

29  be  made  to  any  buildings  may  include  a  description  of  the  initially 

30  required  improvements  and,  at  a  minimum,  performance  specifi- 

31  cations.  Ice  time  at  department  of  environmental  management- 

32  owned  skating  rinks  shall  be  allocated  to  user  groups  in  the 

33  following  priority  order:  general  public  skating,  youth  groups, 

34  high  school  hockey,  adult  organizations  or  informal  groups.    Ice 

35  time  may  be  allocated  at  the  discretion  of  the  operator  with  the 

36  following  restrictions:  general  public  skating  sessions  shall  be

45  and  repairs  made  to  the  properties  provided  by  the  tenants  or  the 

46  recipients  of  the  properties  shall  be  taken  into  account  as  part  of 

47  the  consideration  for  such  leases  or  other  agreements.  All  consid- 

48  eration  received  from  the  leases  or  other  agreements  shall  be 

49  payable  to  the  department  of  environmental  management  for 

50  deposit  into  the  Second  Century  Fund  established  by  section  2EE 

51  of  chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws.  The  recipients  of  said  proper- 

52  ties  shall  bear  all  costs  deemed  necessary  or  appropriate  by  the 

53  commissioner  of  capital  asset  management  and  maintenance  for 

54  the  transaction  including,  without  limitation,  all  costs  for  legal 

55  work,  survey,  title  and  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications. 

1  SECTION  246.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  estimated  costs  of  employee 
fringe  benefits  provided  by  the  commonwealth  on  account  of 
employees  of  the  Massachusetts  State  College  Building  Authority 
and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Building  Authority  and  in 
order  to  meet  the  estimated  cost  of  heat,  light,  power  and  other 

7  services,  if  any,  to  be  furnished  by  the  commonwealth  to  projects 

8  of  said  authorities,  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the  state  colleges  and 

9  the  University  of  Massachusetts  shall  transfer  to  the  general  fund 

10  from  the  funds  received  from  the  operations  of  said  projects  such 

11  costs,  if  any,  as  shall  be  incurred  by  the  commonwealth  for  the 

12  aforesaid  purposes  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  as  determined  by  the 

1 3  appropriate  building  authority,  verified  by  the  chancellor  of  higher 

14  education  and  approved  by  the  secretary  of  administration  and 

15  finance. 

SECTION  247.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  Mount  Wachusett  Community  College  may  borrow 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,200,000  through  the  Massachusetts 
health  and  educational  facilities  authority  for  the  planning,  design 
and  construction  of  the  Robert  D.  Wetmore  Center  for  Innovation 
in  Design,  Technology  and  Resource  Development,  so-called,  and 
for  a  child  care  facility. 
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1  SECTION  248.  The  department  of  education  shall,  subject  to 

2  appropriation,  establish  and  administer  a  program  to  train  school 

3  personnel  in  the  development  of  teacher  support  teams  for  the 

4  implementation  of  a  prereferral  system  for  those  school  districts 

5  with  the  highest  percentage  of  school  age  children  identified  as 

6  children  with  disabilities  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  71 B  of 

7  the  General  Laws  as  compared  to  other  similar  schools,  and  those 

8  districts  which  have  a  disproportionately  high  number  of  limited 

9  English  proficient  students  or  minority  students  enrolled  in  said 

10  special  education  programs.  The  department  shall  assist  the  school 

1 1  districts  in  developing  a  mechanism  for  the  delivery  of  appro- 

12  priate  instructional  accommodations  within  the  regular  education 

13  classroom. 

1  SECTION  249.  The  department  of  education  shall  continue  in 

2  effect  and  enforce  its  regulations  in  effect  on  January  1,  1999 

3  requiring  provision  of  the  procedural  and  substantive  protections 

4  contained  in  chapter  71  B  of  the  General  Laws  to  a  school  age 

5  child  who,  because  of  a  disability,  is  unable  to  progress  effectively 

6  in  regular  education  and  requires  special  education  services,

4  tial  consumer  satisfaction  survey  for  long-term  care  facilities. 

5  The  division  shall  conduct  said  survey  at  least  annually  and  shall 

6  survey  consumers  of  each  facility  as  well  as  family  members, 

7  guardians  or  other  resident  designees.  The  division  may  survey  a 

8  representative  sample  of  residents  in  each  facility  selected  at 

9  random  to  participate  in  said  survey,  but  the  sample  of  residents 

10  must  be  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  for  statistically  significant  com- 

1 1  parisons  between  and  among  facilities.  The  division  shall  allow 

12  family  members,  guardians  or  other  resident  designees  to  assist  a 

13  surveyed  resident  in  completing  said  survey  and  shall  prohibit 

14  employees  and  volunteers  of  such  a  facility  from  assisting  a  resi- 

15  dent  with  or  attempting  to  influence  a  resident's  response  to  said 

16  survey.  The  division  shall  survey  family  members  or  guardians 

17  when  a  resident  is  mentally  incapable  of  responding  to  said 

18  survey.  In  addition  to  resident  surveys,  the  division  shall  survey 
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19  family  members  and  guardians  or  other  resident  designees  sepa- 

20  rately.  The  division  shall  ensure  that  the  identities  of  the  survey 

21  respondents  are  kept  confidential.  The  division  shall  compile  the 

22  survey  results  and  make  the  results  available  in  print  as  well  as 

23  electronically. 

1  SECTION  269.  There  is  hereby  established  a  grant  program  to 

2  be  administered  by  the  Corporation  for  Business  Work  and 

3  Learning,  in  consultation  with  the  local  workforce  investment 

4  boards  and  the  department  of  public  health,  for  the  development 

5  of  career  ladder  programs  in  long-term  care  facilities  to  upgrade 

6  skills  of  certified  nurse's  aides  and  entry-level  workers  in  nursing 

7  homes,  to  improve  employee  retention  rates  and  to  improve  the 

8  quality  of  care  provided  in  such  facilities.  Such  career  ladder  pro- 

9  grams  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  programs  that  establish 

10  a  three-level  career  pathway  for  certified  nurses'  aides  or  that 

1 1  develop  employee  competencies  in  specialized  areas  of  care. 

12  Said  corporation  shall  award  such  grants,  subject  to  appropria- 

13  tion,  on  a  competitive  basis  to  nursing  homes  or  consortiums  of 

14  nursing  homes  for  the  development  of  career  ladder  programs, 

15  including  but  not  limited  to  curriculum  development,  instructors, 

16  instructional  materials  and  technical  assistance.    Said  corporation 

17  shall  establish  criteria  for  the  selection  of  grant  recipients  to  effec- 

18  tuate  the  purposes  of  this  section.    Said  corporation  shall  require, 

19  as  a  condition  of  receipt  of  such  grants,  that  each  participating 

20  nursing  home  shall:  1)  provide  at  least  50  per  cent  paid  time  for 

21  employees  participating  in  training  or  instruction  in  connection 

22  with  said  career  ladder  program;  2)  assist  each  participating 

23  employee  in  developing  a  career  advancement  plan;  3)  increase 

24  employee  compensation  upon  successful  completion  of  each  stage 

25  of  the  career  ladder  program;  and  4)  report  quarterly  to  said  cor- 

26  poration  on  the  progress  of  the  career  ladder  program  imple- 

27  mented  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  number  of  employees 

28  served  by  the  grant  and  their  career  progression  within  the  long- 

29  term  care  facility  and  the  certificates,  degrees  or  professional 

30  status  attained. 

31  Said  corporation  shall  develop  partnerships  with  local  work- 

32  force  investment  boards,  community  colleges  and  other  commu- 

33  nity-based  education  and  training  providers  and  organizations  to 
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»4  assist  nursing  homes  and  nursing  home  employees  to  fulfill 

15  training  needs,  including  but  not  limited  to,  identifying  sources  of 

\6  funding  for  such  training,  and  to  encourage  and  enhance  access  to 

\1  additional  and  ongoing  skill  enhancement  and  career  development 

i8  in  long-term  care. 

1  SECTION  269A.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  group  insurance  com- 
mission shall  conduct  an  analysis  of  the  cost  of  administering 
dental  and  vision  insurance,  beginning  July  1,  2001,  to  retirees 
insured  under  sections  10,  10B,  IOC,  12  and  14  of  chapter  32A  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  their  dependents,  including  the  surviving 

7  spouses  of  such  retirees;  provided,  that  the  cost  of  the  premium 

8  per  month  for  such  insurance  coverage  shall  be  borne  by  such 

9  retirees  and  their  dependents  and  surviving  spouses  without  con- 

0  tribution  by  the  commonwealth.  Within  90  days  after  the  effective 

1  date  of  this  act,  the  group  insurance  commission  shall  contract 
with  a  consultant  to  develop  a  plan  for  implementing  said  bene- 
fits, including  the  necessary  costs  of  administering  said  benefits. 
The  plan  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  a  timeline  for  imple- 
menting coverage,  the  threshold  of  participation  necessary  to  pro- 
vide said  benefits,  the  costs  of  negotiating  contracts  for  said 

7  benefits,  and  premium  rate  costs. 

SECTION  269B.  (a)  As  used  in  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"County",  Plymouth  county,  acting  through  its  duly  elected 
commissioners  or  other  duly  authorized  representatives,  or  any 
governmental-unit  or  body  succeeding  to  the  rights,  properties, 
powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  such  county. 

"Registry  of  deeds",  the  Plymouth  county  registry  of  deeds,  or

"Project",  the  new  land  records  management  facility  to  be  con- 
structed on  a  site  located  in  the  town  of  Plymouth  on  a  portion  of 
land  owned  by  the  county  situated  on  the  southeasterly  side  of 
Obery  street  in  the  town  of  Plymouth,  as  shown  on  land  court 
plan  2161B  entitled  "Subdivision  Plan  of  Land  in  Plymouth, 
Massachusetts"  dated  March  14,  1995,  filed  with  certificate  title 
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17  no.  225  in  the  Plymouth  land  court  division,  being  a  subdivision 

18  of  the  land  appearing  on  land  court  plan  2161  A,  also  filed  with 

19  certificate  of  title  no.  225. 

20  (b)  The  county  may  plan,  design,  construct,  equip  and  furnish  a 

21  new  land  records  management  facility,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 

22  the  project,  to  provide  suitable  and  adequate  facilities  for  the  reg- 

23  istry  of  deeds. 

24  (c)  For  the  purpose  authorized  by  subsection  (b),  notwith- 

25  standing  subsection  (d)  of  section  28  of  chapter  35  of  the  General 

26  Laws,  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  with  the  approval  of  the  county 

27  commissioners,  may  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  county  such 

28  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate, 

29  $4,500,000,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  county  therefor, 

30  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  Plymouth  County  Land  Records 

31  Management  Facility  Act  of  1999.  The  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 

32  signed  by  the  county  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of 

33  the  county  commissioners.  The  county  may  sell  the  securities  at 

34  public  or  private  sale,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 

35  county  commissioners  may  deem  proper,  but  for  not  less  than 

36  their  par  value.  The  county  may  annually  dedicate  revenue 

37  received  by  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  course  of  its  operations  for 

38  purposes  of  meeting  debt  obligations  payable  upon  issuance  of 

39  such  bonds  or  notes.  Such  revenues  will  be  derived  from  leased 

40  office  space  to  title  examiners,  from  postage  and  handling  fees 

41  and  from  dedicated  deeds  excise  receipts  from  the  registry  o 

42  deeds.  Indebtedness  incurred  hereunder  shall,  except  as  herein 

43  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws. 

44  (d)  No  contracts  may  be  entered  into  for  the  design,  construction, 

45  development,  financing,  management  or  operation  of  the  project, 

46  or  any  part  of  the  project,  without  the  approval  of  the  county.  The 

47  county  shall  contract  with  a  qualified  individual  or  firm,  here- 

48  inafter  called  the  designated  technical  representative,  to  (1)  assist  in 

49  the  negotiation  of  all  contracts  for  construction  and  development 

50  of  the  project,  and  (2)  perform  the  functions  hereinafter  described. 

51  The  county  shall  not  approve  any  contracts  in  excess  of  $100,000 

52  until  it  receives  from  the  designated  technical  representatives 

53  written  findings  that  (i)  the  terms  of  any  contracts  covered  by  the 

54  foregoing  provision  are  fair  and  competitive;  (ii)  the  contracting 

55  parties  have  the  necesary  qualifications  to  perform  their  contrac- 
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tual  obligations  in  a  timely  and  satisfactory  manner;  and  (iii)  the 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  performance  of  the  contract  are  appro- 
priate for  their  intended  use. 

(e)  The  county  and  the  registry  of  deeds  shall  jointly  prepare  a 
report  of  the  operations  and  procedures  undertaken  by  the  registry 
of  deeds  and  the  county  under  this  section  and  file  the  report  with 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  clerk  of  the  senate, 
who  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  house  and  senate  chairs  of  the 
committees  on  counties  within  60  days  after  completion  of  con- 
struction. 

1  SECTION    269C.    Notwithstanding    the    provisions    of 

2  section  28K  of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  other 

3  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  any  member  of  the  state 

4  teachers'  retirement  system,  established  under  section  16  of 

5  chapter  15  of  the  General  Laws,  who  was  a  teacher,  as  defined 

6  under  section  1  of  said  chapter  32,  and  served  as  the  full-time  rep- 

7  resentative  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 

8  Superintendents,  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  on  leave  of 

9  absence,  without  pay,  for  the  period  of  his  assignment  as  a  full- 

0  time  representative  of  said  organization.  Such  member  may, 

1 1  before  the  date  of  any  retirement  allowance  becomes  effective  for 

2  him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  said  system,  in  one  sum, 

3  or  in  installments,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  board 

4  may  prescribe,  an  amount  equal  to  the  that  which  would  have  been 

5  withheld  as  regular  deductions  from  his  regular  compensation  for 

6  such  previous  period  had  such  service  been  rendered  in  service  of 

7  said  city  and  had  he  been  a  member  of  said  system  during  the 

8  period  the  service  was  rendered,  plus  regular  interest  thereon. 

1  SECTION  269D.  (a)  There  shall  be  a  grant  program  to  be  admin- 

2  istered  by  the  secretary  of  public  safety  for  the  purposes  of 

3  assisting  the  fire  departments  of  every  city,  town,  fire  district  and 

4  authority  of  the  commonwealth  to  purchase  firefighter  safety 

5  equipment.  The  fire  chief  of  the  cities,  towns,  fire  districts  and 

6  authorities  of  the  commonwealth  shall  submit  all  grant  applica- 

7  tions  to  the  secretary  of  public  safety  on  or  before  January  1, 

8  2001 .  The  secretary  shall  process  such  applications  by  February  1, 

9  2001,  and  the  funds  shall  be  distributed  by  March  1,  2001.  The 
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10  secretary  of  public  safety  shall  establish  a  firefighter  safety  equip- 

1 1  ment  advisory  board  to  consist  of:  the  state  fire  marshal,  the  presi- 

12  dent    of    the    Professional,    Firefighters    Association    of 

13  Massachusetts,  one  chief  to  be  selected  from  a  list  of  three  sub- 

14  mitted  by  the  Fire  Chiefs'  Association  of  Massachusetts,  one  of 

15  which  must  be  a  chief  from  a  call  volunteer  fire  department,  and 

16  the  house  and  senate  chairs  of  the  public  safety  committee,  to 

17  evaluate  existing  and  new  technology,  and  make  recommendations 

18  thereon  to  the  secretary  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  her  in  devel- 

19  oping  and  overseeing  the  application  process.  An  amount  of  not 

20  more  than  $200,000  shall  be  made  available  for  the  Massachusetts 

21  Firefighting  Academy  to  administer  and  provide  a  series  of  fire 

22  training  programs  relative  to  firefighter  survival.  The  remaining 

23  funds  shall  be  available  for  firefighter  safety  equipment  grants 

24  that  the  secretary  shall  deem  appropriate.  Eligible  fire  safety 

25  equipment  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to:  turnout  gear,  hand 

26  held  power  lights,  communication  devices,  telephones,  personal 

27  alert  safety  systems,  so  called,  air  packs,  tanks,  compressors 

28  thermal  imaging  devices  and  computerized  personnel  account 

29  ability  systems,  but  firefighter  apparatus  and  vehicles  shall  be 

30  excluded. 

31  (b)  There  is  hereby  established  on  the  books  of  the  common- 

32  wealth  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Firefighter  Safety 

33  Equipment  Fund,  consisting  of  revenue  collected  by  state  appro- 

34  priations,  gifts,  grants  and  donations  from  public  and  private 

35  sources,  federal  reimbursements,  bond  revenues  and  all  other 

36  monies  credited  to  or  transferred  thereto  from  any  other  fund  or 

37  source  pursuant  to  law  for  the  purpose  of  awarding  grants  for  the 

38  purchase  of  fire  safety  equipment.  The  state  treasurer  shall  be  the 

39  custodian  of  the  fund,  shall  receive  and  deposit  all  monites  trans- 

40  mitted  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  credit 

41  interest  and  earnings  on  the  fund  to  the  fund,  and  shall  make  pay- 

42  ments  from  this  fund  pursuant  to  this  act.  Monies  in  the  fund  shall

JO  Equipment  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  an  annual  audit  by  the  state 
51    auditor. 

1  SECTION  269E.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 
or  special  law  or  regulation  to  the  contrary,  the  personnel  adminis- 
trator of  the  department  of  personnel  administration  shall  classify 
Francis  Garrity,  a  correctional  maintenance  worker  at  MCI- 
Lancaster  as  a  permanent  employee  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  3 1  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  269F.  The  department  of  housing  and  community 
development  shall  administer  the  federal  low-income  home 
energy  assistance  program  in  accordance  with  regulations  promul- 
gated under  the  federal  Low-Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Act 
of  1981,  or  any  amendments  or  successor  acts  thereto.  The  fuel 
assistance  shall  be  made  available  to  elders  and    families  whose 

7  income  is  not  more  than  200  per  cent  of  the  federal  poverty  level. 

8  The  commonwealth  shall  not  be  obligated  to  provide  any  addi- 

9  tional  funds  for  such  increase  in  household  eligibility  for  the  fed- 

0  eral  low-income  home  energy  assistance  program  pursuant  to  this 

1  section.  Resources  from  the  program  shall  be  administered  by 

2  community  action  agencies  and  other  appropriate  community- 

3  based  organizations,  as  determined  by  the  department. 

SECTION  269G.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance  shall 
submit  an  annual  report  to  the  senate  committee  on  ways  and 
means  which  shall  provide  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  dollar  amount 
paid  by  any  of  the  commonwealth's  departments  or  agencies  for 
the  services  of  individuals  who  are  not  considered  employees  of 
the  commonwealth.  The  report  shall  include  the  names  of  the 
organizations  or  companies  for  which  the  individuals  work  and  a 
detailed  summary  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  individuals.  The 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  senate  committee  on  ways  and 
means  on  or  before  April  1  of  each  year. 

1  SECTION  269H.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chap- 

2  ter  1 51 A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  experience  rate  of  the  employer 
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3  qualifying  therefor  under  subsection  (b)  of  said  section  14  of  said 

4  chapter  151 A  shall  be  the  rate  which  appears  in  the  column  desig- 

5  nated  "B"  for  calendar  year  200 1 . 

1  SECTION  2691.  The  superintendent  of  state  office  buildings 

2  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  art  commission  pursuant  to 

3  section  20  of  chapter  6  of  the  General  Laws,  as  to  size  and  con- 

4  tent,  install  a  plaque  for  the  Doric  Dames  on  the  second  floor  in 

5  the  Bulfinch  section  of  the  state  house.  The  plaque  is  to  be  pro- 

6  vided  and  maintained  by  the  Doric  Dames,  Inc. 

1  SECTION  269J.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  laws  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  annual  street  list,  so-called,  as  provided  for  by 

3  section  4  of  chapter  51  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  maintained 

4  by  cities  and  towns  until  such  time  that  a  viable  and  cost-effective 

5  alternative  is  approved  by  the  general  court. 

1  SECTION  269K.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  any  electronic  answering  service  in  use  by  a  depart- 

3  ment,  board,  commission,  authority  or  agency  of  the  common- 

4  wealth  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  telephone  calls  shall  present 

5  all  callers  with  the  option  of  speaking  with  a  live  operator. 


1  SECTION  269L.  (a)  Pursuant  to  section  32  of  chapter  1 84  of 

2  the  General  Laws  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 

3  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  commissioner  of  food 

4  and  agriculture  may  release  a  portion  of  that  agricultural  preserva- 

5  tion  restriction  dated  March  29,  1982,  recorded  at  Book  7568, 

6  Page  179,  Worcester  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  said  portion  being 

7  more  particularly  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  A  certain 

8  parcel  of  land  of  approximately  1.857  acres,  located  on  the 

9  northerly  side  of  Woodside  Road  in  Spencer,  Worcester  County, 

10  Massachusetts,  shown  as  "Lot  1"  on  a  plan  of  land  entitled:  "Plan

12  Andrysick  Land  Surveying,  Inc.,  dated  December  1,  1999";  said 

13  plan  to  be  recorded  in  Worcester  County  Registry  of  Deeds;  said 

14  parcel  being  more  particularly  bounded  and  described  on  exhibit 

15  A  attached  which  is  incorporated  by  reference. 

16  (b)  The  above-described  land  ("Lot  1")  to  be  released,  which 

17  has  located  on  it  a  dwelling  structure,  pool,  shed  and  two  barns,  is 
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the  personal  residence  of  the  owner  of  the  entire  land  subject  to 
the  current  APR  —  Roger  and  Mildred  Keith,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  owner.  In  consideration  of  the  release  of  Lot  1  and  the 
"special  permit"  authorization  described  herein,  Owner  has  agreed 
to,  and  shall  execute  a  new,  current  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restriction  and  an  Option  to  Purchase  at  Agricultural  Value,  to  be 
recorded  at  the  Worcester  Registry  of  Deeds,  prohibiting  the  con- 
struction of  future  dwellings  on  the  remaining  APR  land  and 
granting  the  commonwealth  an  option  to  purchase  the  remaining 
APR  land  at  agricultural  value.

4  Interstate  Route  95  signs  indicating  the  preferred  alternative  route 

5  as  United  States  Route  1  in  the  town  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts. 

1  SECTION  269Q.  The  Austen  Riggs  center  located  in  the  town 

2  of  Stockbridge  is  hereby  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  thi 

3  ninth  paragraph  of  section  70E  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General 

4  Laws. 

1  SECTION  269R.  Richmond  Telephone  Company  may  contract 

2  or  owe  debts  or  to  enter  into  guarantees  to  a  larger  amount  than 

3  one-half  of  its  capital  stock  actually  paid  in,  but  in  no  event  and  at 

4  no  time  shall  such  debts  or  guarantees  exceed  $3,500,000.00  in 

5  the  aggregate. 

1  SECTION  269S.  (a)  Based  on  the  criteria  outlined  in  thi: 

2  section,  upon  the  request  of  the  board  of  selectmen  in  a  town,  the 

3  city  council  in  a  plan  E  city,  or  the  mayor  in  any  other  city,  th< 

4  department  of  education  may  recalculate  the  minimum  requirec 

5  local  contribution  for  a  municipality's  local  and  regional  schools, 

6  as  defined  in  section  2  of  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws,  in  the 

7  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2001 . 

8  (b)  If  the  percent  growth  in  the  minimum  required  local  contri 

9  bution  of  a  municipality  between  fiscal  year  2000  and  fiscal  year 

10  2001  exceeds  25  per  cent,  said  municipality  may  appeal  to  the 

1 1  department  of  education  not  later  than  October  1 ,  2000  for  an 

12  adjustment  to  its  minimum  required  local  contribution  and  net 
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13  school  spending.  If  a  claim  is  determined  to  be  valid,  the  depart  - 

14  ment  may  reduce  the  minimum  required  local  contribution  to  a 
level  equal  to  the  prior  year  minimum  required  local  contribution 
multiplied  by  1.25,  or  to  the  lowest  level  consistent  with  net 
school  spending  equal  to  the  foundation  budget  for  all  the  districts 
of  which  the  municipality  is  a  member,  whichever  is  greater.  The 
department  shall  make  adjustments  as  appropriate  for  excess  debt 
service  consistent  with  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws  and 
section  213  of  this  act. 

(c)  If  the  net  school  spending  requirement  of  a  municipality 
exceeds  200  per  cent  of  its  foundation  budget,  said  municipality 
may  appeal  to  the  department  of  education  not  later  than  October  1 , 
2000  for  an  adjustment  to  its  minimum  required  local  contribution 
and  net  school  spending.  The  department  shall  determine  whether 
such  unusual  spending  requirement  is  a  result  of  identifiable  past 
or  present  anomalies  in  the  level  of  required  local  contribution. 
If  so,  the  department  may  reduce  the  minimum  required  local  con- 
tribution by  up  to  the  amount  by  which  the  required  local  contri- 
bution is  inflated  due  to  said  past  or  present  anomalies;  but  in  no 
circumstance  shall  the  net  school  spending  requirement  of  any 
district  of  which  the  municipality  is  a  member  be  allowed  to  drop 
below  the  level  of  the  foundation  budget.  The  department  shall 
make  adjustments  as  appropriate  for  excess  debt  service  consistent 
with  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws  and  section  213  of  this  act. 

SECTION  269T.  Notwithstanding  section  28K  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, any  member  of  the  state  employees'  retirement  system  who 
was  employed  as  a  full-time  employee  representative  at  the 
National  Association  of  Government  Employees  from  July  1989 
to  June  1995  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  on  leave  of 

7  absence,  without  pay,  for  the  period  of  his  employment  as  a  full- 

8  time  representative  of  such  organization.  Such  member  may,  how- 

9  ever,  before  the  date  of  any  retirement  allowance  became  effective 

10  for  him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  said  system,  in  one 

11  sum,  or  in  installments,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 

12  board  may  prescribe,  an  amount  equal  to  that  which  would  have 

13  been  withheld  as  regular  deductions  from  his  regular  contributions 

14  for  such  previous  period  had  such  service  been  rendered  in  service 
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15  of  the  commonwealth  and  had  he  been  a  member  of  said  system 

16  during  the  period  the  service  was  rendered,  plus  regular  interest 

17  thereon. 

1  SECTION  269U.  (a)  The  commonwealth's  education  reform 

2  initiative  demands  quality  and  accountability  from  students, 

3  teachers,  schools  and  school  districts.  The  integrity  of  the  instru- 

4  ments  by  which  the  commonwealth  measures  quality  is  a  corner- 

5  stone  of  accountability.  The  validity  of  the  Massachusetts 

6  Educator  Certification  Test,  a  high  stakes  test  intended  to  measure 

7  minimum  competency  of  prospective  teachers,  has  yet  to  be  objec- 

8  tively  examined. 

9  (b)  The  commissioner  of  education  shall  select  a  panel  of  three 

10  experts,  not  from  the  commonwealth,  from  a  list  of  nationally 

1 1  qualified  experts  in  educational  and  employment  testing  provided 

12  by  the  National  Research  Council  of  the  National  Academy  ol 

13  Sciences,  to  perform  a  study  of  the  validity  and  reliability  of  the 

14  Massachusetts  Educator  Certification  Test  as  used  in  the  certifica- 

15  tion  of  new  teachers,  and  as  used  in  the  elimination  of  certifica- 

16  tion  approval  of  teacher  preparation  programs  and  institutions  t< 

1 7  endorse  candidates  for  teacher  certification. 

1 8  (c)  The  commissioner  of  education  shall  enter  into  a  contract  on 

19  behalf  of  the  department  of  education,  with  the  selected  panel  of] 

20  experts  to  conduct  such  a  study.  The  contract  shall  require  that  the 

21  study  be  completed  not  later  than  February  1 ,  2001 . 

22  (d)  The  commissioner  and  the  department  of  education  shall 

23  assist  the  panel  of  experts  in  obtaining  all  information,  documents 

24  or  other  evidence  necessary  to  conduct  the  study.  To  the  extent  the 

25  commissioner  and  the  department  of  education  are  unable  to 

26  obtain  any  such  information,  documents  or  other  evidence  froi 

27  any  organization,  corporation,  individual  or  other  entity  undei 

28  contract  or  agreement  with  the  commonwealth  in  connection  wit! 

29  the  development,  administration,  scoring  or  validation  of  th< 

30  Massachusetts  Educator  Certification  Test,  the  house  or  senate 

31  committee  on  post  audit  and  oversight  may  utilize  their  power  t< 

32  summons  witnesses,  administer  oaths,  take  testimony  and  compel 

33  the  production  of  evidence,  to  facilitate  obtaining  the  necessary 

34  information. 
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1  SECTION  270.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  departments  of  mental  health  and  social  services, 

3  in  collaboration  with  the  executive  office  of  health  and  human 

4  services,  shall  submit  a  report  identifying  clinically  appropriate 

5  service  models  for  those  populations  of  children  and  adolescents 

6  in  the  care  of  the  commonwealth  determined  to  be  most  in  need  of 

7  clinical  mental  health  services.  The  secretary  of  the  executive 

8  office  of  health  and  human  services  and  the  commissioners  of  the 

9  departments  of  mental  health  and  social  services  shall  identify  dis- 

10  parities  in  the  current  service  system  which  require  children  and 

1 1  adolescents  to  be  served  in  unnecessarily  restrictive  or  otherwise 

12  clinically  inappropriate  settings.  Said  report  shall  include  descrip- 

13  tions,  including  cost  analyses,  of  specific  service  models  dedi- 
cated to  improving  the  efficiency  and  clinical  quality  of  the 
services  provided  to  difficult-to-serve  children  and  adolescents. 
Said  departments  shall  identify  existing  budgetary  resources  or 
interagency  agreements  which  could  be  configured  to  achieve  the 
goals  of  serving  such  children.  Said  departments  shall  further 
identify  the  adequacy  of  such  budgetary  resources  to  meet  the 
need  for  such  services  in  all  geographic  regions  of  the  common- 
wealth. Said  report  shall  also  detail  changes  during  fiscal  years 
1999  and  2000  in  the  clinical  acuity  of  children  and  adolescents  in 
the  care  of  the  department  of  social  services,  as  demonstrated  by 
increased  psychiatric  hospitalizations  and  the  need  to  develop 
more  intensive  residential  programs.  Said  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  not 
later  than  January  15,.2001. 

1  SECTION  271.  The  secretary  of  the  executive  office  of  health 

2  and  human  services  shall  issue,  by  November  15,  2000,  a  report 

3  detailing  said  office's  plan  for  taking  into  consideration  the  extra 

4  costs  of  goods,  services  and  housing  on  Martha's  Vineyard  and 

5  Nantucket  for  providers  and  their  employees  when  contracting  for 

6  services  there.    Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerks  of  the 

7  house  of  representatives  and  the  senate  on  the  date  of  issue. 

1  SECTION  272.  The  department  of  education  shall  submit  a 

2  report  to  the  senate  and  house  committees  on  ways  and  means  and 

3  the  joint  committee  on  education,  arts,  and  humanities  by  Janu- 

4  ary  31,  2001  detailing  how  schools  are  spending  professional 
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5  development  funds  appropriated  in  item  7061-9100  and  to  what 

6  extent  said  department,  school  districts,  and  schools  are  moving 

7  toward  coordinated  approaches  to  professional  development 

8  which  conform  with  the  objectives  established  in  the  Five  Year 

9  Master  plan  adopted  by  said  department  in  1995.   The  report  shall 

10  assess  whether  professional  development  funds  are  utilized  in  a 

1 1  manner  beneficial  to  students  and  rewarding  to  teachers,  and  how 

12  the  department  can  advance  these  aims.   The  data  should  reflect  a 

13  reasonable  sampling  of  schools  in  urban,  suburban,  and  rural 

14  districts. 

1  SECTION  273.  The  department  of  education  shall  submit  a 

2  report  detailing  the  progress  of  the  following  items  in  section  2 

3  towards  the  goals  of  education  reform:  7061-9400,  7061-9615, 

4  7061-9620  and  7061-9621.    Such  report  shall  include,  but  not  be 

5  limited  to,  a  description  of  the  purpose  of  any  grants  that  are  to  be 

6  used  within  said  items,  the  names  and  the  amounts  of  the  grants, 

7  whether  the  grants  are  competitive  and  whether  there  is  any  local 

8  match  to  such  grants.  Within  the  description  of  the  purpose  of 

9  such  grants  shall  be  included  a  statement  which  identifies  the  sub- 

10  stantive  contribution  toward  the  goals  of  education  reform 

1 1  achieved  by  such  grants.  The  report  shall  also  include  perfor- 

1 2  mance  goals  and  a  completion  timeline  for  each  project  relating  to 

13  the  items  and  shall  also  include  a  detailed  spending  plan  for  the 

14  funds  appropriated  within  the  items,  including  but  not  limited  to, 

15  funds  for  the  purpose  of  accounting  and  posting,  printing,  con- 

16  tracting  and  compensation  and  hardware  and  software  purchases. 

17  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  house  and  senate  committees 

18  on  ways  and  means  and  the  joint  committee  on  education,  arts  and 

19  humanities  not  later  than  January  20,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  274.  The  state  auditor  shall  prepare  a  report  on  the 

2  expenditure  of  funds  from  items  2440-2000,  6030-7201,  6030- 

3  7211,  and  6030-7221  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice.  The  report 

4  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  an  analysis  of  the  following: 

5  (a)  the  adequacy  of  current  controls  on  the  expenditure  of  such 

6  funds;  (b)  the  appropriateness  of  departmental  standards  for  the 

7  activation  of  contractors;  (c)  measures  taken  to  prevent  fraud  and 

8  abuse  in  the  program;  and  (d)  measures  taken  to  control  overtime 

9  compensation  costs. 
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1  SECTION  275.  In  order  to  ensure  the  efficient  use  of  the  com- 

2  monwealth's  international  trade  and  tourism  dollars,  the 

3  Massachusetts  International  Trade  Council,  the  Massachusetts 

4  Export  Center,  and  the  International  Trade  Assistance  Center  in 

5  the  city  of  Fall  River,  shall  report  quarterly  to  house  and  senate 

6  committees  on  ways  and  means.  The  reports  shall  include,  but  not 

7  be  limited  to:  a  detailed  description  of  the  trade  promotion  activi- 

8  ties  of  said  organizations  classified  by  trade  market;  expenditures 

9  on  trade  promotion  activities,  classified  by  subsidiary  and  trade 

10  market;  the  number  of  assistance  calls  received  by  said  organiza- 

11  tions;  the  number  of  business  assistance  calls  referred  to  other 

12  agencies  by  said  organizations;  the  number,  frequency  and  title  of 

13  publication  requests;  a  description  of  all  seminars  and  workshops 

14  offered  by  said  organizations;  the  frequency,  date,  size  and  dura- 

15  tion  of  inbound  delegations  and  trade  mission  activities  under- 

16  taken  by  said  organizations,  including  the  name  and  title  of  each 

17  individual,  company  or  organization  participating,  the  activities  of 

18  such  missions  and  delegations  and  a  description  of  the  perfor- 

19  mance-based  standards  established  by  said  organizations  for  each 

20  mission  and  delegation  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  review  of 

21  the  correlation  between  expenses  and  future  trade  or  investment 

22  commitments  by  said  delegation  or  trade  mission  participants;  the 

23  projected  number,  date  and  size  of  any  planned  missions  or  dele- 

24  gations;  and  a  description  of  the  trade  or  investment  agreements 

25  and  commitments  brokered  by  said  organizations  including,  but 

26  not  limited  to,  the  dollar  amount,  term,  participating  organiza- 

27  tions,  estimated  job  creation  and  revenues  generated  from  each 

28  agreement  or  commitment  for  the  commonwealth. 

1  SECTION  276.  On  or  before  December  15,  2001,  the  Massa- 

2  chusetts  commission  against  discrimination  shall  complete  the 

3  investigations  and  issue  determinations  of  probable  cause,  or  lack 

4  thereof,  or  otherwise  resolve  all  the  cases  pending  before  the  com-

15  amount  of  time  required  to  resolve  cases;  (5)  maintaining  a 

1 6  screening  committee  to  accelerate  the  case  review  process;  (6)  modi 

17  fying  and  improving  the  board's  complaint  intake  process  anc 

18  tracking  system;  (7)  improving  communication  with  persons  whc 

19  have  filed  complaints  with  the  board;  (8)  increasing  the  effective  dis 

20  semination  of  final  disciplinary  actions  to  the  public;  (9)  improving 

21  consumer  education  regarding  their  rights  and  procedures  for  filing  a 

22  complaint  with  the  board;  (10)  restructuring  the  composition  an 

23  membership  of  the  board;  (11)  understanding  and  utilizing  sue 

24  cessful  investigation  and  discipline  strategies  employed  by  othe 

25  state  medical  boards;  and  (12)  any  other  innovations  or  recom 

26  mendations  the  board  deems  consistent  with  fulfilling  its  obliga 

27  tion  to  investigate  and  discipline  physicians  who  represent  a  threat 

28  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

29  The  board's  report  shall  include:  (1)  the  status  of  the  board's 

30  review  of  all  complaints  that  include  allegations  of  sexual  miscon- 

31  duct;  (2)  the  status  and  number  of  cases  that  have  been  open  for 

32  more  than  one  year;  (3)  the  status  of  the  board's  review  of  the 

33  number  of  physicians  with  three  or  more  complaints;  (4)  the  status 

34  of  the  board's  review  of  cases  involving  law  enforcement  agen 

35  cies;  (5)  the  number  of  emergency  suspensions  granted  by  th 
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36  board;  (6)  the  number  of  complaints  dismissed  without  the  possi- 

37  bility  for  appeal  by  the  complainant;  and  (7)  such  other  informa- 

38  tion  as  the  board  deems  necessary  or  appropriate  to  include  in  this 

39  report. 

1  SECTION  278.  The  executive  office  of  health  and  human  serv- 

2  ices  shall  provide  to  the  legislature,  30  days  prior  to  its  implemen- 

3  tation,  a  proposed  plan  to  provide  health  insurance  to  child  care 

4  workers  pursuant  to  section  205.  Said  executive  office  shall,

19  (d)  the  number  of  employees  who  enroll  in  employer-offered 

20  health  insurance  plans  and  reasons  for  not  participating  in  health 

21  programs; 

(e)  the  number  of  employees  who  are  enrolled  in  state  adminis- 
tered health  insurance  programs; 

(f)  a  list  of  options  and  recommendations  for  increasing  access 
to  health  insurance  for  health  care  workers,  including  state  partici- 

26    pation  and  whether  federal  contribution  would  be  permitted;  and 
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27  (g)  estimates  of  the  costs  to  employers,  employees  and  the  com- 

28  monwealth  for  the  health  care  insurance  options,  including  pro- 

29  jected  numbers  of  participants. 

30  The  organization  shall  develop  the  report  and  recommenda- 

31  tions,  in  consultation  with  the  Extended  Care  Federation,  the 

32  Massachusetts  Home  Care  Association  and  the  Home  Health 

33  Association  of  Massachusetts.  The  organization  shall  be  provided 

34  $150,000  in  order  to  assist  in  the  collection  of  data  and  the  pro- 

35  duction  of  said  report.    The  department  shall  file  said  report  not 

36  later  than  June  1,  2001  with  the  senate  and  house  committees  on 

37  ways  and  means. 

1  SECTION  280.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  group  insurance  commission 

3  shall  conduct  an  analysis  of  the  cost  of  administering  dental  and 

4  vision  insurance  to  retirees  insured  under  sections  10,  10C  and  14 

5  of  chapter  32A  of  the  General  Laws,  elderly  governmental  retirees 

6  insured  under  section  10B  of  said  chapter  32A,  retired  teachers 

7  insured  under  section  12  of  said  chapter  32A,    retirees  of  local 

8  governmental  units  offering  such  insurance  under  section  15  of 

9  chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws,  and  their  dependents,  including 

10  the  surviving  spouses  of  such  retirees;  provided,  that  said  analysis 

11  shall  assume  that  the  cost  of  the  premium  per  month  for  such 

12  insurance  coverage  shall  be  borne  by  such  retirees  and  their 

13  dependents  and  surviving  spouses  without  contribution  by  the 

14  commonwealth  or  the  local  governmental  unit.  Said  analysis  shall

3  and  means,  the  joint  committee  on  health  care  and  the  members  of 

4  the  oral  health  commission  on  the  number  of  dentists  participating 

5  in  MassHealth,  a  regional  breakdown  of  practice  locations  and  the 

6  number  of  MassHealth  recipients  served  by  such  providers. 

1  SECTION  282.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  office  of  travel  and  tourism  and  the  Metropolitan 

3  District  Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  municipalities  in  the 

4  vicinity  of  the  Quabbin  reservoir  and  the  department  of  environ- 
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5  mental  protection,  the  department  of  environmental  management, 

6  and  the  department  of  fisheries,  wildlife  and  environmental  law 

7  enforcement,  shall  jointly  study  the  opportunities  to  expand  recre- 

8  ational  facilities  and  activities  in  said  municipalities.  Said  study 

9  shall:  (i)  develop  a  strategy  to  promote  the  unique  scenic  beauty 

10  and  cultural  activities  of  said  municipalities;  (ii)  delineate  oppor- 

1 1  tunities  to  expand  recreational  activities  within  said  municipali- 
ties; (iii)  study  methods  by  which  such  activities  may  be  expanded 
without  compromising  the  integrity  of  the  watershed  area  sur- 
rounding the  Quabbin  reservoir;  and  (iv)  study  the  environmental 
impact,  if  any,  of  current  recreational  and  tourism  activities  in  said 
municipalities  on  the  water  quality  of  said  reservoir.    Said  study, 

17  together  with  recommendations  for  legislation,  if  any,  shall  be 

18  submitted  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means 

19  and  the  joint  committee  on  natural  resources  and  agriculture  no 

20  later  than  February  3,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  283.  The  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  in  con- 

2  sultation  with  the  department  of  environmental  protection,  shall 

3  prepare  a  report  detailing  the  expected  cost  of  the  replacement  or 

4  repair  of  sewer  systems  on  property  in  the  town  of  Sterling  owned 

5  by  the  Sterling  Camp  Meeting  Association.  The  commission  shall 

6  submit  the  report  to  the  joint  committee  on  natural  resources  and 

7  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  no  later  than 

8  June  1,2001. 

1  SECTION  283A.  The  Betsy  Lehman  center  for  patient  safety 

2  and  medical  error  reduction,  established  pursuant  to  section  24  of 

3  chapter  111G  of  the  General  Laws  shall  report  to  the  joint  com- 

4  mittee  on  health  care  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 

5  ways  and  means  on  the  current  public  and  private  methods  used  to 

6  reduce  medical  errors  and  the  statutory  responsibilities  of  the 

7  commonwealth  for  the  protection  of  patients  and  consumers  of 

8  health  care,  together  with  recommendations  to  improve  coordina- 

9  tion  and  effectiveness  of  said  programs  and  activities  not  later 
10  than  December  31,  2001. 

1  SECTION  283B.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 

2  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  each  statewide  elected  officer  shall 
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3  submit  a  report  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and 

4  means  annually  on  or  before  April  1  detailing  the  expenditures  of 

5  public  funds  by  each  such  officer  on  print  or  electronic  advertising 

6  in  which  the  name,  voice  or  image  of  such  officer  occurs.  The 

7  report  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  a  detailed  description  of 

8  each  electronic  or  print  advertisement  produced,  purchased  or 

9  sponsored  and  information  on  the  purchase  of  air  time  or  print 

10  space,  specifying  the  total  television  air  time  or  print  space  pur- 

1 1  chased  or  delivered  and  the  costs  thereof. 

1  SECTION  283C.  The  secretary  of  public  safety  shall  submit  a 

2  plan  to  the  senate  committee  on  ways  and  means  detailing  the  plan 

3  of  the  executive  office  of  public  safety  for  establishing  an  elec- 

4  tronic  communication  link  to  improve  the  tracking  of  weapons 

5  transfers  as  required  by  clause  fifth  of  section  123  of  chapter  140 

6  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  office's  plan  for  expenditure  of 

7  funds  contained  in  the  Firearms  Records  Keeping  Fund,  as  estab- 

8  lished  by  chapter  29  section  2SS,  not  later  than  December  1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  283D.  The  division  of  medical  assistance  shall  com- 

2  pile  a  report  containing  data  on  the  number  of  Massachusetts 

3  seniors  currently  receiving  health  care  benefits  through  the 

4  Medicare  buy-in  program,  along  with  the  number  of  otherwise 

5  qualified  individuals  who  are  not  currently  receiving  these  bene- 

6  fits.  The  report  shall  also  include  information  on  the  average 

7  number  of  qualified  seniors  enrolled  in  the  buy-in  program 

8  through  the  division  each  year.  The  report  shall  be  presented  to 

9  the  general  court  by  December  31,  2000  along  with  recommenda- 

10  tions  on  how  the  commonwealth  can  more  effectively  raise  aware- 

1 1  ness  of  the  buy-in  program  and  make  it  easier  for  seniors  to  apply 

12  for  benefits. 

1  SECTION  283E.  Beginning  in  fiscal  year  2001,  the  department 

2  of  education  shall  compile  data  on  class  size  by  grade  and,  where 

3  applicable,  program  and  subject  matter  for  each  school  and  school 

4  district  in  the  commonwealth.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  "class 

5  size",  shall  be  defined  as  the  number  of  students  in  a  teacher's 

6  classroom  for  which  the  teacher  is  responsible  and  accountable, 

7  and  shall  be  distinguished  from  "pupil-teacher  ratio"  as  currently 

8  reported  by  the  department. 
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1  SECTION  283F.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commission,  the 

3  department  of  public  health  and  the  secretary  of  consumer  affairs 

4  shall  conduct  a  study  as  to  the  feasibility  of  a  state-wide  program 

5  aimed  at  reducing  instances  of  adults  procuring  alcohol  for 

6  minors.  Said  study  shall  explore  bar  coding  and  product  labeling 
in  conjunction  with  a  purchase  registration  system  identifying  pur- 
chasers of  alcoholic  beverages  so  as  to  provide  law  enforcement 
agencies  with  means  of  tracing  purchases  of  alcohol  which  result 
in  possession  by  minors.  A  report  of  said  study  shall  be  filed  with 

1 1    the  clerks  of  the  senate  and  the  house  of  representatives  no  later 
2    than  December  31,  2000. 

1  SECTION  283G.  The  group  insurance  commission,  in  consulta- 

2  tion  with  the  public  employee  retirement  association  commission, 

3  shall  study  the  feasibility  and  desirability  of  establishing  a  fund 

4  for  the  purpose  of  offsetting  future  state  and  local  obligations  to 
provide  health  care  for  retired  employees.  The  group  insurance 
commission  shall,  in  consultation  with  an  actuary,  assess  future 
unfunded  health  care  liabilities  of  the  commonwealth  and  its 
municipalities  and  report  on  how  municipalities  have  addressed 
the  problem,  if  at  all.  The  public  employee  retirement  association 

0  commission  shall  provide  information  related  to  the  use  of  trust 
1 1    funds  to  offset  unfunded  pension  liabilities.  The  study  shall  be 

2  filed  with  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means 

3  not  later  than  January  1 ,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  283H.  The  public  employee  retirement  administra- 

2  tion  commission  shall  conduct  an  actuarial  analysis  of  the  costs  of 

3  calculating  the  retirement  benefits  of  public  safety  employees, 

4  based  on  such  employees'  last  12  months  of  creditable  service. 

5  The  commission  shall  examine  other  privately-funded  studies  of 

6  the  issue,  including  an  assessment  of  the  actuarial  data  used  to 

7  conduct  such  other  studies.  The  commission  shall  file  its  report  of 

8  the  study  with  the  joint  committee  on  public  service  and  the  house 

9  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  not  later  than 
10  January  1,2001. 
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1  SECTION  2831.  The  department  of  revenue  shall  conduct  a 

2  study  the  revenue  impact  of  exempting  from  the  sales  tax  equip- 

3  ment  and  machinery  used  to  satisfy  local,  state  or  federal  worker 

4  safety  or  pollution  control  requirements.  Said  study  shall  (i) 

5  examine  the  impact  of  similar  sales  tax  exemptions  in  other  states; 

6  (ii)  investigate,  using  census  bureau  statistics  and  other  statistics 

7  concerning  current  purchase  levels  of  worker  safety  and  pollution 

8  abatement  equipment,  including,  if  necessary,  from  surveys  con- 

9  ducted  by  business  and  trade  associations,  the  revenue  impact  of 

10  such  a  sales  tax  exemption;  (iii)  assess  the  probable  impact  of 

1 1  such  a  sales  tax  exemption  on  future  business  purchases  of  worker 

12  safety  or  pollution  abatement  equipment;  and  (iv)  examine  other 

13  tax-related  methods  of  defraying  the  costs  of  purchasing  or  main- 

14  taining  required  pollution  control  and  worker  safety  equipment. 

15  The  department  shall  report  the  results  of  the  study  by  filing  the 

16  same  with  the  joint  committee  on  taxation  and  to  the  house  and 

17  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  no  later  than  February  11 

18  2001". 

1  SECTION  283J.  The  division  of  medical  assistance  shalT 

2  submit  a  report  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and; 

3  means  not  later  than  September  1,  2000  concerning  the 

4  MassHealth  redetermination  process.  The  report  shall  enumerate 

5  the  number  of  outreach  workers  used  in  the  redetermination 

6  process  and  the  number  of  redeterminations  performed  by  each 

7  worker,  the  number  of  different  languages  spoken  by  said  out- 

8  reach  workers  and  a  detail  of  the  outreach  efforts  made  by  the 

9  division  during  such  redeterminations.  The  report  shall  examine 

10  the  correlation  between  language,  housing  and  cultural  barriers 

11  and  the  non-return  of  MassHealth  redetermination  forms  by 

12  MassHealth  enrollees.  The  analysis  shall  consider  any  parallel 

13  between  language,  housing  and  cultural  barriers  and  the  disenroll- 

14  ment  rates  of  populations  with  such  barriers. 

1  SECTION  284.  The  commonwealth's  delegation  to  the  north- 

2  east  interstate  dairy  compact,  established  by  chapter  370  of  the 

3  acts  of  1993,  shall  forthwith  notify  the  northeast  dairy  compact 

4  commission,  and  the  governors  of  all  other  states  participating  in 

5  the  compact,  of  the  commonwealth's  withdrawal  on  July  31 ,  2001 

6  from  the  compact,  pursuant  to  section  21  of  the  compact. 
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SECTION  285.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  com- 
1  mission  to  research  approaches  to  providing  support  to  the  dairy 
farms  of  the  commonwealth  in  view  of  the  commonwealth's 
planned  withdrawal  from  the  northeast  interstate  dairy  compact. 
The  scope  of  the  commission's  inquiry  shall  include,  but  shall  not 
be  limited  to:  (1)  an  examination  of  methods  for  providing, 
through  the  Dairy  Farms  Trust  Fund,  support  to  dairy  farmers  in 
the  commonwealth  at  a  level  designed  to  ensure  the  ongoing  via- 
bility of  small  dairy  farms;  (2)  a  study  of  the  possible  procedures 
for  providing  support  to  dairy  farms  at  or  above  a  level,  taking 
into  account  changing  marketplace  conditions,  including  the  fed- 
eral order  system,  of  support  provided  to  such  farms  under  the 
northeast  interstate  dairy  compact;  and  (3)  an  examination  of  cur- 
rent economic  forces  affecting  dairy  farmers,  likely  trends  in  pro- 
duction and  consumption,  the  level  of  dairy  farm  prices  in  relation 
to  costs,  the  financial  conditions  of  dairy  farmers,  and  the  effect  of 
the  consolidation  of  the  milk  processing  industry  on  such  matters. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  consist  of  the  house  and  senate  chairs 
of  the  joint  committee  on  natural  resources  and  agriculture,  who 
shall  co-chair  the  commission  three  persons  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  senate,  one  person  appointed  by  the  minority 
leader  of  the  senate,  three  persons  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives  and  one  person  appointed  by  the  minority 
leader  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

(c)  The  commission  shall  make  recommendations  which  shall 
establish  procedures  through  which  the  Dairy  Farms  Trust  Fund, 
established  by  section  63  of  chapter  10  of  the  General  Laws,  shall 
maintain  or  increase  the  level  of  support  provided  to  dairy  farmers 
in  the  commonwealth  by  the  northeast  interstate  dairy  compact, 
but  such  procedures  shall  especially  seek  to  provide  adequate 
levels  of  support  for  small,  family-operated  dairy  farms.

1  SECTION  286.  A  special  commission,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 

2  bers  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 

3  minority  leader  of  the  senate,  three  members  of  the  house  of  rep- 

4  resentatives,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority 
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5  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  four  members  to  be 

6  appointed  by  the  governor,  including  a  representative  of  the 

7  Massachusetts  Bar  Association,  a  dean  or  faculty  member  from  a 

8  law  school  within  the  commonwealth,  a  district  attorney  or  repre- 

9  sentative  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  District  Attorneys 

10  and  an  assistant  district  attorney,  is  hereby  established  for  the  pur- 

1 1  pose  of  making  an  investigation  and  study  relative  to  the  compen- 

12  sation  of  assistant  district  attorneys  and  methods  for  retaining 

1 3  experienced  prosecutors  in  the  counties  of  the  commonwealth. 

14  In  particular,  the  special  commission  shall  study  the  remunera- 

15  tion  of  assistant  district  attorneys  in  other  states  and  other  attor- 

16  neys  employed  by  the  commonwealth  and  make  recommendations 

17  relative  to  appropriate  funding  levels  of  compensation  for  assis- 

18  tant  district  attorneys.  The  results  of  such  study,  including  legisla- 

19  tion  necessary  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained 

20  therein,  shall  be  reported  to  the  joint  committee  on  the  judiciary 

21  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means  not  later 

22  than  December  3 1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  287.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  report  on  the  workings  of  the  appeals  court.   Said  commis- 

3  sion  shall  consist  of  the  house  and  senate  chairs  of  the  joint 

4  committee  on  the  judiciary,  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  judi- 

5  cial  court,  the  chief  justice  of  the  appeals  court,  the  chief  justice 

6  for  administration  and  management  of  the  trial  court,  the  chief 

7  justice  of  the  superior  court,  a  representative  of  the  Massachusetts 

8  Bar  Association,  a  representative  of  the  Boston  Bar  Association 

9  and  four  members  of  the  bar  with  significant  experience  in  appel- 

10  late  practice  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall 

1 1  be  from  southeastern  Massachusetts,  one  of  whom  shall  be  from 

12  northeastern  Massachusetts,  one  of  whom  shall  be  from  central 

13  Massachusetts,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  from  western 

14  Massachusetts.  The  scope  of  the  commission's  inquiry  shall 

15  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to:  (i)  a  study  the  feasibility  and 

16  desirability  of  the  regionalization  of  the  appeals  court,  including 

17  an  analysis  of  the  benefits  of  regionalization  to  litigants  outside  of 

18  the  metropolitan  Boston  area  and  of  the  additional  costs  and  bur- 

19  dens  that  would  result  from  regionalization;  (ii)  an  examination  of 

20  the  court's  current  and  anticipated  future  caseload,  including  an

32  issues.  The  commission  shall  submit  its  report  to  the  joint  com-

34  ways  and  means  not  later  than  February  1 ,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  288.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  consist  of  four  members  of  the  senate  appointed  by  the 

3  president  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  senate  chairman 

4  of  the  joint  committee  on  insurance  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 

5  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  education  arts  and  humanities, 

6  one  member  of  the  senate  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the 

7  senate,  four  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  appointed  by 

8  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

9  the  house  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  insurance  and  one  of 

10  whom  shall  be  the  house  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  edu- 

1 1  cation,  arts  and  humanities,  one  member  of  the  house  of  represen- 

12  tatives  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of 

13  representatives,  the  commissioner  of  administration  and  finance, 

14  who  shall  serve  as  chairman,  the  commissioner  of  education,  the 

15  commissioner  of  insurance  and  five  persons  to  be  appointed  by 

16  the  governor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  special  education  administra- 

17  tors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  a  health  mainte- 

1 8  nance  organization  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of 

19  an  insurance  company  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from 

20  names  jointly  submitted  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 

21  Parent  Advisory  Councils,  the  Federation  for  Children  with 

22  Special  Needs,  the  Disability  Law  Center  and  the  Massachusetts

22  Secondary  Schools  Association,  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate 

23  and  the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives.  The  com- 

24  mission  shall  file  its  recommendations,  including  any  legislation 

25  necessary  to  carry  such  recommendations  into  effect,  by  filing  the 

26  same  with  the  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  not 

27  later  than  December  3 1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  290.  There  shall  be  established  within  the  depart- 

2  ment  of  labor  and  workforce  development  a  coordinating  com- 

3  mittee  on  workforce  development  for  the  purposes  of  coordinating 
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4  workforce  development  program  goals  and  maximizing  the  impact 

5  of  available  resources  and  operations  for  fiscal  year  2001  and  sub- 

6  sequent  years.  The  coordinating  committee  shall  be  chaired  by  the

5  Turnpike  Authority  or  his  designee,  the  chief  information  officer

28  (9)  estimated  date  of  completion. 

29  (c)  Said  commission  shall  complete  the  computerized  tracking

25  that  engage  in  internet  commerce,  other  than  internet  service 

26  providers,  three  members  representing  users  and  internet  con- 

27  sumers,  and  one  member  who  has  significant  internet  and  infor- 

28  mation  technology  experience. 

1  SECTION  293.  The  department  of  revenue  shall  establish  a 

2  special  study  commission  to  investigate  the  effects  of  internet 

3  sales  and  e-commerce  on  retail  businesses  in  Massachusetts.   The 

4  commission  shall  investigate  the  amount  of  sales  tax  revenue 

5  avoided  through  internet  sales  in  the  commonwealth,  the  eco- 

6  nomic  effects  of  such  revenue  losses  on  the  commonwealth  and 

7  the  competitive  disadvantages  at  which  Massachusetts  merchants 

8  that  collect  sales  tax  are  placed  as  a  result  of  tax-free  internet 

9  sales.  The  commission  shall  recommend  strategies  and  taxation 

10  policies  to  ensure  a  competitive  marketplace  among  internet 

11  sellers  and  traditional  retailers  in  the  commonwealth  once  the 

12  existing  federal  moratorium  on  internet  taxation  expires. 

13  The  commission  shall  consist  of  15  members,  including  three 

14  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

15  the  house  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  taxation:  three 

16  members  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  senate  chairman 

17  of  the  joint  committee  on  taxation:  the  commissioner  of  revenue: 

18  the  state  treasurer  and  receiver  general  or  her  designee:  and  seven 

19  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 

20  representative  of  the  Retailers  Association  of  Massachusetts,  one 

21  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Taxpayers 
122  Foundation,  two  of  whom  shall  be  independent  merchants  each 

13  operating  at  least  one  retail  store  in  Massachusetts,  two  of  whom 

14  shall  be  representatives  from  companies  engaged  in  internet  sales 
>5  and  e-commerce,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  a 
16  multi-state  chain  retail  operation  in  the  commonwealth. 
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27  The  commission  shall  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  joint 

28  committee  on  taxation  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 

29  ways  and  means  not  later  than  November  1 5,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  294.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  examine  and  investigate  the  effectiveness  and  impact  of 

3  chapter  280  of  the  acts  of  1995,  as  a  method  of  preserving, 

4  retaining  and  creating  defense  and  non-defense  manufacturing 

5  jobs  in  the  commonwealth,  to  report  its  findings,  and  to  make  rec- 

6  ommendations  to  promote  the  preservation,  retention,  and  creation 

7  of  manufacturing  jobs  in  the  commonwealth. 

8  Members  of  said  commission  shall  be  appointed  as  follows: 

9  five  house  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  house  chairman  of 

10  the  taxation  committee  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 

1 1  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives;  five  senate  mem- 

12  bers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  senate  chairman  of  the  taxation 

13  committee  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority 

14  leader  of  the  senate;  and  four  non-legislative  members,  jointly 

15  appointed  by  said  speaker  and  said  president,  one  of  whom  shall 

16  be  a  representative  of  organized  labor  in  a  defense  manufacturing 

17  industry,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  representative  of  organized  labor 

18  in  a  non-defense  manufacturing  industry,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 

19  chief  financial  officer  of  a  defense  manufacturing  corporation,  and 

20  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  chief  financial  officer  of  a  non-defense 

21  manufacturing  corporation.    Said  members  shall  be  appointed  no 

22  later  than  September  4,  2000. 

23  The  special  commission  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  commis- 

24  sioner  of  the  department  of  revenue,  make  an  investigation  and 

25  report  of  its  findings,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  impact  of 

26  the  single  sales  factor  method  of  apportionment  upon  both  the 

27  number  of  and  wages  of  employees  preserved,  retained  and  cre- 

28  ated  in  defense  manufacturing  corporations  and  non-defense  man- 

29  ufacturing  corporations,  a  breakdown  of  the  number  and  wages  of 

30  exempt,  non-exempt  and  hourly  employees  of  said  corporations, 

31  the  revenue  cost  of  the  single-sales  factor  method  of  apportion- 

32  ment,  the  apportionment  methods  of  other  states,  and  the  efficacy 

33  of  the  single-sales  factor  of  apportionment  as  a  job  preservation, 

34  retention  and  creation  strategy  for  the  commonwealth. 

35  Said  commission  may  call  upon  officials  of  the  commonwealth 

36  or  its  various  subdivisions  for  such  information  as  it  may  desire  in 
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37  the  course  of  its  investigation  and  study.    Said  commission  shall 

38  report  to  the  general  court  the  result  of  its  investigation  and  study 

39  and  its  recommendations,  if  any,  by  the  filing  of  the  same  with  the 

40  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate  on 

41  or  before  March  31,  2001.   Said  clerk  shall  forward  said  report  to 

42  the  house  and  senate  chairmen  of  the  joint  committee  on  taxation. 

1  SECTION  295.  There  shall  be  a  special  commission  to  study 

2  regulatory  obstacles  to  affordable  housing  production,  including 

3  zoning  and  building  regulations  that  may  prevent  maximum  effi- 

4  ciency  in  the  production  of  additional  affordable  housing  for  the 

5  citizens  of  the  commonwealth.    The  commission  shall  consist  of 

6  the  following  members:  the  chairmen  of  the  legislative  joint  com-

the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance  or  his  designee;  the

14  and  one  representative  appointed  by  each  of  the  following  organi- 

15  zations:  the  National  Association  of  Realtors,  the  Greater  Boston 
6  Real    Estate   Board,   the   Home   Builders   Association   of 

17  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association,  the 

8  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  and  Appeals  Boards,  the 

9  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  the  Environmental  League  of 
>0  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  chapter  of  the  National 
11  Association  of  Housing  and  Redevelopment  Officials,  the 
>2  Citizens'  Housing  and  Planning  Association,  Inc.,  the 
13  Massachusetts  Affordable  Housing  Alliance,  the  Massachusetts 
>4  Association  of  Community  Development  Corporations;  the 

5  Massachusetts  Housing  and  Shelter  Alliance,  and  the  Greater 

6  Boston  Interfaith  Organization.    The  commission  shall  file  a 

7  report  containing  its  recommendations,  including  drafts  of  any 

8  legislation,  not  later  than  January  31,  2001,  with  the  clerks  of  the 
19  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

1  SECTION  296.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  evaluate  whether  regulatory  and  licensure  requirements 
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3  required  in  the  contracting  of  state-funded  human  services  and) 

4  social  services  programs  may  be  duplicative,  inefficient  or  unnec-j 

5  essarily  costly. 

6  Said  special  commission  shall  consist  of  19  members] 

7  including:  three  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  one  ol 

8  whom  shall  be  the  house  chair  of  the  joint  committee  on  human] 

9  services  and  elderly  affairs;  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointe 

10  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives;  three  mem 

1 1  bers  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  senate  chair  of  the 

12  joint  committee  on  human  services  and  elderly  affairs;  and  one  ol 

13  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate;  thej 

14  secretary  of  administration  and  finance  or  his  designee;  the  secren 

15  tary  of  health  and  human  services,  or  his  designee;  two  represen- 

16  tatives  from  the  human  service  providers  community;  and  two 

17  individuals  representing  consumers  of  such  services.  One  repre- 

18  sentative  each  from  the  departments  of  mental  health,  publi 

19  health,  mental  retardation,  social  services,  medical  assistance 

20  youth  services  and  the  office  of  child  care  services  shall  serve  ex 

21  officio  on  said  commission.  Said  commission  shall  be  co-chaire 

22  by  a  member  of  the  house  and  a  member  of  the  senate  to  b 

23  appointed  respectively  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  and  the  presi 

24  dent  of  the  senate. 

25  Said  commission  shall  hear  testimony  from  providers  of  soci 

26  services  and  human  services  relative  to  concerns  that  regulator 

27  and  licensure  requirements  of  state  agencies  may  create  for 

28  providers  of  human  services  and  social  services.  Said  commission 

29  shall  seek  to  inventory  and  calculate  the  cost  to  providers  of  suchi 

30  requirements,  including  the  cost  to  providers  and  the  common- 

31  wealth  of  monitoring,  evaluating,  enforcing  and  overseeing  said 

32  requirements.  Said  commission  shall  seek  to  evaluate  the  extent  to 

33  which  said  requirements  may  be  duplicated  across  state  agencies, 

34  and  the  reasons,  if  any,  therefor.  Said  commission  shall  seek  to 

35  evaluate  the  extent  to  which  area  offices  within  a  state  agency 

36  establishes  conflicting,  duplicative  or  unnecessary  licensure  and 

37  regulatory  requirements.  Areas  of  focus  for  the  commission  to 

38  consider  may  include,  but  need  not  be  limited  to,  licensing 

39  processes,  citizen  monitoring  and  participation  requirements, 

40  medication  administration,  utilization  review,  performance  review, 

41  and  human  rights. 
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42  Said  commission  shall  inventory  which  external  accreditation 

43  organizations  are  available  to  substitute  for  state  licensure  and 

44  regulatory  functions  and  shall  evaluate  the  cost-effectiveness  and 

45  effects  on  consumer  protection  of  relying  upon  deemed  licensure 

46  and  accreditation  by  such  external  organizations. 

47  Said  commission  shall  inventory  the  reporting  requirements 

48  imposed  upon  providers,  the  number  of  reports  requiring  substan- 

49  tially  the  same  data,  the  cost  to  providers  of  generating  and  dis- 

50  tributing  such  reports,  and  the  purposes  and  uses  to  which  such 

51  reports  were  put  in  fiscal  years  1998  and  1999.  Said  commission 

52  shall  further  evaluate  the  degree  of  standardization  of  interpreta- 

53  tion  of  federal  and  state  laws  and  regulations  between  executive 

54  office  of  health  and  human  services  agencies  and  within  the 

55  department  of  mental  health. 

56  Said  commission  shall  collect  additional  information  as  it 

57  deems  appropriate  and  shall  conclude  said  evaluation  on  or  before 

58  December  4,  2000  by  filing  the  results  thereof  with  the  clerks  of 

59  the  house  and  senate,  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways 

60  and  means  and  the  joint  committee  on  health  and  human  services. 

61  Said  report  shall  include  recommendations  for  enhancing  efficien- 

62  cies  and  reducing  administrative  costs  of  the  service  delivery 

63  system  for  state  agencies  and  providers.  The  commission  shall 

64  also  make  recommendations  relative  to  the  introduction  of  a 

65  system  whereby  appropriate  departments  are  to  become  the  repos- 

66  itories  of  certain  data,  including  recommendations  for  the  means 

67  by  which  such  data  would  be  made  available  to  any  person  or 

68  agency  seeking  information. 

1  SECTION  297.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  consist  of  the  director  of  the  division  of  registration,  as 

3  chairman,  three  members  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

4  appointed  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate,  three  members  of 

5  the  house,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader 

6  of  the  house,  the  director  of  the  board  of  registration  in  medicine 

7  or  her  designee,  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  public 

8  health  or  his  designee,  a  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  Massa- 

9  chusetts  Society  of  Naturopathic  Physicians,  a  member  to  be 

10  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  and  a  member  to 

1 1  be  appointed  by  the  Acupuncture  Society  of  Massachusetts,  for 
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12  the  purpose  of  making  an  investigation  and  study  relative  to  the 

13  utilization  and  licensing  of  complementary  and  alternative  med-,

25  sure; 

26  (d)  a  review  of  naturopathic  education  and  training  standards 

27  in  existence  within  the  United  States; 

28  (e)  a  review  of  the  scope  of  practice  in  those  states  that 

29  license  naturopathy; 

30  (f)  a  review  of  standards  of  conduct,  restrictions,  and  exclu- 

31  sions  that  might  apply  to  naturopathy; 

32  (g)  a  review  of  the  availability  of  third  party  reimbursement! 

33  for  therapies  and  services  delivered  by  complementary  and  alter- 

34  native  practitioners  in  the  commonwealth; 

35  Said  commission  shall  solicit  public  testimony  and  provide  a 

36  summary  of  public  comments.  Said  commission  shall  report  to  the 

37  general  court  the  results  of  their  investigation  and  study  by  filing  the 

38  same,  together  with  drafts  of  legislation  necessary  to  carry  out  its 

39  recommendations,  with  the  clerks  of  the  house  of  representatives  and 

40  the  senate  and  submitting  copies  of  said  results  to  the  chairmen  of 

41  the  joint  committee  on  health  care  and  the  house  and  senate  commit- 

42  tees  on  ways  and  means  on  or  before  December  1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  298.  There  is  hereby  established  a  commission  to 

2  study  the  provision  of  end  of  life  care  services.    Said  commission 

3  shall  consist  of  15  members  as  follows:    three  members  of  the 

4  senate;  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  minority  leader  or  his  designee; 

5  three  members  of  the  house  of  representatives;  one  of  whom  shall 

6  be  the  minority  leader  or  his  designee,  the  commissioner  of 

7  public  health,  the  secretary  of  elder  affairs,  the  commissioner  of 

8  medical  assistance,  the  commissioner  of  the  division  of  insurance 
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9    and  three  persons  appointed  by  the  special  subcommittee  on  end 

0  of  life  care  as  established  through  executive  order,  one  of  whom 

1  shall  be  a  designee  from  the  Hospice  Federation  of  Massachusetts, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  designee  from  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  designee  from  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  Association. 

Members  shall  serve  for  terms  of  three  years.  Appointments 
shall  be  made  not  later  than  November  30,  2000.  Vacancies  in  the 
membership  of  the  commission  shall  be  filled  by  the  original 

18  appointing  committee  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term.  A 

19  chairperson  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

20  The  commission  shall  be  permitted:  (i)  to  use  such  voluntary 

21  and  uncompensated  services  of  private  individuals,  agencies  and 

22  organizations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  offered  and  needed;  (ii) 

23  to  make  policy  recommendations  to  agencies  and  officers  of  the 

24  state  and  local  subdivisions  of  government  to  improve  end  of  life 

25  care;  and  (iii)  to  hold  regular,  public  meetings  and  to  hold  fact- 
finding hearings  and  other  public  forums  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary. The  commission  shall  prepare  a  report  detailing  current  end 
of  life  services  and  recommending  improvements  and  expansions 
to  said  services.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  on  or  before  March  1, 
2001  with  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means. 

The  initial  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  following  terms:  (a)  the  governor  shall  appoint  two  members 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  members  for  a  term  of  two  years  and

9  the  subcommittee  on  end  of  life  care  shall  appoint  two  members 
[0    for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  member  for  a  term  of  two  years  and 

1    one  member  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

1  SECTION  299.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 
sion to  investigate  and  study  the  problem  of  suicide  across  the 
lifespan,  to  consider  innovative  and  coordinated  measures  to  pre- 
vent and  reduce  the  incidence  of  suicide  through  prevention  and 
public  health  policy  initiatives  and  strategies,  and  shall  develop  a 
state  plan  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  suicide  and  self  harm. 
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7  Said  special  commission  shall  consist  of  13  members, 

8  including:  three  members  of  the  senate  appointed  by  the  senate 

9  president,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee  on 

10  health  care  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  minority  leader  or  his 

1 1  designee,  three  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  appointed 

12  by  the  speaker,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee 

13  on  health  care,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  minority  leader  or 

14  his  designee,  the  commissioner  of  public  health  or  his  designee, 

15  the  commissioner  of  education  or  his  designee,  the  commissioner 

16  of  elder  affairs  or  his  designee,  the  commissioner  of  mental  health 

17  or  his  designee,  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  or  his  designee, 

18  the  commissioner  of  youth  services  or  his  designee  and  the 

19  attorney  general  or  his  designee. 

20  Said  commission  shall  be  integrated  under  the  auspices  of  the 

21  Massachusetts  Violence  Prevention  Task  Force  and  the  Injury 

22  Prevention  and  Control  Program  of  the  department  of  public 

23  health. 

24  Said  commission  shall  report  to  the  general  court  the  results  of 

25  its  investigation  and  study,  together  with  recommendations  and 

26  drafts  of  legislation  necessary  to  carry  out  said  recommendations,  by 

27  filing  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  of 

28  the  senate  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  November,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  299A.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  com- 

2  mission  to  study  and  report  on  the  formulation  of  an  advisory 

3  board  to  the  department  of  corrections.  The  commission  shall  rec- 

4  ommend  to  the  general  court  the  composition  and  mission  of  a 

5  permanent  advisory  board  to  the  department  of  corrections. 

6  (b)  The  commission  shall  be  composed  of  four  senators  and 

7  four  representatives.  Three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 

8  senate  president,  three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker 

9  of  the  house,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  senate 

10  minority  leader  and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  house 

1 1  minority  leader.  The  secretary  of  public  safety,  or  her  designee, 

12  and  the  commissioner  of  correction,  or  his  designee,  shall  also 

1 3  serve  as  members  of  the  commission. 

14  (c)   The  commission  shall  report  to  the  general  court  the  results 

15  of  said  study  with  a  particular  focus  on  the  issues  of  incarcerated 

16  mothers,  and  its  recommendations,  together  with  drafts  of  legisla- 
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17  tion  necessary  to  implement  such  recommendations,  by  filing  the 

18  same  with  the  clerks  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the 

19  senate.  The  committee  shall  file  its  final  report  on  December  1, 

20  2000. 

1  SECTION  299B.  A  special  commission  is  hereby  established  to 

2  study  the  creation  of  a  statewide  witness  protection  program.  Said 

3  commission  shall  study  all  aspects  of  creating  such  witness  pro- 

4  tection  program  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  protection  cur- 

5  rently  offered  witnesses,  the  amount  currently  spent  on  witness 

6  protection,  the  costs  associated  with  such  witness  protection  pro- 

7  gram,  possible  funding  methods,  the  administration  of  the  pro- 

8  gram  and  the  types  of  witnesses  who  shall  be  given  priority 

9  consideration  for  protection.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  the 

10  following  members:  the  attorney  general  or  his  designee;  the  chair 

11  of  the  Massachusetts  District  Attorneys  Association  or  his 

12  designee;  the  senate  and  house  chairs  of  the  joint  committee  on 

13  criminal  justice,  who  shall  act  as  co-chairs  of  the  commission; 

14  three  members  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by 

1 5  the  minority  leader;  and  three  members  of  the  house  of  representa- 

16  tives,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader.  The 

17  commission  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  clerks  of  the  Senate  and 

1 8  the  House  of  Representatives  not  later  than  December  1 ,  2000. 

1  SECTION  299C.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  com- 

2  mission  to  study  and  report  on  the  use  of  the  Health  Care  Security 

3  Trust  and  interest  for  .the  purposes  of  making  available  grants  for 

4  cancer-related  research  to  be  conducted  in  different  locations 

5  throughout  the  commonwealth  by  public  and  private  research  lab- 

5  oratories,  academic  medical  centers,  medical  schools  and  schools 

6  of  public  health. 

7  (b)  The  commission  shall  consist  of:  three  members  of  the 

8  senate,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the 

9  senate  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority  leader 

10  of  the  senate;  three  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  two 

1 1  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 

12  sentatives  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minority 

13  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives;  two  representatives 

14  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  public  health;  one  representa- 
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15  tive  from  each  of  the  following  institutions:  Dana-Farber  Cancer 

16  Institute,  University  of  Massachusetts  Medical  School,  Boston 

17  University  School  of  Medicine,  Tufts  University  School  of 

18  Medicine  and  Harvard  Medical  School,  all  of  whom  shall  be 

19  appointed  by  the  governor;  and  one  representative  to  be  appointed 

20  by  the  attorney  general. 

21  (c)   The  commission  may  request  officials  of  the  common- 

22  wealth,  or  its  various  subdivisions,  for  such  information  as  it  may 

23  desire  in  the  course  of  its  investigation  and  study.  The  commission 

24  shall  file  a  report  containing  its  recommendations,  including  drafts 

25  of  any  legislation,  not  later  than  February  28,  2001,  with  the 

26  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

1  SECTION  299D.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  commis- 

2  sion  to  evaluate  the  status  of  Massachusetts'  veterans  long  term 

3  care  services,  the  need  of  such  veterans  for  long  term  care  services 

4  and  the  feasibility  of  establishing  comprehensive  long  term  care 

5  services  for  such  veterans.  The  study  shall  include,  but  not  be  lim- 

6  ited  to,  an  examination  of  the  following  factors:  1)  an  exhaustive 

7  analysis  of  the  number  of  veteran's  who  may  need  institutional 

8  care  and  community-based  long  term  care  services  in  the  com- 

9  monwealth;  2)  the  extent  and  nature  of  long  term  care  services 

10  currently  available  to  such  veterans;  3)  an  itemized  list  by  location, 

11  and  size  of  any  and  all  federally  owned  facilities  or  spaces  that  j 

12  may  serve  as  long  term  care  facilities  for  such  veterans;  4)  a  J 

1 3  detailed  evaluation  of  the  number  of  existing  long  term  care  facili- 

14  ties  that  may  provide  such  services  to  such  veterans,  including  the 

15  number  of  empty  beds,  so-called,  per  facility  that  may  be  avail- 

16  able  for  the  provision  of  such  services;  5)  a  cost-benefit  analysis 

17  of  the  number  of  beds  required  to  serve  any  and  all  veterans  that 

18  may  not  currently  have  access  to  such  long  term  care  services;  6) 

19  the  commonwealth's  liability  for  subsidizing  any  and  all  long  term 

20  care  services  that  the  commission  deems  necessary  to  provide 

21  quality  care  to  such  veterans;  and  7)  a  detailed  and  actuarially- 

22  sound  assessment  of  the  costs  associated  with  establishing  an?, 

23  independent  program  of  long  term  care  for  such  veterans  who  may  |j 

24  be  in  need  of  long  term  care  in  Massachusetts;  and  8)  the  avail-  i] 

25  ability  of  federal  financial  participation  in  establishing  or  i" 

26  expanding  long  term  care  services  to  such  veterans. 
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The  commission  shall  consist  of  the  secretary  of  administration 
and  finance,  the  commissioner  of  medical  assistance,  the  commis- 
sioner of  health  care  finance  and  policy,  the  commissioner  of 
public  health,  the  secretary  of  elder  affairs,  the  commissioner  of 
veterans  services,  and  the  commandants  of  the  Chelsea  and 
Holyoke  soldiers'  homes,  a  representative  of  the  extended  care 
federation,  a  representative  of  Health  Care  For  All,  and  two  citi- 
zens who  shall  represent  the  interests  of  such  veterans.  The  com- 
mission shall  file  a  report  on  the  results  of  its  study,  together  with 
136    recommendations  and  any  legislation  necessary  to  carry  out  its 

37  recommendations  with  clerks  of  the  house  of  representatives  and 

38  the  senate,  and  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and 

39  means,  not  later  than  March  25,  2002. 

1  SECTION  299E.  A  special  commission  is  hereby  established  to 

2  investigate  and  study  the  calculation  of  superannuation  retirement 

:  3  allowances  for  members  classified  as  Group  I  under  chapter  32  of 

I  4  the  General  Laws.  The  investigation  and  study  shall  include,  but 

5  not  be  limited  to,  an  analysis  of  alternative  calculations  of  the 

6  allowances,  including  comparison  of  member  eligibility,  vesting, 

7  portability,  the  contribution  rate  of  members,  other  benefits,  and 

8  the  effects  on  accrued  liabilities  and  costs  attributable  to  such 

9  alternative  calculations.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  1 1  mem- 

10  bers  as  follows:  the  house  and  senate  chairman  of  the  joint  com- 

1 1  mittee  on  public  service,  who  shall  serve  as  co-chairs  of  the 
commission,  the  chairmen  of  the  house  and  senate  committees  on 
ways  and  means,  or  their  designee,  the  governor  or  his  designee,  a 
representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Assocciation,  a 
representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory 
Retirement  Systems,  a  representative  of  the  American  Federation 
of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees,  the  chairman  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Retirement  Board,  or  his  designee,  the  chairman 
of  the  state  retirement  board,  or  his  designee,  and  the  chairman  of 
the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission,  or 
his  designee.  The  commission  shall  report  to  the  general  court  the 
results  of  its  study,  together  with  its  recommendations  and  draft 
legislation  necessary  to  carry  such  recommendations  into  effect, 
by  filing  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives 
on  or  before  June  1 ,  2001 . 
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1  SECTION  299F.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Massachusetts 

2  commission  for  adult  basic  education.  The  commission  shall  be 

3  comprised  of  up  to  30  members  and  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

4  a  chairperson,  four  representatives  from  the  field  of  adult  basic 

5  education,  two  business  representatives,  two  labor  representatives 

6  from  a  list  of  three  recommended  by  the  President  of  the 

7  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  one  representative  from  early 

8  learning,  each  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  education;  one 

9  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor;  one  member  of  the 

10  house  of  representatives,  to  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the 

1 1  house;  one  member  of  the  senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  president 

12  of  the  senate;  and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the 

13  following:  the  secretary  of  administration  and  finance;  the  secre- 

14  tary  of  health  and  human  services;  the  secretary  of  elder  affairs; 

15  the  chancellor  of  the  board  of  higher  education;  the  director  of 

16  labor  and  workforce  development;  the  president  of  the  corporation 

17  for  business,  work  and  learning;  the  director  of  the  department  of 

18  employment  and  training;  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of 

19  transitional  assistance;  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of 

20  public  health;  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  mental  retar- 

21  dation;  the  commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts  rehabilitation  com- 

22  mission;  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  housing  and 

23  community  development;  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of 

24  corrections;  the  commissioner  of  the  board  of  library  commis-  j 

25  sioners;  the  director  of  the  office  of  refugees  and  immigrants;  and 

26  the  executive  director  of  the  children's  trust  fund. 

27  The  Massachusetts  commission  for  adult  basic  education  shall 

28  establish  a  vision  and  a  plan  for  the  future  of  the  ABE  service 

29  delivery  system  in  which  all  under-educated  and  and  limited 

30  English  proficient  Massachusetts  residents  have  appropriate  and 

31  convenient  access  to  effective  ABE  services.  The  work  of  the 

32  commission  shall  be  staffed  and  supported  by  the  department  of 

33  education.  The  commission  shall  present  recommendations  to  the 

34  board  of  education  for  the  federal,  state  and  local  roles  in  imple- 

35  menting  this  plan.  The  board  of  education  shall  present  an 

36  approved  plan  to  the  governor  and  the  general  court  no  later  than 

37  December,  2001. 

1  SECTION  299G.  A  special  commission  is  hereby  established  to 

2  develop  a  statutory  definition  of  the  term  "community  correc- 
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3  tions."  The  commission  shall  consist  of  the  following  members: 

4  the  commissioner  of  probation;  the  commissioner  of  correction;  a 

5  county  sheriff  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  Sheriffs' 

6  Association;  a  district  attorney  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts 

7  District  Attorneys  Association;  the  chief  justice  for  administration 

8  and  management  of  the  trial  court;  the  senate  and  house  chairs  of 

9  the  joint  committee  on  public  safety;  three  other  members  of  the 

10  senate  appointed  by  the  senate  president,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

1 1  from  the  minority  party;  and  three  other  members  of  the  house  of 

12  representatives  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  house,  one  of 

13  whom  shall  be  from  the  minority  party.  The  special  commission 

14  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  clerks  of  the  senate  and  the  house  of 

15  representatives  by  March  1,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  299H.  There  shall  be  a  special  commission  to  study 

2  the  service  needs  of  individuals  with  disabilities  throughout  the 

3  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  unserved  and  under- 

4  served  populations,  unmet  disability  related  service  needs,  facili- 

5  tating  access  to  services,  facilitate  access  to  employment, 

6  eliminating  duplication  of  programmatic  efforts  and  achieving 

7  efficiencies  in  service  delivery  through  cooperation  and  collabora- 

8  tion  of  state  human  service  agencies  and  non-profit  human  service 

9  provider  organizations.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  the 

10  following  members:  the  chairmen  of  legislative  joint  committee 

1 1  on  human  services  and  elder  affairs,  who  shall  co-chair  the  com- 

12  mittee;  the  chairmen  of  the  legislative  joint  committee  on  health 

13  care;  two  representatives  of  consumer  organizations  representing 

14  the  interests  of  individuals  with  disabilities,  to  be  appointed  by  the 

15  chairs  of  the  commission;  the  secretary  of  the  executive  office  of 

16  health  and  human  services,  or  his  designee;  the  president  of  the 

17  Massachusetts  Council  of  Human  Service  Providers,  or  her 

18  designee;  the  commissioners  of  the  departments  of  mental  health, 

19  public  health,  and  mental  retardation,  or  their  designees;  the  com- 

20  missioners  of  the  commissions  for  rehabilitation;  the  blind,  and 

21  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing,  or  their  designees.  The  commission 

22  shall  file  a  report  containing  its  recommendations,  including  drafts 

23  of  any  legislation,  not  later  than  January  31,  2001,  with  the  clerks 

24  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 
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1  SECTION  300.  Sections  62,  63,  64,  65  and  66  shall  apply  to 

2  the  spouses  of  veterans  who  died  before  or  after  the  effective  date 

3  of  this  act,  but  shall  apply  only  to  taxes  assessed  beginning  on  or 

4  after  July  1,  2000. 

1  SECTION  301.  Section  72  shall  take  effect  on  January  1,  2001. 

1  SECTION  302.  Section  69  shall  be  effective  for  tax  years 

2  beginning  on  or  after  January  1 ,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  303.  Section  67  shall  be  effective  for  tax  years 

2  beginning  on  or  after  January  1 ,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  304.  Section  200  shall  take  effect  not  later  than 

2  January  1,  2001,  or  upon  earlier  determination  by  the  federal  gov- 

3  ernment  that  section  200  shall  not  subject  the  commonwealth  to 

4  any  penalties,  sanctions  or  other  unanticipated  costs,  or  adversely 

5  affect  the  ability  of  the  commonwealth  to  meet  work  participation 

6  rates  mandated  by  the  federal  government.    The  department  of 

7  transitional  assistance  shall  take  all  necessary  steps  to  obtain  such 

8  a  determination  as  soon  as  possible. 

1  SECTION  305.  Section  1 7  shall  take  effect  on  July  1 ,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  306.  Sections  74,  88,  89,  90,  91,  92,  96,  98,  101, 

2  104,  109,  110,  112,  113,  114,  115  and  116  shall  take  effect  on 

3  January  1,2001. 

1  SECTION  307.  Section  82  shall  take  effect  on  July  1 ,  2002. 

1  SECTION  308.  Section  83  shall  take  effect  on  July  1 ,  2004. 

1  SECTION  309.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to 

2  the  contrary,  all  enrollees  in  the  pharmacy  program  and  the  phar- 

3  macy  program  plus,  so-called,  as  of  December  31,  2000  shall  be 

4  deemed  eligible  for  the  catastrophic  prescription  drug  insurance 

5  program  established  in  section  28.   Beginning  January  1,  2001  the 

6  department  of  elder  affairs,  in  consultation  with  the  division  of 

7  medical  assistance,  shall  transition  any  and  all  individuals 
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8  enrolled  in  the  pharmacy  program  and  the  pharmacy  program 

9  plus,  so-called,  from  said  programs  to  the  catastrophic  prescrip- 

0  tion  drug  insurance  program  established  pursuant  to  said  sec- 
1 1  tion  28.  Said  transition  shall  be  completed  by  June  30,  2001 . 

1  SECTION  309A.  Section  29  shall  take  effect  on  December  31, 

2  2005. 

1  SECTION  310.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  the  provisions  of 

2  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1,  2000. 
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
